In terms of the Act 45 & 46 Vict., c. 78, we, the Fishery 
Board for Scotland, have the honour to present the following Report, 
being for the year ended 31st December 1910 :— 


PART L—GENERAL STATEMENT. 


In so doing, it is our pleasing duty to report a productive year for 
the fisheries of Scotland. During the year under review the 
quantity and value of the fish landed amounted to 8,709,655 cwts. 
in quantity and £3,100,387 in value, exclusive of shell-fish, the value 
of which was £69,760, bringing up the total value of all kinds of fish 
landed to £5,170,147. 

This result shows an increase over the preceding year of 1,286,470 
ewts. in quantity and of £211,280 in value, and is the second highest 
result for one year on record. 

This result was obtained through the agency of 9,724 fishing vessels, 
of a gross tonnage of 139,701, of the value of £5,439,857, with 
equipment complete, and manned by crews amounting in the 
ageregate to 38,941 fishermen. 


SUMMARY OF MEANS OF CAPTURE.

(e.g., mussels), and have no common measure except value. 
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This shows a decrease from the previous year of 165 in the number 
of vessels, and of 272 in their tonnage (no doubt a casual variation), 
but an increase of £256,470 in value. 

Both the decrease in number and the increase in value are directly 
due to the increasing introduction of mechanical means of propulsion 
(steam and motor) into the boats of the herring fleet. This is but the 
continuation of a tendency on which we have had occasion to remark 
frequently in previous Reports. The tendency to concentration 
continues, indeed shows signs of more rapid development in the 
future, bringing new problems, and necessitating new adaptations— 
not the least important of which is local harbour accommodation—to 
meet the new circumstances. This new need is daily assuming 
ereater proportions. 

During the past year there were 1393 steam vessels and 156 motor 
vessels engaged in the sea fisheries of Scotland, against 1316 steam 
and 75 motor vessels in the previous year. 

Of the total of 9724 vessels, 8128, or 83 per cent., were sailing 
vessels, and the remainder were propelled by steam or by motor 
engines. In the previous year the proportion was 86 per cent. 


DIFFERENT FISHERIES. 
l. HERRING PISHERY—GENERAL. 


The herring catch of 1910 exceeded that of the previous year by 
1,145,927 cwts. and £24,568. This is a result only surpassed in 
1907 and 1908. 

The following Table gives the total results of the Scottish herring

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SHETLAND HERRING FISHERY. 


We have had occasion in previous Reports to call attention to the 
revival and development of the herring fishery in Shetland, which 
appears now to be established on a firm basis. The result of the 
herring fishery in Shetland for the last ten years is as follows :-—

But the operations of the Scottish herring fishermen are not 
limited to Scotland. They participate to an important extent in the 
herring fishery of both England and Ireland.

CURED HERRINGS EXPORTED. 


The total export of cured herrings for 1910 was 1,767,544 barrels, 
being an increase over 1909 of 349,378 barrels (Appendix E.) The 
principal market is on the Continent of Europe. The greater part of 
the export goes to the two countries of Germany and Russia. The 
following is the rate of export to each since 1899 :—

CURED HERRINGS BRANDED. 


The number of barrels branded was 314,8084, and the amount 
of brand fees paid into Exchequer was £5246. This shows an 
increase of 83,369 barrels and £1388. (Appendix E.)

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2. WHITE FISH FISHING. 

After the herring fishery, the next most important branch of the 
industry in Scotland is the white-fish fishing. This fishing is carried 
on by means of two classes of vessels and two methods of fishing—the 
vessels differentiated by their methods of propulsion (steam or sails 
and oars), and the methods of fishing, whether by trawls or by lines. 
We will deal with the results of these methods (1) in the aggregate, 
and (2) separately. 

The following are the totals of the white-fishing for a period of ten 


years :—

The striking feature of this Table is the slow but steady increase, 
both in quantity and value, of the white fishery of Scotland. Only 
once in the decade, namely, in 1909, was there any interruption, and 
that but slight, of this progress. 

The next two Tables show the proportion in which the 


above result is contributed to by the two different methods of

Line and net fishing have been more successful, both in quantity 
and value, than for some years. This appears to be due to the 
introduction of motor propulsion to the smaller inshore line fishing, 
and to the introduction of the method of fishing cod with nets 
into the Moray Firth. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The number of persons employed in the fisheries of Scotland and the 
various industries subsidiary thereto in the year 1910 was 90,813. 
Of these, 38,941 manned the fishing fleet, 17,010 were gutters and 
packers of herrings, 14,500 were engaged in the carrying trade, and the 
remainder were engaged in other operations connected with the fishing 
industry. 

WHALE FISHERY. 

With reference to the Act of 1907 regulating the Whale Fishery in 
Scotland, we have to report that during the year 1910 11 vessels 
were licensed, being the same number as in the previous year; the 
licence fees paid into ‘Exchequer amounted to £1,100; the number 
of whales landed was 615; the value of all the products obtained 
was £68,459 ; and the number of persons employed was 302, of whom 
139 were British and the remainder foreigners (page liv). 

This is a decrease from the previous year of 115 in the number of 
whales, of £2764 in the value of products, and of 13 in the number 
of persons employed. Of this decrease of the persons employed, 7 
was in the number of foreigners and 6 in British subjects. 

XEPEAL OF BYELAW. 

Byelaw No. 18; prohibiting seine-net fishing for herrings within 
certain defined limits in the neighbourhood of the Ballantrae Bank, 
Firth of Clyde, has been repealed. 
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MEANS OF CAPTURE. 


I. FIsHInGc Boats AND VESSELS (OTHER THAN TRAWLERS) 
PROPELLED BY SAILS OR OARS. 


The statistics under this section of Appendix A in the year 1910 
were marked by features similar to those which have prevailed for 
some years past—a decline in the number, tonnage, and value of boats, 
in the quantity and value of the various forms of gear (except un- 
classified types of nets), and in the number of fishermen and boys 
employed. All sections of the coast were involved in the decline, 
which was due mainly to the continued replacement of sailing boats 
by steam- and motor-driven craft, and to the gradual deterioration of 
boats and gear, and the failure of fishermen to acquire new boats or to 
make good the defect in fishing material. Thus the value of boats 
and gear, which had fallen from £1,414,441 in 1908 to £1,280,742 in 
1909, showed a further decline of £70,739 in 1910, the falling off 
being divided between the East Coast, Orkney and Shetland, and the 
West Coast in the ratio (roughly) of 5:2:1, and between boats and 
gear in about equal moities. The exception (in the case of unclassified 
types of nets) to the general rule of decline was referable to the 
increased use of cod-nets, chiefly in the Moray Firth districts. 


If. STEAM FISHING VESSELS (OTHER THAN TRAWLERS). 


In continuation of the return furnished in preceding years, the 
following Table gives particulars of the rise of the Scottish steam 
fishing fleet during the past twelve years. The progress has been 
remarkable, and if, in certain years, owing to the comparative non- 
success of the herring fishing in the preceding season, the rate of 
increase has been small, that has been more than compensated for by 
the great advance made in other years when conditions were more 
favourable. The Table is as follows :—

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These figures speak eloquently for themselves, but one may be 
permitted to point out that since 1899 the number of vessels in the 
fleet has been multiplied 16 times, the value 20 times, and the value 
of the gear 37 times, the greater relative increase in the two latter 
cases being, of course, due to the larger size of the boats built in 
recent years and to their improved equipment both in respect of 
labour-saving appliances and of fishing gear. In this connection, 
however, it should be noted that within the last two or three years 
there has been a tendency in some quarters to revert to the smaller 
type of steam vessels built of wood, as it has been found that the 
working expenses absorb a smaller percentage of the earnings and give 
a better net return to the owners. 

During the year under review the vessels engaged in the principal 
fishings off the Scottish and English coasts had fair earnings, and the 
following Table, in continuation of that published last year, shows the 
results for the principal districts :—

In most instances it will be seen that the gross income at the great 
summer herring fishing was rather smaller than in the preceding year, 
this being due to the smaller catch secured and to comparatively low 
prices early in the season. The Peterhead and Fraserburgh fleets, 
however, were more successful than their neighbours, the Fraserburgh 
crews in particular having much larger earnings. At the English 
fishing the earnings were, on the whole, greater than in the preceding 
year, owing to the very high prices prevailing, but the satisfaction 
with the results was largely discounted by the loss of gear which was 
suffered owing to stormy weather. Working expenses, on the whole, 
did not differ materially from those in 1909. 

It will, of course, be understood that these herring fishings did 
not absorb the whole of the energies of the fishermen owning steam 
vessels. Certain of them engaged in great-line fishing during the 
early months of the year, while others followed the early herring 
fishings. These fishings are not generally so popular among the 
fishermen, as unless the catches are very good the earnings do not 
compensate for the labour involved and for the wear and tear of gear 
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occasioned by the stormy weather during the earlier months of the 
year. Still another section of the fleet (fishing chiefly from Aberdeen) 
pursued great-lining throughout the whole season, and in the year 1910 
these vessels were remarkably successful—much more so, indeed, than 
those which devoted their time partly to line fishing and partly to 
herring fishing, or to the latter alone. The success to which reference 
has been made may be gauged from the fact that one of the boats 
earned fully £4200, while the general average (for about 17 vessels) 
was £3800. It may here be added that the success which attended 
these boats induced the owners of about 21 trawlers to fit them out 
for the line-fishing during the summer months, and these, too, were 
rewarded with good results. 


III. BEAM AND OTTER T'RAWL VESSELS. 


The fleet of Scottish steam trawlers was increased by four in 1910, 
but allowances for depreciation reduced the value of the fleet by nearly 
£9000. Otherwise there is little change to record. 


TV. Moror FisHina Boats. 
Frogress of Hleet. 


In last year’s Report a full account was given of the rise of the 
motor fishing fleet. It was shown that, despite a good deal of pre- 
judice and suspicion on the part of the fishermen, considerable progress 
had been made, and it was suggested that the marine oil engine 
seemed to be about to take the position in the fishing fleet which it 
really deserved. <A study of the relative statistics under Appendix A, 
No. I., shows that the suggestion has been justified. The auxiliary 
motor engine has now been adopted in 17 of the Scottish fishery 
districts, and the fleet has now reached a total of 156 vessels, as com- 
pared with 75 in 1909. The increase of 81 is distributed as follows :— 
East Coast, 23; Orkney and Shetland, 10; and the West Coast, 48— 
the large increase under the West Coast being referable mainly to 
Campbeltown and Ballantrae districts in the ratio of 2:1. The value 
of boats and gear has increased correspondingly, and the following 
brief Table shows the present distribution of the motor fishing fleet 
among the three main sections of the coast :—

The disparity between the number of boats and the tonnage and 
value on the East Coast as compared with the corresponding figures 
in the other two sections is due to the fact that the East Coast boats 
fitted with motors are of the large sail drifter type, while the Orkney 
and Shetland and West Coast boats are of the small type intended for 
fishing inshore waters. 
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For the large East Coast boats, the favourite engine continues to be 
the “Gardner,” although other makes, such as the “ Beardmore- 
Peck,” “Thornycroft,’ and “ Fairbanks,’ have not been neglected. 
For the smaller boats on the West Coast, the “ Kelvin” motor engine 
still occupies first place in the favour of the fishermen, but in a few 
instances other makes, such as the “Thornycroft,” ‘‘ Fairbanks,” and 
“ Barcar,” find support. 

Running expenses have remained practically unaltered from those 
quoted in the Report for 1909, and there seems little hope of any 
material reduction until the engines are generally adapted for the 
consumption of crude oil. It would almost appear, however, that, 
before this consummation can be attained, it would be necessary that 
crude oil should be standardised, as the quality of different kinds 
varies considerably. 


Karnings of Motor Boats. 


It is very difficult to arrive at a reliable estimate of the earnings of 
the motor boat fishermen generally, partly because of the unwilling- 
ness of many of them to divulge the figures, and partly because others 
do not keep any proper accounts. Generally, however, as a result of 
careful inquiry, it may be stated that the Hast Coast auxiliary motor 
boats occupy a position intermediate between steam-drifters and sail- 
drifters. 

The following figures, for example, relating to a typical Scottish 
district, with a fairly large motor fleet, may be regarded as authentic:—

A comparison of these two sets of figures shows, as did a similar 
comparison in the Report for 1909, that the motor-boats were 
relatively more successful during the summer herring fishing, this 
being no doubt due to the fact that the steam-drifter, with its greater 
“flexibility ” or power of regulating speed, and its ability to make a 
passage more or less direct against a head sea, is more effective at the 
season of the year (October and November) when the English fishing 
is mainly prosecuted. 

With regard to the smaller West Coast boats, it is also difficult to 
obtain data regarding their earnings, but the following figures 
relating to Campbeltown district (where no fewer than 40 auxiliary 
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boats are now at work) throw an interesting light upon the advantages 
of motor installation. (It may be explained that the Campbeltown 
boats, using mainly the seine-net, work necessarily in pairs.)

These figures show at a glance that the adoption of motor power has 
been a distinct success, and that it is so regarded by the fishermen is 
evident from the fact that the Campbeltown motor fleet increased 
from 18 in 1909 to 40 in 1910. 

While the subject of the increased earnings of small motor fishing 
boats is being discussed, it is interesting to note that even in Shetland, 
where the weather conditions are by no means so favourable as in the 
comparatively sheltered Clyde area, motor installations in skiffs have 
proved successful. One small boat of this type, for example, earned 
£607 (gross) for the year, about seven-eighths of which could be 
looked upon as net earnings. In another instance, two crews working 
haddock lines for about 10 weeks grossed £220. On the whole, the 
fishermen appeared to be highly pleased with the results, and the fact 
that they could often make two trips a day instead of one by sail 
boats, and were, moreover, able to work their boats with a crew of 4 
men as compared with 5 for the sailers, largely discounted the extra 
cost of running expenses. 


Conclusion. 


There seems to be practically no doubt that the marine oil-engine, 
both as an auxiliary and as a main motive power in fishing boats, has 
a distinct future before it. It is true that in some quarters it is still 
regarded by the fishermen with distrust and suspicion, but with the 
improvements which may confidently be anticipated it is very probable 
that their objections will be overcome. One of the main objections 
which still remains is the failure of the motor engine satisfactorily to 
work the capstan, and until this difficulty has been surmounted the 
general acceptance of motor-power in fishing boats will be retarded. 

Opportunity is taken here to direct attention to a pamphlet recently 
prepared by Captain J. R. M‘Ewan, Marine Superintendent to the 
Board, on the more technical aspects of the subject in connection with 
a visit paid by him to the North Sea Fisheries Exhibition at Yarmouth 
in November 1910. ‘The title of the pamphlet is “ Report on Fishing 
Boat Motor-Engines Exhibited, &c.,” and is published by H.M. 
Stationery Office at a cost of twopence. 


FISH LANDED. 
I, ToTaAL CATCH. 
As reported in the general statement regarding the year’s fisheries, 


the total quantity of fish landed in Scotland during 1910 (exclusive 
of shell-fish) was 8,709,655 cwts., valued at £3,100,387. These 
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figures exceed those of the preceding year by 1,286,470 cwts. and 
£211,280 respectively, and have only once previously been surpassed 
—in 1907—when the record catch of 9,018,153 cwts., valued at 
£3,149,127, was landed. The increase in quantity was attributable 
mainly to herrings, while the increase in value was in large measure 
due to the enhanced prices realised for trawled fish. Towards the 
gross catch herrings and other pelagic fish contributed 66 per cent., 
trawled fish 24 per cent., and demersal fish taken by net and line 10 
per cent., as compared with 62, 27, and 11 per cent. respectively in 
1909 ; while, as regards value, the corresponding percentages were 
52, 36,and 12. The average price obtained was 7s. 1d. per cwt., as 
compared with 7s. 9d. per ewt. in 1909 and 5s. 10d. in 1908, the 
falling off being referable to the lower prices realised for herrings. 
The total value of shell-fish landed amounted to £69,760, as against 
£72,392 in the preceding year, the only species not involved in the 
decrease being clams and lobsters. The gross total value of all kinds 
of fish landed was £3,170,147. These figures represent an advance 
upon the preceding year’s returns of over 7 per cent., and, taken in 
conjunction with the fact that the latter exceeded those of 1908 by 
15 per cent., are strong evidence of the prosperity of the Scottish 
fishing industry. 


II. Petacic Fish TAKEN BY NETS. 
(a) HERRINGS. 


The total catch of herrings in 1910 was, in point both of quantity 
(5,687,226 ewts.) and of value (£1,594,308), the third highest on 
record. It fell short of the record catch of 1907 by 566,000 ewts., 
and of the second highest catch (that of 1908) by only 3000 ewts., 
while as regards value it was exceeded by the figures for 1907 and 
1906, which were, respectively, £1,796,000 and £1,649,000. As 
compared with the preceding year’s figures, there was an increase in 
quantity of 1,146,000 ewts., and in value of £24,600, the relatively 
slight increase in value being explained by the fact that in 1909 
prices maintained an exceptionally high level throughout the season. 
The increase in quantity was almost wholly attributable to the early 
summer fishing, the yield of which was nearly doubled, whereas that 
of the winter fishing remained practically stationary, while that of the 
great summer fishing fell off to the extent of 91,000 cwts., or over 3 
per cent., from the comparatively small catch of the previous year. 
Prices fluctuated considerably in the course of the season, being low 
at the beginning, when the greater proportion of the fish landed were 
immature, and high towards its close, when the fishing showed signs 
of closing somewhat prematurely, but the average price per ewt. for 
the entire catch (5s. 7d.) approximated to the normal level. Of the 
total landings, the East Coast contributed 53 per cent., Orkney and 
Shetland 35 per cent., and the West Coast the remainder, while in 
respect of value the corresponding percentages were 51, 36, and 13. 
Of individual contributors, Shetland district, with a catch of 1,600,000 
ewts., easily took first place, the next in order being Peterhead and 
Fraserburgh, each with about half of that quantity. Other prominent 
contributors on the East Coast were Wick and Aberdeen, while, on 


Note.— Pelagic fish are surface-feeding fish, such as herrings sprats, and mackerel. 
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the West Coast, Stornoway, Barra, and Lochcarron and Skye districts 
together accounted for nearly 63 per cent. of the landings. 

One of the most striking features of the Scottish herring fishing 
industry during recent years has been the increasingly rapid adoption 
of auxiliary motor power by sailing boats, and in accordance with this 
development the particulars of the herring catch are this year for the 
first time shown under the three headings of steam, motor, and sail. 
The percentages of the total catch contributed by each type of vessel 
during the year under review were, respectively, 56, 4, and 40. It 
might not unnaturally have been expected that the introduction of 
the motor boat would to some extent have arrested the transition, so 
marked in recent years, from sail to steam, but the statistics do not 
bear this out, and it is apparent that the increase in the fleet of 
motor-propelled boats has been entirely at the expense of the sailing 
boats. The extent to which the latter are being superseded by the 
more efficient mechanically-propelled vessels may be gauged from the 
fact that so recently as 1906 sailing vessels landed 69 per cent. of the 
total catch, while in 1910 their contribution had fallen to 40 per 
cent.; and, however much it may be regretted, there can be little 
doubt that the sailing boat, pure and simple, is rapidly becoming 
obsolete in so far as herring fishing is concerned. 

Trawling for herrings off Barra Head, which has been engaged in 
annually since 1906, when the possibilities of this method of capture 
were first realised, was again tried, but the enterprise unfortunately 
proved a complete failure. The absence of herrings was attributed, 
rightly or wrongly, to the pollution of the fishing grounds last season 
by saithe thrown overboard from trawlers after the livers had been 
extracted. 

Generally, the results of the herring fishings of 1910 were satisfac- 
tery to fishermen and shore workers, but it is to be feared that in 
many instances curers were not so fortunate, the prices realised for 
the cured article not having recouped them for their heavy initial 
outlay for the fresh fish. 


Great Summer Herring Fishing. 


For statistical purposes the great summer herring fishing covers the 
period 1st July to 31st December, but, as has been indicated in 
previous reports, the tendency has been, in recent years, to commence 
the fishing at an earlier date each season. Last year this tendency 
was still more pronounced than heretofore—so much so, indeed, that 
operations were in full swing early in May, with the result that the 
quantity landed by the 30th June was almost equal to that landed 
during the remainder of the year. 

With regard to the actual statistics, the total catch for the official 
period was 2,874,069 cwts., valued at £939,849, as compared with 
2,965,127 cwts. and £1,162,116 in the preceding year. The falling off 
in the catch was entirely attributable to the failure of the fishing in 
August, the month in which, in former years, the heaviest fishings 
were wont to be landed; and although there was a recrudescence of 
activity during September, by that time the greater part of the fishing 
fleet had gone to the East Anglian fishing. The failure of the fishing 
in August was probably due not so much to any lack of herrings on 
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the fishing grounds, as witness the good catches obtained in September, 
as to the unfavourable conditions under which operations were carried 
on. During practically the whole of August the weather was calm 
and dull, with, over many areas, fog—conditions under which the fish 
will not rise to the nets, so that boats were frequently at sea for 
several nights in succession without securing a single fish. The great 
distance at which, in many instances, the shoals were found offshore 
was also inimical to the success of the tishing, even steam drifters not 
being able to make more than two or three trips weekly. The falling 
off in the catch was entirely referable to Shetland district, where the 
landings fell from 886,000 cwts. to 636,000 cwts., but this deficit was 
largely counterbalanced by an increase of 100,000 ewts. in Orkney, 
46,000 ewts. on the West Coast, and 12,000 ewts. on the East Coast. 
The increased landings on the West Coast were in a large measure 
referable to Lochcarron and Skye district, with a total of 82,621 cwts., 
as against 17,273 cwts. in 1909. ‘This quantity was practically all 
secured during October and November in Loch Snizort, where herrings 
have not been known to appear for many years. Another instance of 
the erratic movements of the herring is furnished by Barra district, 
where, for the first time in the history of the district, a regular fishing, 
in which about 100 Hast Coast steam drifters participated, was carried 
on from the middle of July until September. Towards the total 
catch the East Coast contributed 59 per cent., Orkney and Shetland 
29 per cent., and the West Coast 12 per cent., the corresponding 
percentages for 1909 being 57, 33, and 10. 

The decrease in value was wholly referable to the East Coast and 
Orkney and Shetland, the average price per cwt. for these sections 
having fallen from 8s. (which is, however, an exceptional price) in 
1909 to 6s. 6d. during 1910. The latter price is, nevertheless, 
distinctly above the average, and would, moreover, have been higher 
still if the quality of the fish landed during August had been up to 
the usual standard. As it was, a large proportion of the landings 
during that month consisted of “spents” and “ matties,” and in this 
connection it is worthy of remark that, since the introduction of the 
float-net system of fishing, the quantity of herrings landed containing 
milt or roe is said to have decreased, the reason ascribed being that in 
calm weather herrings which are approaching the spawning period do 
not rise to the surface, so that at such times only spent or immature 
herrings are caught by the method referred to. Be this as it may, it 
is undoubtedly the case that fishermen have frequently reported that 
Dutch vessels, using nets with long buoy ropes, have hauled heavy 
catches of herrings of prime quality, when the home vessels alongside 
of them were obtaining only a few crans of poor quality. 

The percentages of the total value attributable to the three sections 
of the coast are 56, 32, and 12 respectively. 


Early Summer Fishing. 


As was pointed out in last year’s Report, this fishing was formerly 
practically confined to the West Coast and the west side of Shetland, 
and the distinction between it and the great summer fishing was quite 
a natural one. Only a few years ago the only places at which, 
according to all accepted canons, fishing operations might legitimately 
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be carried on during May were Stornoway and Barra and the west 
side of Orkney and Shetland, and it would have been accounted utter 
folly to have fished East Coast waters for herrings in that month. 
Within recent years, however, operations have been begun on the Kast 
Coast while the West Coast fishing was still in progress, and this 
movement came to a climax last year, when every tradition regarding 
the early summer fishing was broken. Thus the season at Stornoway 
was a pronounced failure, the total catch amounting to only 15,400 
crans—a quantity which formerly would have been accounted little 
more than a fair day’s fishing—while at Castlebay matters were only 
slightly better. On the other hand, no less than 170,130 crans had 
been landed in Shetland and on the Hast Coast by the close of May. 
This movement has naturally made a striking difference in the 
proportionate landings on the three sections of the coast, and in view 
of the still greater divergence which occurred in 1910, the table 
illustrative of the change which was included in last year’s report is 
here repeated :—

In other words, the proportion of the total catch contributed by the 
East Coast has, in nine years, risen from 9 per cent. to 50 per cent., 
while that of the West Coast has fallen from 37 per cent. to 8 per cent. 

As the development of the early fishing on the Hast Coast 
synchronises broadly with the rise of the steam fishing fleet, the 
explanation of the movement is probably to be found in the annually 
increasing extent to which steam drifters are being employed. 
Fishermen, realising that they cannot afford to have the amount. of 
capital which is represented by a modern steam drifter lying idle for 
any length of time, decline to be bound by convention, and fish for 
herrings where and when they consider fish are likely to be caught 
and a market obtained for them. Last year, however, an additional 
influence was at work, as, owing to the enterprise of the Jewish 
herring merchants, new markets were discovered on the Continent 
where there was a demand for the young and immature fish which 
are landed early in the season, with the result that foreign buyers 
had arrived and were encouraging curers to cure for the Russian 
markets from four to six weeks earlier than in any previous year. 

Whether such an early commencement of the fishing is in the best 
interests of the trade is a vexed question, and among those best 


qualified to judge much conflict of opinion exists on the point. 
b 
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The total herring catch amounted to 2,544,807 cwts., valued at 
£572,855, as compared with 1,314,123 cwts. and £343,368 in the 
preceding year, and, as already indicated, the increase was confined 
to the Hast Coast and Orkney and Shetland, every district from 
Kyemouth to Shetland inclusive showing an advance, in some 
instances of from 200 to 250 per cent., and even 500 per cent., 
upon the preceding year’s figures. On the West Coast the only 
increase of note occurred in Inveraray district, where the catch 
rose from 1700 cwts. to 16,500 cwts. The inferior quality of the 
herrings landed on the Hast Coast and in Orkney and Shetland 
during the eariy fishing, as compared with those caught later in the 
season, is reflected in the prices obtained, the average price per cwt. 
of the combined catches being 4s. 6d., as against 6s. 6d. in the case 
of the fish landed after 30th June. 


Winter Herring Fishing. 


The total product of the winter herring fishing, which covers the 
first quarter of the year, was 268,350 cwts., which realised £81,604, 
these figures representing increases of 6303 ewts. and £17,345 upon 
the figures for 1909. The Firth of Forth, Wick, and Stornoway are 
the chief centres of this fishing, but only in the first-named locality 
was any improvement manifested, the other districts mentioned 
showing decreases—in the case of Stornoway to the extent of 35 per 
cent., for which unfavourable weather was chiefly responsible; and 
that the gross total should show an increase in these circumstances 
was due to the facts that for the first time in its history a winter 
herring fishing was prosecuted from Mallaig, and that the catch for 
Shetland district was a record one. The quantity landed at Mallaig 
was 22,500 cwts., a8 against 4300 ewts. in 1909, and some of the 
steamers engaged made quite remarkable earnings during the time 
they were employed. In the case of Shetland, where 20,300 cwts. 
were landed, it is doubtful whether, prior to 1909, the winter catch 
ever exceeded 1000 ewts. In Lochbroom district the fishing was a 
complete failure, but fortunately this was to a large extent counter- 
balanced by the increased success attained in Lochearron and Skye. 
The increase in value was referable to the East Coast, West Coast, and 
Orkney and Shetland, in the ratio of, roughly, 4:3: 2. 


(b) SPRATS, SPARLINGS, AND MACKEREL. 


Sprat fishing in Scotland is confined to the Firths of Forth and 
Tay and the Inverness and Beauly Firths. During the year under 
review the fishing in the Firth of Forth was a failure, with the result 
that, notwithstanding considerable increases in the other localities 
mentioned, the total catch amounted to only 9675 cwts., as compared 
with 19,379 cwts, in 1909. Fortunately for the fishermen engaged, 
the shortage in the supplies so greatly enhanced prices that the total 
value (£2894) fell short of that for the preceding year by only £108. 
In recent years Scottish sprats have been in keen demand by Nor- 
wegian and Swedish buyers, by whom they are exported to be put up 
as sardines, but last year, owing to the failure of the fishing in the 
Firth of Forth, these buyers were compelled to turn for their supplies 
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to Brightlingsea, where, it is understood, sprats were landed in unusual 
abundance. 

Sparlings are obtained principally in the Firths of Forth and Tay. 
The total quantity landed in 1910 was 525 ewts., valued at £881, as 
against 414 ewts. and £1125 in the previous year. 

The total quantity of mackerel landed in Scotland during 1910 was 
43,831 cwts., an advance of 12,464 cwts. upon the figures for the 
preceding year, and, in view of the efforts which have been made in 
recent years to develop this fishing on the West Coast, it is gratifying 
to observe that about 75 per cent. of this increase is referable to 
West Coast districts. The difficulties which lie in the way of the 
successful establishment of the mackerel fishery are considerable— 
chief among them being the erratic movements of the mackerel-——and 
the subject is discussed at some length by the General Inspector in 
his annual report (p. 186 ¢.v.). The remainder of the increase was 
largely referable to Shetland district, whose catch of 6277 cwts. 
represents an increase upon the preceding year’s figures of over 100 
per cent. The total value of the year’s catch was £10,965, as against 
£9426 in 1909. 


III. DEMERSAL FISH, TAKEN BY TRAWL, LINES, AND NETS. 


The total quantity of demersal fish landed in Scotland in 1910 was 
the greatest ever recorded, amounting as it did to 2,968,598 cwts., 
valued at £1,491,339, an increase of 137,892 ewts. and £185,564 upon 
the figures for the preceding year. Of this total, 2,102,031 cwts., 
valued at £1,102,976, were taken by trawls; 751,297 cwts., valued at 
£349,578, by lines; and 115,270 cwts., valued at £38,785, by nets; 
the corresponding figures for 1909 being 2,020,209 ewts., valued at 
£953,259, by trawls; 734,776 cwts., valued at £325,974, by lines; and 
79,721 cwts., valued at £26,542, by nets. The increase, both in 
quantity and value, was thus referable to all three methods of fishing, 
the percentages of the increase in quantity attributable to trawls, 
lines, and nets being respectively 59, 12, and 29; and of the value, 
Ol toa. and 0. 

The improvement was due principally to the exceptionally healthy 
tone of the market at Aberdeen, where, for the first time in a number 
of years, no vessels were laid up during summer in consequence of bad 
markets, the demand having been fully equal to the supply throughout 
the year. The significance of this will be more fully realised when it 
is stated that in 1909 forty vessels were laid up during the summer 
for over four weeks. 

It should also be remarked that the landings by foreign vessels at 
Aberdeen have since 1st October 1910 been excluded from the statistics. 
These landings amounted to 19,853 cwts., and to that extent the total 
catch suffers by comparison with those of former years. It is there- 
fore the more remarkable that, notwithstanding this deduction, the 
figures for 1910 should constitute a record. 


(a) ROUND FISH. 


The total quantity of round fish landed in 1910 was 2,610,113 ewts., 
valued at £1,147,637, the quantity being over 114,000 ewts. in excess 
of the preceding year’s total, and the value £163,527 greater. Both 


Note.—Demersal fish are those which live and feed near the bottom. 
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quantity and value are the highest on record for this class of fish. As 
regards quantity, the greatest relative increase occurred in net-caught 
fish, owing principally to the rapid development of cod-net fishing. 
The quantity taken by line also shows an advance of about 5000 ewts. 
upon the figures for 1909, so that the continuous decline which has 
been going on in line fishing was last year temporarily arrested. This 
was due to the highly satisfactory results achieved by the Aberdeen 
fleet of steam-liners. The quantities taken by trawl, line, and net 
respectively during the three years 1908-10 were as follow :—

Of the increase in value, trawling accounted for nearly 86 per cent. 

The increase in the total landings extended to every species of 
round fish, with the important exception of haddocks, the returns 
of which show a serious falling off. 


Haddocks. 


Among round fish, haddocks have hitherto been the most important 
contributor to the food supply, but in 1910, for the first time in the 
annals of the fishing industry, the supplies of this fish fell below 
those of cod, the total catch, which amounted to 922,639 ecwts., 
showing, alone among round fish, a decrease as compared with the 
preceding year’s returns of nearly 100,000 ewts. For this falling off 
the Aberdeen trawl returns were wholly responsible, the landings by 
trawlers at that port having fallen to the extent of 139,412 cwts., or 
over 19 per cent. The Leith trawl returns, on the contrary, show an 
increase, in round numbers, of 39,000 ewts., or 30 per cent., upon the 
preceding year’s total. The falling off at Aberdeen was due to the 
scarcity of haddocks on the distant north-western grounds, where, for 
the last 15 years, the principal supplies of prime fish have been 
secured. ‘The increase in the Leith returns was mainly due to the 
unusual abundance of small haddocks on the nearer North Sea grounds. 
The large proportion of very small haddocks in the trawl! landings was 
also a marked feature at Aberdeen during the autumn months, and 
large quantities were at that time purchased by manure factories at 
from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 9d. per cwt. for manufacture into fish food for 
cattle. The scarcity referred to on the north-western grounds, 
combined with the prevalence of immature fish, is considered by many 
to be due to overtrawling, and the situation is regarded in trawling 
circles with some concern. On the other hand, an opinion, born of 
past experience, is current among trawl fishermen that heavy shoals 
of small haddocks make their appearance at intervals of from five to 
seven years, and the glut of small fish in 1910 was ascribed to this 
cause. The total trawl catch amounted to 795,644 cwts., or 86 per cent. 
of the total. Line fishing held its ground during the year, the total 
catch of 126,995 ewts. being an increase of 1589 cwts. upon the figures 
for 1909. The increase was entirely referable to the Hast Coast, the 
catches on the West Coast and in Orkney and Shetland both showing 
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decreases—in the case of the latter to the extent of 10,412 cwts., or 
25 per cent., for which the exceptionally stormy weather encountered 
during the autumn months was largely responsible. The landings by 
line fishermen on the East Coast increased from 65,000 cwts. to 80,000 
ewts., and the improvement, in keeping with the unusual abundance 
of haddocks in the North Sea, was general along the entire seaboard. 

But if the decrease in quantity was disquieting from the point of 
view of the food supply, fishermen themselves had no cause for 
despondency, inasmuch that, notwithstanding the decline in the catch, 
the total value (£528,660) was greater than that of 1909 by £35,741. 
This increase was due solely to the enhanced prices realised for 
trawled haddocks, the average price per cwt. for which was Ils. 7d., 
or 2s. ld. greater than in 1909, whereas prices for lne-caught fish 
showed, generally, a slight decline, the average per cwt. being 10s. 8d., 
as against 11s. in the preceding year. 


Cod.

As indicated above, the cod-fishing of 1910 was noteworthy in that 
the total catch for the first time exceeded that of haddocks, and at 
this landmark in its history, therefore, it may be of interest to trace 
its development alongside that of the haddock fishing. The following 
table, which gives at intervals of five years the catch of cod and 
haddocks, according to the method of capture, since 1895, shows the 
remarkable progress which has been made :—

An examination of this table reveals some striking results. The 
catch of haddocks has declined, it will be seen, by 8 per cent., whereas 
that of cod has increased by no less than 115 per cent. While, too, 
the catch by trawl has in each instance greatly increased, the rate of 
progress has been much more rapid in the case of cod than of haddocks. 
The catch of the latter species by that method has more than doubled, 
certainly, but the quantity of cod taken by trawl has increased eight- 
fold, since 1895. Moreover, it will be observed that the increase in 
trawled haddocks is more than counterbalanced by the decrease in 
line-caught haddocks, whereas in the case of cod an wbsolute increase 
in the catch has occurred. As a matter of fact, the table shows that 
since 1900 the quantity of cod taken by line has remained practically 
stationary (the difference between the figures for 1905 and 1910 
represents the increase attributable to cod-net fishing), and that, since 
1895, the catch by methods other than trawling has declined by only 
20 per cent., as against 81 per cent. in the case of haddocks. 

The more rapid expansion of the catch of trawled cod, as compared 
with haddocks, is probably due to the fact that in the deeper waters on 
the West Coast and in the Atlantic which trawlers have year by year 
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been opening up, cod are plentiful, and haddocks comparatively scarce. 
The increase in the total catch of cod as compared with the stationary 
condition in the case of haddocks admits, however, of a further 
explanation. Haddocks are caught chiefly by small-lines, and cod by 
great-lines, and while small-liners have been unable successfully to 
compete with trawlers, great-line fishing is still an effective method of 
capturing cod, so that the great-liners have held their ground fairly 
well against trawling. The result is, therefore, that haddock fishing 
has passed very largely from the hands of the line-fishermen into 
those of the trawlers, so that the increase in the trawling fleet has 
been discounted to a considerable extent by the decrease in the 
number of small-lines used. In the case of cod, on the other hand, 
trawling has not so much superseded as supplemented line-fishing, the 
result being that the total catching-power has increased with the 
growth of the trawling fleet, and is now greater than is employed in 
haddock fishing. 

As compared with the figures for 1909, the catch of 980,228 cwts. 
shows an increase of 98,205 ewts., which was mainly referable to trawl- 
ing, the Aberdeen fleet having landed over 104,000 ewts. more than 
in the preceding year. There was a further increase in the quantity 
taken by nets, and as illustrating the rapid development of cod-net 
fishing, the following table showing the catches by this method since 
its introduction on the East Coast is interesting :—

On the East Coast cod-net fishing is carried on chiefly in the 
Moray Firth during the spring months, when the fish congregate 
there in order to spawn. When in that condition the fish do not 
readily take bait, and consequently few are taken by lines, so that the 
net is peculiarly suited for the capture of gravidcod. The line-fishing 
returns show a sudden drop from the previous year’s figures of 
37,646 ewts., or 15 per cent., which was very largely referable to the 
fact that no vessels from Shetland, and very few from Orkney, prose- 
cuted cod-fishing at Faroe and Iceland during 1910. 

The total value of the catch was £409,456, or £71,889 more than in 
1910, which was accounted for by an increase of £67,395 in the value 
of the trawled catch, and of £12,375 in the value of the catch by nets, 
offset by a decrease of £7881 in the sum realised for line-caught fish. 


Ling. 


The total catch of ling in 1910 was 226,961 cwts., valued at £71,069, 
as compared with 190,872 ewts. and £50,401 in 1909. Ling is one of 
the few species of round fish still caught principally by line, and during 
the year under review line-fishing more than maintained its superiority, 
as, while the trawl catch remained practically stationary (73,880 cwts., 
as against 72,954 ewts.), the line catch increased by 35,143 ewts., or 30 
per cent. For this increase the Aberdeen steam liners, with an increase 
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upon their catch in 1909 of 31,000 ewts., were mainly responsible (and 
this notwithstanding that they made 79 fewer landings), while the 
remainder of the increase fell to be credited to the sailing liners fishing 
from Stoffioway. Of the increase in value, £17,905, or 87 per cent., 
was referable to line fishing. 


Whitings. 


The great bulk of the whitings landed in Scotland is now taken by 
trawlers, and the disparity between the catches by trawl and line, 
which has been increasing annually since the introduction of the 
modern method, was last year still more accentuated than formerly, 
the quantity taken by trawl (137,242 ewts.) being more than ten times 
as great as that taken by lines. The total catch amounted to 150,899 
ewts., valued at £65,523, as against 127,806 cwts. and £48,951 in 1909. 
Of the increase in quantity, trawling accounted for all but 899 cwts., 
while the whole of the increase in value was referable to that method 
of fishing; line-caught fish, notwithstanding the slight increase in 
quantity, having realised £432 less than in 1909. 


Saithe, Vorsk, and Conger Eels. 


The total quantity of saithe landed in 1910 was 211,289 cwts., 
valued at £52,406, these figures representing an increase of 43,796 
cwts. in quantity and £8402 in value upon the returns for the preceding 
year. Of the quantity, 139,860 cwts. is referable to trawls, 49,757 
cwts. to lines, and 21,692 cwts. to nets, the corresponding totals for 
1909 being 101,547 cwts., 48,170 cwts., and 17,776 cwts. lor the in- 
crease in trawled fish, Aberdeen, with an advance upon last year’s 
returns of nearly 45,000 cwts., was wholly responsible, the landings at 
Glasgow, which in 1909 amounted to 6951 ewts., having dwindled to 
154 ewts. during the year under review. The ‘improvement in the 
line catch was due to an increase of about 4300 cwts. in Shetland 
district and on the West Coast of 1800 ewts., offset by a decline 
in the East Coast catch of 4500 ewts. As was the case in the pre- 
ceding year, considerably more than half of the quantity taken by nets 
was landed in Orkney district, dense shoals of young saithe having 
again found their way into Stromness and Kirkwall harbours during 
November and December. In all, nearly 14,000 cwts. were landed, 
and a novel departure was the despatch of 240 tons of these fish to 
Aberdeen, where they were utilised in the manufacture of fish meal. 
The remainder was disposed of locally as manure. The increase in 
value was wholly referable to trawled fish, the amounts realised for 
the catches by line and net, notwithstanding the augmented landings 
in each case, having been less than in the preceding year. 

Of torsk, 18,180 cwts., valued at £5493, were landed during 1910, 
as compared with 16,611 cwts. and £3928 in the previous year. This 
species is landed principally by steam liners, and practically the whole 
of the increase fell to be credited to the Aberdeen fleet. 

Conger eels are taken chiefly on the West Coast, Mallaig and Stor- 
noway being the principal ports of landing, and during 1910 steam 
and sailing liners divided the catch and value almost equally between 
them. The total quantity landed was 26,516 cwts., valued at £10,901, 
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these figures representing increases of 6 per cent. and 23 per cent. 
respectively upon the totals for the preceding year, and the much 
greater increase in value relatively to the catch would imply, that the 
demand for these fish was much better in 1910 than in 1909. 


Gurnards, Cat-fish, Monks (Anglers), and Hake. 


_ Gurnards, catfish, and monks are still of comparatively little im- 
portance as contributors to the food supply, although during the year 
under review they: were in better demand than usual. The aggregate 
catch of the three species (landed almost wholly at Aberdeen by 
trawlers) in 1910 amounted to 58,177 cwts., valued at £12,549, as 
compared with 50,810 cwts. and £9521 in 1909. Hake (which is also 
landed almost wholly by trawlers at Aberdeen) is held in more esteem, 
and the quantity landed in 1910 (15,224 ewts., as against 13,372 ewts. 
in 1909) realised £11,580, or £3652 more than in the preceding year. 


(b) FLAT FISH. 


The quantity of flat-fish landed varied little from that of the pre- 
vious year, the total catch, which amounted to 210,784 cwts., being 
only 750 cwts. less than the return for 1909, which, it may be re- 
marked, was the highest ever recorded. As regards value, however, 
high-water mark was reached, the total sum realised for flat-fish 
amounting to £310,475, or £16,890 more than in the preceding year. 
Liners were not quite so successful as in 1909, the catch by this method 
showing a falling-off of 1721 ewts., or 2°6 per cent., whereas trawlers 
improved upon their catch of the preceding year to the extent of 971 
cwts., or ‘7 per cent. The increase in value was fairly evenly divided 
between liners and trawlers, but liners were able to point to the fact 
that their catches had, relatively to the prices realised in 1909, in- 
creased in value considerably more than those of the trawlers, the 
amount realised for the former showing, in spite of the decline in the 
catch, an increase of £9026, whereas trawlers, with a slightly greater 
catch than in 1909, earned only £7864 more than in the preceding year. 
As a matter of fact, the average price per cwt. of line-caught flat-fish 
increased from 25s. 11d. to 29s. 4d., whereas the average for trawled 
fish (29s. 6d.) was only Lld. more than in 1909. The high average 
price of line-caught fish was quite exceptional, being, in fact, fully 3s. 
above the normal figure, and was due entirely to the greatly improved 
prices realised for the halibut brought in by the steam liners belonging 
to Aberdeen. ‘The greater value of trawled fish thus indicated is ex- 
plained by the fact that trawlers capture a much greater proportion of 
the more valuable classes of flat-fish (such as turbot and soles) than do 
liners. Towards the total catch and value trawlers contributed 69-2 
per cent. and 69°35 per cent. respectively, as compared with 68°5 per 
cent. and 70°7 per cent. in the preceding year. 


Plaice. 


Among flat-fish plaiee are the chief contributors to the food supply, 
and in 1910 the total quantity landed amounted to 51,295 cwts., 
valued at £71,072, these results showing a decline from those of the

previous year of 7682 cwts. and £2643. They are taken by all the 
methods of capture commonly employed, but by far the largest pro- 
portion of the catch is secured by trawlers. During the year under 
review, however, these vessels were much less successful than in 1909, 
their contribution having fallen from 45,275 cwts. to 57,728 cwts., 
with a corresponding decrease in value of £2493. ‘This decline, 
amounting, as it does, to 17 per cent., is sufficiently serious, but it is 
difficult to assign any reason for it beyond the obvious one that plaice 
are becoming scarcer on the regular trawling grounds. The catch by 
line (9908 cwts., valued at £8594) also exhibits a slight decrease of 
571 ewts., which is, however, neutralised by an increase in the quantity 
taken by net (8659 cwts., valued at £3856, as against 3223 cwts. and 
£3546 in 1909). The trawl catch constituted 73 per cent. of the 
total, and was divided between the vessels working from Aberdeen 
and Leith in, roughly, the ratio of 2: 1. 


Halibut. 


From the point of view of quantity, plaice are followed in import- 
ance by halibut, and during 1910 the total quantity marketed was 
49,620 ewts., as against 49,319 ewts. in 1909. Halibut fishing is still 
largely in the hands of the line fishermen, principally because these 
fish are, as a rule, most plentiful on ground unsuited to trawling; but 
during the year under review the trawl catch made a further encroach- 
ment upon the line-fishing returns, the quantity referable to each 
method of capture being 12,026 ewts. and 37,594 cwts. respectively, 
as against 10,834 cwts. and 38,485 cwts.in 1909. As the great bulk 
of the catch is landed by the steam liners and trawlers working from 
Aberdeen, the explanation of this probably lies in the fact that 
trawlers made 188 more arrivals during 1910 than in 1909, while the 
arrivals of steam liners, on the contrary, numbered 79 less. From the 
financial point of view, halibut fishing in 1910 was eminently success- 
ful, the total value of £96,388 representing an increase of £12,368 
upon the figures for the preceding year; and as line fishermen, not- 
withstanding their slightly diminished catch, appropriated 77 per 
cent. of this increase, they had every reason to congratulate them- 
selves on the success of the year’s operations. 


Lemon Noles. 


Lemon soles are landed almost wholly by trawlers, and in 1910 
Aberdeen, Leith, and Dundee, in the ratio of 12:4:1, accounted for 
practically the entire catch of 44,256 ewts., which showed an increase 
of 3101 cwts. upon the 1909 returns. The total sum realised was 
£80,393, or £5766 in excess of the total for the preceding year. 


Flounders. 


Like halibut, flounders are still chiefly caught by line, and during 
1910 59 per cent. of the total catch of 12,988 ewts. was obtained by 
that method. An appreciable quantity, however, is also secured by 
means of nets, and the combined catch by line and net accounted for 
76 per cent. of the total. On the other hand, trawled flounders 
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realise prices considerably in excess of those obtained for the fish 
taken by line and net, owing to the fact that the former are landed at 
ports where better facilities are afforded for the speedy dispatch of 
the fish to market, and thus it happens that of the total value (£9066) 
not more than 62 per cent. fell to the share of the line and net fisher- 
men. Curiously enough, no flounders were landed at Aberdeen, which 
figures so prominently where other fish are concerned, and the best 
results were obtained by the sailing liners working from Stornoway 
and off the stretch of coast from Findhorn to Wick and by nets in the 
Firth of Forth. Comparing the results with those of last year, it 
appears that there was a slight decline in the catch of 730 ewts. and 
in value of £305, referable principally to trawled fish. 


Megrims and Witches. 


Megrims in 1910 were landed wholly by trawlers at Aberdeen 
(where eight-ninths of the catch was marketed), Granton, and Dundee. 
The total catch amounted to 17,961 cwts., valued at £13,564, these 
figures representing increases of 61 per cent. and 52 per cent. respec- 
tively upon the returns for 1909. Witches also are obtained only by 
trawlers, and, like megrims, are landed almost wholly at Aberdeen. 
The total catch and value during the year under review was 15,714 
cwts. and £16,689, being a decrease in quantity of 1157 cwts., but an 
increase in value of £718, as compared with the returns for 1909. 


Dabs and Brill. 


The total catch of dabs amounted to 13,670 cwts., valued at £4861, 
these figures showing little variation from those of 1909. Roughly 
speaking, trawlers land three times as many dabs as liners, but the 
line-caught dabs, which are taken chiefly on the East Coast from 
Peterhead southwards, realised the better prices, owing to the fact that 
in the markets which are supplied from the trawling ports dabs are 
held in little esteem. Brill have never been plentiful in Scottish 
waters, and last year they were scarcer than ever, the total landings 
amounting to only 293 ewts., valued at £761, as compared with 700 
cwts. and £1620 in the preceding year. 


Turbot. 


Turbot are landed almost entirely by trawlers, and the bulk of the 
trawl catch (which amounted to over 96 per cent. of the whole) was 
divided, in the ratio of 7:6, between. Leith and Aberdeen. The total 
landings amounted to 4987 cwts., valued at £17,681, as against 6346 
ewts. and £20,740 in 1906, the major part of the deficit, both in 
quantity and value, being referable to Aberdeen. This comparatively 
scarce and highly-esteemed fish realised, as usual, higher prices than 
were obtained for any other species, the average per cwt. being 
£3 10s. 11d., as compared with £1 18s. 10d. for halibut and £1 16s. 4d. 
for lemon soles. 
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(c) SKATES, SQUIDS, AND UNCLASSIFIED FISH. 


The quantity of skates and rays landed in 1910 was 158,015 cwts., 
valued at £31,302, liners (principally steam) accounting for 86,958 
cwts., valued at £20,402, of this total. A comparison with the pre- 
ceding year’s figures reveals the fact that skate were found in con- 
siderably greater abundance than in 1909, the catch in that year 
having been improved upon to the extent of 21,664 cwts., valued at 
£4818. Of this increase, liners contributed 13,175 cwts., valued at 
£5315. Aberdeen, Stornoway, and Fort-William were the districts 
which accounted for the great bulk of the catch secured by lines, 
while, as might be expected, the major part of the trawl landings is 
recorded under Aberdeen. 

The total quantity of squids landed was 865 ewts., which realised 
£451—a decrease of 284 cwts. in quantity, but an increase of £22 in 
value, as compared with the returns for 1909. These molluscs were 
captured entireiy by trawlers, and were utilised for bait. 

Unclassified fish consist chiefly of lythe and bream. In 1910 the 
total landings amounted to 8821 cwts., valued at £1444, these figures 
representing increases of 3129 cwts. and £271 respectively on the 
returns for 1909. Seventy-three per cent. of the catch and 64 per 
cent. of the value were referable to trawlers, the sailing liners working 
from Stornoway accounting for nearly the whole of the remainder. 

The following Table shows the catch and value of fish (exclusive of 
shell-fish) taken by the different methods of fishing since 1901, in- 
clusive : —

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(d) SHELL-FISH. 


The total value of shell-fish landed in Scotland in the year 1910 
was £69,760, or 3°6 per cent. less than in the preceding year. This is 
the lowest figure recorded since 1895, when the total value only 
reached £66,433. The decrease was confined to the eastern seaboard 
(the returns for the West Coast showing a slight increase), and was 
most pronounced in Orkney, which was responsible for about half of 
the shrinkage. The decline was general, the only species in which 
decreases in the catch did not occur being clams and those slumped 
together under “unclassified.” Towards the total value the East 
Coast contributed 35 per cent., Orkney and Shetland 10 per cent., and 
the West Coast 55 per cent., the corresponding percentages in 1909 
being 36, 11, and 53. The general decline was largely attributable to 
the stormy weather which prevailed during the winter and spring 
months. 


Lobsters. 


Of shell-fish used for food, lobsters are the most important—at 
least from the point of view of value. In 1910 the total quantity 
landed was 6977 hundreds, as compared with 7122 hundreds in the 
previous year, but notwithstanding this decrease, the value shows an 
advance of £938 upon the figures for 1909. The decrease in quantity 
was entirely referable to Orkney, while the increase in value was due 
to the enhanced prices realised on the West Coast. 


Crabs. 

Crab fishing was less successful than in 1909, the catch of 22,071 
hundreds representing a decrease from the previous year’s figures of 
4275 hundreds. Nor was the diminished catch compensated for, as 
in the case of lobsters, by an increase in the gross value, the gross sum 
realised (£13,831) being £1751 less than in the preceding year. Crabs, 
in contradistinction to lobsters, are taken principally on the Kast Coast, 
and it was there that the greatest falling-off occurred. 


Oysters. 


The most marked decrease in the shell-fish catch occurred in oysters, 
the total quantity of 8771 hundreds, landed in 1910, being equivalent 
to only 71 per cent. of the previous year’s total, while the value 
declined from £4414 to £3473. Ninety-six per cent. of the catch and 
value were taken from the Loch Ryan beds, the Loch Tarbert beds 
(where the output of 165 hundreds was the greatest since 1902), Firth 
of Forth beds, and Orkney beds contributing the remainder in the 
order given. 


Mussels. 
The total quantity of mussels gathered in 1910 was 98,817 cwts., 


valued at £4476, as against 109,529 ewts. and £4481 in the previous 
year. The greatest falling-off occurred in the output from the Clyde 
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mussel beds, although there was also a considerable decrease in the 
quantity taken from the Esk beds. The Findhorn district returns, on 
the other hand, showed a very marked increase, the landings having 
risen from 480 ewts. in 1909 to 5140 cwts in 1910. The diminishing 
output of these bivalves is largely explained by the lessened demand 
for bait connoted by the decline in line fishing. 


Clams. 


Practically the whole of the clams landed in Scotland are obtained 
from the Firth of Forth beds. In 1910 the total quantity landed was 
9947 cwts., valued at £1501, as compared with 7404 ewts. and £1143 
in the preceding year. 


Unclassified Shell-fish. 


Unclassified shell-fish consist chiefly of periwinkles, cockles, and 
shrimps. The total quantity landed amounted to 46,540 cwts., valued 
at £11,684, these figures representing an increase of 814 ewts., but a 
decrease of £831, as compared with the returns for 1909. 

The following table shows the quantity and value of the different 
kinds of shell-fish landed in Scotland since 1901, inclusive :—

GO 
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OPERATIONS oF SCoTrisH FISHERMEN AT HNGLISH AND IRISH 
HERRING FISHINGS. 


Participation in the herring fishings carried on off various parts of 
the coasts of England and Ireland has now become a regular item in 
the yearly routine of Scottish fishermen, and one, moreover, which is 
now relied upon to provide a considerable proportion of their annual 
income. During the year under review the number of Scottish boats 
which engaged in the English fishings was 1257, or two less than in 
the preceding year; but the Irish herring fishing did not attract so 
many crews as usual, only 200 boats being engaged, as compared 
with 346 in 1909, the falling-off, which was confined entirely to 
sailing boats, being due to its unpromising start, and to the unusually 
early date at which operations were commenced on the Kast Coast of 
Scotland. 

A Table showing the results of the English and Irish fishings for 
the last ten years, in so far as they affected Scottish fishermen, 
appears in the General Statement at the beginning of this Report, 
while the subjoined return gives detailed results for 1910.

The English season of 1910 was marked, in an accentuated degree, 
by the same features as characterised the season of 1909. Fishing 
operations were greatly curtailed by the stormy weather which pre- 
vailed throughout the entire season, with the result that the catch 
fell far short of expectations. This led to the keenest competition 
among the curers, who were anxious to fulfil contracts, or to employ 
the vast amount of curing material provided, and prices rose in 
consequence to an unusually high level. In these circumstances, 
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fishermen did fairly well, but to many curers the season was disastrous. 
The abnormal height to which prices rose will be better realised when 
it is stated that the catch, although less than that of 1909 by over 
285,000 ewts., realised within £11,400 of the value recorded for that 
year, and £2298 more than was realised in 1908, when the catch was 
greater by 550,906 cwts. The total catch for the season amounted to 
1,243,207 cwts., valued at £456,528, as compared with 1,528,628 
cwts. and £467,866 in the preceding year. Unfortunately, earnings 
were offset by exceptionally heavy losses of gear, as a perusal of the 
annual reports of Fishery Officers will show (Appendix L). 

The replacement of sail by mechanically-propelled vessels, which is 
now such a notable feature of the herring fishing industry, was still 
further exemplified during the season under review, when 706 
steamers, 51 motor boats, and 500 sailing vessels took part in the 
English herring fishing, as against 640 steam and 614 sail and motor 
vessels in 1909. The average earnings of the steamers amounted to 
£530; of the motor boats, £295; and of the sailing boats, £154. 
The earnings of the steamers were practically identical with those of 
last year (£529), but those of the sailing boats compare unfavourably 
with last year’s earnings, which amounted to £204, The latter figure 
was, it is true, somewhat inflated by the inclusion of the motor boat 
earnings, which could not be obtained separately; but although the 
decrease is to some extent attributable to this circumstance, the 
principal reason was the stormier weather experienced, which, of 
course, handicapped sailing boats to a much greater degree than 
steamers. 

The fleet which repaired to the Irish fishings consisted of 165 
steamers and 35 sail boats, as compared with 164 steamers and 182 
sailing vessels last year; and the total catch amounted to 153,819 
ewts., valued at £42,011, as against 122,278 cwts. and £36,036 in 
1909. It is evident from these figures that the success attained was 
considerably greater than in 1909, and this is confirmed by a com- 
parison of the average earnings, which amounted to £237 for steamers 
and £84 for sailing boats, as against £177 and £38 respectively in 
the preceding year. 

Scottish fishermen continue to show no lack of enterprise in the 
prosecution of their calling, and an instructive instance of the rewards 
which are to be gained by those with sufficient initiative to depart 
from the beaten track is cited in the annual report of the General 
Inspector of Sea Fisheries, wherein it is stated that at the close of 
the Yarmouth fishing in 1909 a Lossiemouth steam drifter operated 
off Padstow, and in a few weeks grossed over £1000. During the 
year under review this drifter, along with several others, repeated the 
experiment, and met with remarkable success, and it is not impossible 
that this departure may be the small beginning of what may 
ultimately develop into a great herring fishery off the south-west 
coast of England. 


THE WHITE-FISH FISHING INDUSTRY OF THE PORT 
OF ABERDEEN. 


The dominating position occupied by Aberdeen in the Scottish 
white-fish fishing industry led the Board to include in their Annual 
Report for the year 1902 a special account of the fisheries prosecuted 
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from that port. This account was repeated in the three following years, 
but they then came to the conclusion that the progress of the port 
might be more clearly demonstrated if the subject were dealt with at 
intervals of five years, instead of annually. As five years have 
elapsed since the last special account was given, the time has now 
arrived when the position of the Aberdeen fishing industry may again 
fittingly be considered. 

Aberdeen is par ewcellence the headquarters of the steam trawling 
industry, a fact which will be readily appreciated when it is stated 
that out of a total fleet of 320 steam trawlers working from Scottish 
ports, 217 fish from Aberdeen. The phenomenal progress which has 
been made since the introduction into the district of steam trawling 
and steam-line fishing as an organised industry 30 years ago is 
evidenced in the following table :—

The evidence furnished by the above table of the rapid development 
which has taken place, while sufficiently convincing in itself, is 
corroborated by certain other information which is available Thus, 
in 1893 (the first year in which detailed statistics are available), the 
total number of fishermen belonging to the port was 1405, of whom 
734 were employed on vessels propelled by sails or oars, 576 on 
trawlers (two years previously only 255 men were engaged on 
trawlers), and 95 in steam liners. In 1910 the number of men 
engaged on trawlers alone was 2127, thus greatly exceeding the total 
of all classes in 1893, and the men attached to other steam fishing 
vessels had increased to 639, the number of men on sailing boats alone 
having fallen to about one-third of the total for 1893. Aberdeen owes 
its position, too, in no small measure to the enlightened policy of the 
harbour authorities in consistently keeping pace with the requirements 
of the industry. The harbour has been continually deepened, and the 
berthing and docking accommodation and wharfage space increased. 
The fish market, also, has been regularly extended. Its construction 
was begun in 1887 ; its length was increased by 250 feet in 1890, and 
again by 250 feet in 1893; a further addition of 480 feet was made in 
1900, and it was again extended in 1903. In its present form it 
measures 673 yards long by about 16 yards broad, but the continuous 
growth of the industry has again rendered the existing accommodation 
inadequate, and a further extension of about 200 yards is now con- 
templated. Two pontoon docks have also been constructed, at a cost 
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of £20,000, for repairing and overhauling fishing vessels, and so great 
a boon have these proved that a third is in course of erection. There 
is also on foot at the present time a very large scheme of harbour 
improvement at Torry, which includes extension of quays and provision 
of new docks, and which, when completed, cannot fail to prove of the 
greatest benefit to all classes of fishing vessels working from the port. 

The harbour dues on fishing vessels are :—Trawlers, 6s. per arrival ; 
steam liners, 4s.; and small-line boats, 2s. per month, with a discount 
of 20 per cent. In addition, 2d. per cwt. is charged on all fish landed, 
half of which is claimed by the Town Council, to whom the fish 
market buildings belong. ‘The revenue from fish (exclusive of 
herrings) amounted in 1910 to £17,948, as compared with £11,816 in 
1902, but this does not represent the whole revenue attributable to 
the white-fish fishing industry, as there are many kinds of goods, such 
as coal, iron, timber, salt, &c., connected therewith, which cannot be 
separated from the general harbour account. If anything further 
were necessary to show the present-day importance of Aberdeen as a 
creat fishing centre, it would be found in the fact that in 1910 the 
quantity and value of white-fish landed was the highest in the history 
of the port, and that it contributed 65 per cent. of the total quantity, 
and 69 per cent. of the value, of the white-fish landed in Scotland. 

The development of the Aberdeen fishing industry cannot be 
summed up better than in the words of the Annual Report of 1902. 
In that report it was stated that “since trawling as an organised 
“industry was introduced, the history of Aberdeen has been one of 
“uninterrupted progress, and the success of the fisheries has been 
“reflected in the prosperity of the varied allied industries, and has, 
“indeed, acted beneficially upon all classes of the community. Aber- 
“deen has ever been prominent in the introduction of improved 
“methods of fishing, of improved construction and equipment of 
“fishing boats, and of improved facilities for the discharge, sale, and 
“distribution of the enormous and ever-increasing quantities of fish 
“landed; its history during these years has, in fact, been an epitome 
“of all that is enterprising and progressive in the fishing industry.” 

These words apply with even greater force to-day. Nor have the 
Board been slow to recognise the great importance and value of the 
statistics available at Aberdeen, for there has been instituted there 
the most elaborate and comprehensive scheme for the collection of 
fishery statistics that anywhere exists. 

Dealing now with the five years which have elapsed since the last 
account was published, it may at once be stated that the quantity and 
value of the white-fish landed has steadily increased throughout that 
period. The position can, however, best be exhibited in tabular form.

From an examination of the above table, it 1s at once apparent that 
the great bulk of the white-fish supply is brought in by trawlers, and, 
as a matter of fact, these vessels contributed, during the period 
embraced by the table, over 88 per cent. of the total quantity landed, 
as against 11 per cent. in the case of steam and sailing liners, and less 
than 1 per cent. in the case of small hners. The supply from the last- 
named source has declined during the period by 69 per cent., and at 
the present time is almost a negligible quantity. Serious misgivings 
have been entertained in recent years in fishing circles that the ever- 
increasing extent to which trawling is being carried on is gradually 
depleting the fish supply, but on the face of them the figures in the 
above table do not justify these apprehensions, for the increase in the 
supply of trawled fish (25 per cent.) is greater by 1 per cent. than the 
increase in the number of arrivals of trawlers, while the quantity 
landed by liners has, in spite of a decline of 23 per cent. in the 
number of arrivals, increased by nearly 50 per cent. It will also be 
seen that the average catch per trawler has remained fairly steady 
during the period, while that of liners has nearly doubled, the great 
increase in the latter case being explained by the fact that steam 
liners, which are able to go much further afield and employ a much 
greater length of lines, have continually been replacing sailing liners. 
Many factors have, however, to be taken into consideration before the 
question of whether the fishing grounds are being depleted or otherwise 
can be satisfactorily answered (¢.g., whether the fishing grounds are 
changing; whether fishing operations are increasing or decreasing in 
intensity ; whether the means of capture have improved in efficiency ; 
whether the proportion of small fish in the total catch is changing, &c.), 
and it is precisely in order that these questions may be answered that 
the statistics are now collected in such minute detail; but, important as 
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the problem is, it need not be enquired into here. Speaking generally, 
however, it may be stated that the tendency is to build larger and 
more powerful vessels, whereby more distant and fruitful grounds are 
brought within the range of trawling operations, while the introduction 
of the big-bosomed ground rope now permits of trawling being 
conducted on rougher ground than was the case some years ago. 

The average price per cwt. realised for trawled fish declined steadily 
from 1905 to 1908, since when it has increased, and it is gratifying to 
observe that in 1910 it had risen to 10s. 6d. per cwt., an increase of 
ls. 5d. per ewt. upon the average for 1908, when prices reached their 
lowest ebb. The depression during the period 1907-09 rendered the 
industry during those years very unprofitable—so much so, indeed, 
that many vessels had to be laid up during the summer months, and 
the forebodings of those who maintained that the trawling fleet was 
too large, and that its regular employment would result in a permanent 
condition of over-production, appeared to be well-grounded. Happily 
the year 1910 completely falsified these predictions. The quantity of 
white-fish landed from all sources in that year was the highest in the 
history of the port, but this notwithstanding, the supply was never in 
excess of the demand, with the result that the record catch was 
disposed of at remunerative prices. 

Except in 1905, liners realised from 7d. to 4s. 3d. per ewt. more for 
their catches during the period than did trawlers, a circumstance 
which is accounted for by the fact that the catches of the latter 
contain a larger proportion of inferior fish than do those of liners. 

The following statements illustrate the detailed character of the 
statistics compiled at Aberdeen, cod and codling being distinguished, 
as well as the various sizes of haddocks and plaice :—

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From the first of these two tables it will be seen that the catch of 
round fish by liners is on the average only about one-tenth that of 
the trawlers, and that the great bulk of the line catch consists of cod 
and ling. The catch of the latter species by line has increased in 
quite a remarkable fashion, the quantity so taken in 1910 being 
nearly twice as great as that taken in 1905. This is due largely to 
the replacement of sailing liners by steam liners, which are able to 
fish the more distant grounds on the Atlantic side, where ling are 
found in greater abundance than in the North Sea. The great bulk 
of the trawl catch consists of haddocks, but it will be observed that 
the proportion of haddocks in the total trawl catch, after rising from 
49 per cent. in 1905 to 51 per cent. in 1908, fell to 38 per cent. in 
1910. This inovement was largely due to the fluctuation in the catch 
of small haddocks. The great falling off in the supply of haddocks 
in 1910 was due principally to the unproductiveness of the north- 
western grounds, whence the chief supplies of prime haddocks have 
been brought during the last 15 years, although medium and small 
haddocks were also found scarce on the usual North Sea grounds. The 
bulk of the extra large, or “jumbo,” haddocks are brought from the 
Icelandic grounds. Line-caught haddocks consist almost entirely of 
medium-sized fish, but if the decline depicted in the return continues 
at the same rate, line-caught haddock will soon be scarce. It 
will be observed that, while the trawled catch of both cod and codling 
has increased, the increase has been much greater in the latter than 
in the former, a circumstance which might be held to prove that this 
species is being overfished. The figures relating to codling, however, 
have been swollen at the expense of those relating to cod, owing to 
the fact that since “ filleting ” was introduced, small cod, which at one 
time were sold as cod, are now boxed and sold as codling, as they 
bring higher prices for filleting purposes put up in that manner. 

In the second table the disparity between the line and trawl catch 
is not nearly so marked, and is, moreover, steadily decreasing, the 
proportion of line-caught fish in the total catch having risen from 18 
to 26 per cent. since 1905, but the landings by line would be insigni- 
ficant were it not for halibut, which constitute practically the whole 
of the catch. The increase in line-caught halibut is due to the same 
causes as have operated in the case of ling, and several steam-liners 
now fish solely for halibut on the Atlantic grounds all the year round. 
Lemon soles (taken entirely by trawlers) show a steady increase 
during the period, due to the greater attention which has been paid 
to the nearer grounds by short-voyage trawlers, and to the increased 
productivity of the grounds north of Orkney, where, however, a large 
proportion of the catch consists of small fish. Plaice, on the contrary, 
are gradually declining, and as the decrease is most marked in large 
plaice, while the quantity of small plaice taken has increased, there is 
some reason to fear that this fish is becoming scarcer. The increase 
observable in the supphes of trawled megrims and dabs is to some 
extent due to the fact that the smallest class of fish, which formerly 
were thrown back into the sea, are now landed and sold, while the 
decline in witches is attributed in trawling cireles to the impoverish- 
ment of the Fladden Bank, which, when first discovered, yielded these 
fish in great abundance. ‘Turbot, the most highly esteemed of all flat 
fish, show the serious falling off of 27 per cent. since 1905, for which 
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the failure of the St. Kilda grounds is mainly responsible, as the 
well-known turbot ground off Aberdeen is still giving fair results. 

For the purpose of scientific investigation (which is directed 
primarily to the solution of the problem of the effect of trawling on 
the fish supply), the areas of the grounds fished by the vessels working 
from Aberdeen are noted very minutely, but it may be sufficient for 
the present purpose to indicate the sources of supply under the three 
broad divisions—Home, Icelandic, and Faroese waters.

The above table shows that the supplies from both home and 
Icelandic waters have steadily increased. In Faroese waters, how- 
ever, the catch of round fish, although showing a distinct upward 
tendency since 1906, is still considerably below that for 1905, while 
the flat-fish catch (which consists chiefly of halibut and lemon soles) 
is marked by considerable fluctuations. The great increase in the 
supplies of round fish from Icelandic waters since 1905 is largely 
attributable to foreign trawlers, who evince a tendency to concentrate 
on the cod-fishing in these waters, and the sudden drop observable in 
the figures for 1909 was mainly due to the exceptionally bad weather 
experienced in that year on these far-distant grounds. ‘The falling off 
in the supply from Faroese waters was largely due to the scarcity of 
cod and codling in those waters in 1906, as a result of which fewer 
vessels have devoted their attention to this area since. Under home 
waters are included, in addition to the North Sea, the Minch, the 
Atlantic grounds, and the waters round the lonely islands of North 
Rona, Rockall, and St. Kilda, and the increase under this area has 
been largely due to a greater concentration of fishing activity on 
those grounds. 

In conclusion, it may be stated that, at its present rate of progress, 
Aberdeen bids fair to assume an even more prominent position in the 
fishing industry than it occupies at present, and he would be rash who 
would attempt to assign a definite limit to its ultimate development. 


FISH IMPORTED. 


From a return kindly furnished by H.M. Customs, it appears that 
the total quantity of fresh fish imported into Scotland in 1910 
(exclusive of shell-fish) was 258,435 ewts., valued at £79,388, as com- 
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pared with 157,898 cwts. and £38,285 in 1909. 12,552 ewts., valued 
at £4912, consisted of herrings, landed chiefly at Granton and 
Aberdeen, those which reached the former place coming from Norway 
and Sweden, while German trawlers accounted for the bulk of the 
Aberdeen imports. ‘The greater part of the remainder of the imports 
consisted of cod, codling, haddocks, and saithe landed at Aberdeen by 
German trawlers from Iceland and Faroe, and by Faroese cod smacks. 
The imports of shell-fish were valued at £2081, and consisted mainly 
of oysters intended for consumption. 

Of cured fish imported, the greater part consisted of sardines, of 
which 5521 cwts., valued at £16,285, were received during the year, 
chiefly through Glasgow and Leith. 


FISH USED FRESH. 


The quantity of fish (exclusive of shell-fish) sold for use in a fresh 
state in 1910 was 2,246,119 cwts., valued at £1,083,137, increases of 
183,792 cwts. and £115,700 respectively on the corresponding totals 
for 1909. Owing, however, to the gross total landings in 1910 having 
been greater than in the previous year, the percentage disposed of 
fresh fell from 28 to 26 per cent. 

Increases appeared in nearly all the chief classes, including herrings, 
100,990 cwts.; mackerel, 9706 cwts. ; cod, 42,489 ewts. ; ling, 13,630 
ewts.; whitings, 23,093 ewts.; and skate, 21,664 cwts. The chief 
decreases were in haddocks, 24,347 ewts., and plaice, 7682 cwts. The 
values were by no means proportionately more or less in the various 
species, the haddocks consumed fresh, for example, realising £17,036 
more than the greater quantity disposed of in the same manner in 
1909. 

An obvious feature of the portion of this Table (Appendix C) dealing 
with herrings is, as pointed out last year, that insignificant portions of 
the total landed on the East Coast and in Orkney and Shetland are 
sold fresh—the bulk of the herrings being, of course, cured for export 
—while on the West Coast nearly half are disposed of for immediate 
consumption. Loch Carron and Skye district, where the facilities for 
curing are now in abeyance, and where there was a good herring fishing 
in 1910, accounted for about a quarter of the total sent to the fresh 
fish markets on the West Coast during the year under review. 

As regards round fish, one of the most striking changes was a 
further decrease of 64,000 ewts. in the quantity of haddocks sold for 
consumption fresh at Aberdeen, this being due to the diminished 
supplies and consequent high prices. The difference was largely made 
up at Aberdeen by the increased quantities of cod and codlings, ling, 
and whitings, which were absorbed for immediate use. At Leith 
there was a notable increase in the landings of haddocks, and, since in 
this district there is comparatively little curing, the extra supplies 
were disposed of through fishmongers. 

The principal markets for fresh fish were indicated in the para- 
graphs under this head in the Board’s Report for 1908. 
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FISH CURED. 
I. HERRINGS. 


Fishcuring continues to occupy an important position among the 
subsidiary industries connected with fishing, and this notwithstanding 
the great improvement which has of recent years been effected in the 
matter of providing better carrying facilities between the fishing 
stations and the great industrial centres. Until the carrying facilities 
afforded become cheaper, however, the curing industry will continue to 
go on flourishing, as the principal factors in the case are cheap and 
efficient distribution. Although the herring fishing is prosecuted to a 
greater or lesser extent all through the year, it is usually concentrated 
on one particular stretch of coast at a particular season. Thus we 
have a winter fishing prosecuted only from Firth of Forth stations, in 
Wick district, in Shetland and in Stornoway district, and the Skye 
lochs. Then the early summer fishing comes into operation in the 
Outer Hebrides and in Lochfyne, while at its close the very important 
“sreat summer ” fishing is opened, chiefly in Orkney and Shetland and 
on the Hast Coast of Scotland. Such being the case, the catch is usually 
greatly in excess of the demand for fresh fish, and the means of 
distribution are not equal to the occasion, while the charges are higher 
than would justify any attempt to dispose of the fish in the densely- 
populated inland centres. Consequently, means have to be adopted 
for preserving the fish in some form until a more convenient season 
for distribution, or until a time when remote markets can be reached. 
The greater use of ice as a preservative has, of course, to a small 
extent met the difficulty, but fish kept in ice for any length of time 
quickly lose their natural flavour, and do not, therefore, meet with the 
same demand for consumption fresh as does the cured article. This 
is shown by the fact that the bulk of the herrings shipped in ice to 
Hamburg and other German ports is usually bought for the purpose 
of being tinned or otherwise preserved (in multifarious ways) in 
German curing establishments. Thus the husbanding of the supply 
of fresh fish in such a way as to dispose of it to the best advantage is 
an important factor in the welfare of the industry. 

The principal change in the conditions under which the industry is 
carried on has arisen from the increased employment of steamers 
and motor boats in the capture of the fish, as the result has been to 
eliminate in great measure, in so far as these classes of boats are con- 
cerned, “over-days’” or stale fish from the catches. On the other 
hand, their ability to cover large areas of water in a short space of 
time has enabled them to locate shoals of herrings which would 
probably have escaped the notice of sailing craft, with the result that 
herring fishing will in future be more generally prosecuted all the 
year round. Another tendency for which they are mainly responsible 
is the greater concentration of the industry at a few important 
centres which afford facilities for entering harbour at all states of the 
tide, and at which trading steamers can ship the cured herrings direct 
for the Continent, with the result that the smaller villages with their 
curing stations are gradually becoming extinct, or mérely places for 
laying up during the short winter recess. 

Last summer curing operations on the Hast Coast began at a much 
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earlier date than usual, with the result that a goodly supply of 
somewhat immature herrings was placed on the markets, to the 
detriment of more matured fish landed subsequently in the months of 
July and August. These early fish are, however, very suitable for 
kippering and for preserving in ice for almost immediate consumption, 
and it would be an advantage if a larger proportion of them were so 
treated. 

The total number of curing yards in operation was 992—a decrease 
of 11 as compared with the preceding year—and these afforded 
employment to a veritable army of workers, the number being com- 
puted at 43,600, and comprising 746 curers, 2590 coopers, 17,010 
gutters and packers, the remainder comprising fish salesmen, clerks, 
carters and labourers, persons engaged in making barrel staves, and 
seamen employed on board vessels carrying cured fish and stave wood 
and hoops and curing material. During the course of the season 
these workers migrate from one district to another in hundreds, 
according to the exigencies of the trade, while at the opening of the 
English season the number of migrants to the South runs into 
thousands. It is estimated that fully 3900 women belonging to various 
parts of the Highlands and the Hebrides are employed on the East 
Coast and in England in gutting and packing herrings. To these 
women and their families their earnings as gutters are a welcome 
source of income, as it frequently enables them to tide over a hard 
winter in some degree of comfort. The moral and physical condi- 
tions under which they follow their calling have greatly improved 
within recent years, thanks to the efforts of self-sacrificing agents 
attached to the various religious denominations, while the sanitary 
condition of the temporary dwellings occupied by them are under the 
close supervision of officials specially appointed for the purpose. 

The total quantity of herrings cured last year was *2,328,874 barrels, 
or 438,609 more than in 1909. These figures are the second highest 
on record, and a perusal of the returns for the last hundred years 
reveals the striking fact that during that period the figures have gone 
up from 89,954 barrels to over 2,300,000 barrels—a result largely due to 
the wise policy and careful supervision of the Commissioners of the 
British White Herring Fishery. 

The fishermen again received excellent prices from the curers for 
the fresh fish, but it is to be feared that the prices ruling on the Con- 
tinent for cured fish were not proportionately high, and consequently 
the curers must have experienced a bad season. 

The quantity cured on the East Coast was 1,347,836 barrels, or 
nearly one quarter of a million barrels more than in the preceding 
year; in Orkney it was 140,050 barrels, in Shetland 658,515 barrels, 
and on the West Coast 183,318 barrels. 

On the East Coast the principal districts contributing to the total 
were Fraserburgh (324,086 barrels), Peterhead (320,763), Wick 
(250,674), Eyemouth (221,825), and Aberdeen (133,530). 

Shetland, as has been usual for some years, occupied the premier 


* It is well to explain that the forms obtained from the curers, from which these 
statistics are compiled, give the number of barrels in a sea-stick state, 7.e., before 
they have been ‘‘ pined,” or allowed to settle down in the barrels, after which they 
are filled up again. The returns of herrings branded and exported, on the other 
hand, represent the barrels after being filled up ready for sale. The quantity used 
in the process of filling-up is estimated at from 20 to 25 per cent. of the whole. 
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position for the whole of Scotland with a cure of 658,515 barrels. As 
showing the rapid development of the industry there, the following 
figures are interesting :—

It is interesting to note that two steamers were again engaged 
recularly in carrying fresh herrings from Lerwick to Hamburg, and 
occasionally additional vessels were chartered by the firm engaged in 
the business. The preparations for carrying on the industry were ona 
most extensive scale, many thousands of barrels and hundreds of tons 
of salt being stocked for curing, while provision had also to be made for 
coaling from 400 to 500 steam drifters, the total consumption for the 
season being estimated as exceeding 50,000 tons. In addition to 
several large coaling establishments on shore, there were over 20 coal 
hulks moored at various places in the islands. 

On the West Coast the loch fishing was again a comparative failure, 
and the places responsible for the great bulk of the fish cured were 
Stornoway (70,763 barrels), Barra (58,232), and Glasgow (29,926)— 
the total for the whole of that coast being 185,318 barrels. 

The kippering trade was in a fairly healthy condition, the total 
herrings so treated amounting to 185,634 barrels,* or nearly 14,000 
barrels in excess of the preceding year. Eyemouth, with 57,964 
barrels, heads the list, and is followed by Peterhead (29,511 barrels), 
Fraserburgh (21,200), Stornoway (15,975), and Aberdeen and Glasgow 
~ each with a little over 13,000 barrels. 

The bloater or “red” herring trade does not show any sign of 
developing. Last year the chief centres of the industry were Leith 
(4700 barrels), Eyemouth (3496 barrels), and Aberdeen (2483 barrels). 

Curing on board of vessels at sea, which was at one time almost 
universal in Scotland, as it still is in Holland, has been on the decline 
for some years. Last year the failure of the West Coast loch fishing 
still further contributed to make the total result a poor one. The 
system is now confined practically to those places which are remote 
from the markets, such as the West Highland lochs and the Hebrides. 
The fisheries in these districts are subject to considerable fluctuation, 
and curers consequently hesitate to establish permanent stations on 
shore, except at those places where steamers make frequent calls, 
finding it more convenient and economical to charter small carrying 
steamers which can convey curing material from loch to loch as may 
be required by the exigencies of the fishing. Last year thirteen 
curing vessels were fitted out on the West Coast, and these were able 
to obtain and cure on board 2413 barrels—a comparatively poor 
average—while two vessels so employed in Shetland cured 686 barrels. 

The estimated value of herrings cured last year (Appendix K, 


* Kippers, bloaters, or ‘‘reds” and tinned herrings are given in barrels, although they 
are not put up in barrels but in boxes and tins, 
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No. IV.) was £2,611,302, an increase of cover £240,000 over the 
preceding year. Of the total, £412,171 referred to branded herrings. 
At the opening of the season prices were very satisfactory, but later 
they fell to a lower level owing to the large supplies. A recovery 
was manifested after the close of the fishing, and the total results 
were only moderate. 

The following Table shows the amount realised for cured herrings 
since 1898, and the average price per barrel obtained, viz. :—

II. Cop, Linc, Happocks, &c. 


The curing of cod, ling, tusk, and saithe showed signs of a distinct 
revival last year. 

The quantity of cod cured dried was 100,783 cwts.—5225 ecwts. 
more than in the preceding year—of ling, 41,414 cwts.—9132 ewts. in 
excess of the return for 1909—and of saithe, 19,095 cwts., or 3708 
cwts. more than in 1909. Aberdeen accounted for the bulk of the 
returns in each case. 

Over 112,600 cwts. of cod was “smoked” in the form of “fillets,” 
the golden appearance imparted to the fish being obtained by the 
application of a vegetable preparation known as “annato.” Nearly 
4000 ewts. of ling, 2870 ewts. of tusk, and 31,920 cwts. of saithe 
were similarly treated. Of haddocks smoked the return again exhibits 
a decline, the preceding year’s figures being 279,000 cwts., and those 
for 1910 240,400 ewts. 

Mackerel pickling shows a slight improvement over 1909, the 
figures being 2568 and 2153 barrels. The total was made up by 
Shetland and the Outer Hebrides.

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The value of the fish (other than herrings) which was cured is 
estimated at £703,698, a decrease of only £392 from the return for 
1909. The total was made up of £509,947 for smoked fish, £188,129 
for dried, and £5622 for pickled fish. 

The grand total value of cured fish was £3,515,000, being £241,855 
in excess of the figures for 1909, and the districts chiefly responsible 
for this result were Aberdeen (£805,379), Shetland (£727,880), 
Peterhead (£386,530), Fraserburgh (£322,898), Wick (£275,218), 
Kyemouth (£252,896), and on the West Coast, Stornoway (£111,488), 
and Barra (£90,371). 


CURED FISH EXPORTED. 


I. HERRINGS. 


Over 80 per cent. of the herrings cured gutted and packed in 
barrels in Scotland are exported to Europe and America, principally 
the former. Our best customers, in point of order, are the Russians 
and the Germans. A large proportion of the quantity consumed by 
the former are shipped to the German Baltic ports and thence conveyed 
by rail. Herrings form the staple food of the peasantry, who usually 
consume them in an uncooked state with potatoes. The best qualities 
(especially West Coast matjes) are taken in the form of hors dceuwvres 
by the wealthy classes, and they occasionally realise £5 and upwards 
per barrel. 

In the early years of the nineteenth century the export trade was 
confined almost wholly to the West Indian plantations and Ireland. 
The slave-owners in the Indies found Scottish herrings to be both a 
cheap and a wholesome food for their slaves, and large quantities were 
purchased by them annually. The abolition of slavery, however, put 
an end to the demand from that quarter, and the prospects for the 
industry were of the most gloomy description. By a fortuitious 
combination of circumstances, however, the insignificant trade with 
Kuropean countries received a stimulus, and in 1843 that trade, which 
had begun in the closing year (1815) of the great European war, 
grew perceptibly, the export to Europe then reaching for the first 
time a total of 100,000 barrels. Its growth remained comparatively 
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slow until the economic measures of Sir Robert Peel enabled Russia 
and Germany to become bigger customers of this country, and the 
repeal of the duties on timber still further assisted to develop the 
trade by bringing about a reduction in the cost of the barrels in which 
the herrings were packed. In 1850 the total export reached 250,000 
barrels, in 1870 it had risen still further to 486,000, in 1880 to 
976,000, and last year to 1,767,544 barrels—a record of phenomenal 
progress. 

The General Inspector of Sea Fisheries again visited the principal 
herring trade centres during the season, and his report, which 
contained many interesting features, was printed and circulated 
among the trade recently. 

The total quantity of cured herrings exported from Scotland in 
1910 was 1,767,544 barrels, or 349,377 more than mm J90050r 
these, 311,188 received the Board’s official Crown brand, indica- 
ting that they fulfilled the requirements of the branding regula- 
tions, and 1,456,356 barrels were unbranded. The proportion exported 
to European ports was 1,683,806 barrels, to places out of Europe, 
principally America, 73,408 barrels, and to Ireland 7,117 barrels. 
(Appendix E, No. IT.) 

The export to Germany amounted to 982,360 barrels, but a large 
proportion of this eventually found its way to Austria, Hungary, and 
Russia by canal and rail. Stettin is the principal receiving port, 
nearly 315,928 barrels being landed there, but Kénigsberg with 
278,180 and Hamburg with 217,597 barrels follow it closely. Then 
comes Dantzig with 170,613 barrels. The large bulk of the herrings 
landed at Kénigsberg and Dantzig found their way into Russia. 

Russia absorbed a total import of 732,345 barrels, the principal 
channels being the port of Libau, with a total of over 546,141 barrels. 
the port of St. Petersburg, with 287,840 barrels, and Riga with 
48,845. 

The direct trade with Russia has developed much more rapidly 
relatively than that with Germany, notwithstanding the fact that 
the duty imposed in the former is 13s. per barrel and in the latter 
only 3s. 

Scottish herrings compete with those of Norway and Holland in the 
neutral (and principal) markets on equal terms as regards tariff. 

The export to Germany and Russia (direct) during the last 12 years 
was as follows :—

II. Cop, Line, &c. 


The interesting feature of the returns of cured cod, ling, and other 
white fish is the increase in the quantity so treated, and the decline 
in the quantity exported, which would appear to indicate that the 
demand for such fish in this country is greatly on the increase. 

The total quantity of dried fish exported (chiefly to Spanish and 
American markets, via London and Liverpool, and to the Continent 
via Hamburg) was 104,058 ewts., a decline of 21,279 cwts. from the 
1909 return. 

There was a good demand at the following rates, viz. :—Cod, £19 to 
£23 a ton; ling, £23 to £26 a ton; saithe, £16 to £19 a ton; haddocks, 
£17 to £19 a ton. 

Five Faroese smacks landed cargoes of wet-cured fish, and three 
steamer cargoes of dried fish were imported from Iceland, which sold 
at from £12 to £14 10s. per ton, according to quality. About 4000 
barrels of cured fish-roes were exported to France to be used as bait 
in the sardine fisheries. A remarkable feature of the sardine fishing 
in Brittany is the enormous amount of bait which is used. 


PERSONS ENGAGED IN THE SCOTTISH SEA FISHERIES 
AND ALLIED INDUSTRIES. 


From Appendix F, No. I, it will be seen that there has been a 
further, but comparatively slight, decrease in the total number of 
persons engaged in connection with the Scottish fisheries, the figures 
being 90,815 for the year under review, as compared with 92,060 in 
1909 and 92,837 in 1908. 

The decline of 1247 thus shown for 1910 is accounted for almost 
wholly by a reduction of 1164 in the number of British persons 
employed on board vessels engaged in the carrying trade or in curing 
fish at sea. Although there is an increase of 608 in the number of 
foreigners similarly employed, it has to be kept in view that in the 
previous year there had been a decrease of 1180 under this head, and, 
on the whole, the number of foreigners included in the total has not 
increased in recent years. Other differences from the figures for 1909 
are probably due to temporary fluctuations, as in the number of 
cutters and packers, of whom 242 fewer were employed. The 1909 
total in this class, however, had showed an excess of 480 over that of 
1908. 

The number of fishermen varied from 39,208 in 1909 to 38,941 in 
1910, a decrease of 267, or only ‘7 per cent. ‘The number of persons 
directly engaged in fishing ten years ago was 35,806, so that, notwith- 
standing the tendency towards concentration in the interval, there has 
been an increase of nearly 9 per cent. in the number of hands 
employed. 


BOAT-BUILDING. 


From Appendix G, No. L., it appears that durmg 1910 there was a 
slight revival in the boat-building industry, the number of vessels 
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constructed being 224, valued at £288,962, as compared with 213, 
valued at £217,764, in the previous year. To appreciate the advance 
made, however, it should be noted that the net increase of 11 in 
number is made up by additions of 19 steam drifters or steam liners, 
1 first-class sailing boat (over 45 feet keel), 3 second-class sailing 
boats, and 5 trawlers, less 2 fewer first-class sailing boats (30 to 45 
feet keel), and 15 fewer third-class sailing boats ; and it is remarkable 
that even in the classes which show a decline in number the value of 
the output is slightly greater. 

The forecast made in last year’s Report that the successful herring 
fishing season of 1909 would enable some more of the fishermen to 
invest in the latest type of boat has thus been justified. That steam- 
driven vessels will in the long run completely supersede sailing boats 
for herring-fishing purposes is indicated by the fact that only two of 
the larger class of the latter type were ordered, as against 48 of the 
former. As a matter of fact, one of these first-class sailing boats was 
built to the order of the Congested Districts Board for Ireland, and 
was intended for the reception of a motor. The average value of the 
steam drifters or liners purchased in 1910 was, however, only about 
£2700, as compared with an average of over £2900 for those turned 
out in 1909. Asis so often the case in this matter, the districts on 
the south shore of the Moray Firth: take the leading position, 31 
steam fishing boats, out of the total of 48, being built in Banff, 
Buckie, and Findhorn districts, and 28 of these 31 being for local use. 

Of the 25 trawlers launched (20 at Aberdeen and 5 at Greenock), 
5 were for places in England and 7 for abroad. The average value 
per vessel in this case also was less than in 1909, being £6028, as com- 
pared with £6233 in the previous year. 


BARREL-MAKING. 


In connection with herring curing and exporting, in the year under 
review 1,700,045 barrels and 637,614 half-barrels were made in 
Scotland. Compared with the figures for 1909, this means a decrease 
of 147,792 whole barrels and an increase of 45,233 half-barrels, or a 
net decrease of about 8 per cent on the whole, notwithstanding 
the fact that during 1910 more barrels were required for the reception 
of cured herrings. It must be kept in mind, however, that a large 
number of English herring-curers, especially in Shetland for example, 
take part in the Scottish fishing, and these naturally bring with them 
from England most of the barrels they expect to require. On the 
other hand, Scottish curers take a large number of Scottish-made 
barrels to the English fishing at Yarmouth and Lowestoft. 

It will be noted that barrel-making is confined chiefly to the Hast 
Coast, although Stornoway has a not insignificant output. By far the 
largest supplies, however, come from the Aberdeenshire districts, in 
each of which there are several barrel factories. Indeed, without the 
enormous number of barrels now made with the aid of machinery, the 
demand under the conditions existing during recent seasons could not 
have been met. The earlier commencement of the herring fishing 
now necessitates large numbers of coopers leaving the workshops 
about the beginning of May, whereas formerly these men might have 
been employed until the beginning of July. The change has con- 
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duced to steady employment in the cooperages during the winter 
months. 

Formerly, a good number of Scottish-made barrels, mostly second- 
hand, were exported to Holland, but the Dutch have now apparently 
awakened to the fact that they can make barrels for themselves, and 
in 1910 no less than five barrel factories were established in their own 
country. As the barrels follow the Scottish type, which is the one 
most favoured by Continental buyers, this step will no doubt react on 
the output of Scottish goods. 


BASKET BRANDING. 


During 1910, 39,094 quarter-cran basket measures for use in the 
purchase and sale of fresh herrings were branded by the Board’s 
officers as in accordance with the regulations on the subject. ‘The 
decrease of 9599 from the total for 1909 is due partly to the accumu- 
lation of stocks in the two previous years, and partly to the fact that 
under the Cran Measures Act, 1908, a similar basket has been 
adopted in the chief herring fishing districts of Hngland. These 
baskets, if duly stamped, are legal measures in Scotland, as the 
Scottish ones are in England. 

It may be noted that the quarter-cran basket-making industry, 
started in Skye in 1909, when 682 measures were branded, showed 
substantial progress in 1910 with an output of 1033. 


MARINE SUPERINTEN DENCE. 


During the past year the cruisers belonging to the Board have been 
kept fully employed in carrying out the superintendence of the sea 
fisheries around the Scottish coasts. H.M.S. “ Ringdove ” has again 
been the only Naval vessel available for Scotland, and during the 
great summer herring fishery this vessel was employed chiefly in 
maintaining order in harbours in Shetland (principally Lerwick and 
Baltasound), while during the rest of the year she was engaged largely 
in connection with the foreign trawlers in the Moray Firth, except 
for the time absent at Aberdeen and Devonport for repairs and over- 
haul. The Board’s vessels have been actively employed on the same 
general stations as last year—the “ Norna” in Orkney and Shetland 
and on the North Coast, the “Freya” in the Moray Firth, the 
“ Brenda” on the East Coast and in the Firth of Forth, the “ Minna” 
on the West Coast and among the Islands, and the “ Vigilant” in the 
Clyde Estuary. When circumstances required, however, the Board’s 
cruisers were shifted about on the various stations on patrol, and 
relieved one another from time to time. The following table gives a 
short summary of some of the routine work done during the year :—

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The hulls, boilers, and machinery of the cruisers have been all 
maintained in good order and condition, and no serious accidents have 
occurred. As some of the vessels with steel hulls and high-pressure 
boilers get older, more expense is incurred in repairs and renewals, 
and during the past year considerable outlay had to be incurred with 
the “ Brenda,” among other items being a new funnel and boiler-casing. 


ENQUIRIES INTO COMPLAINTS OF DAMAGE TO 
BOATS OR GEAR. 


Appendix K, No. I, gives details of the complaints made to the 
Board’s officers of injuries done by fishing boats to the boats, nets, 
lines, or other gear of fishermen. It also shows the action taken 
under the powers conferred by the Sea Fisheries (Scotland) Amend- 
ment Act, 1885, and the result so far as known in each instance. It 
should be kept in mind that this Act confers no power on officers to 
award damages, but only to inquire into complaints and assess the 
amount of damage. Much good has been done, however, through the 
facilities thus afforded of effecting amicable settlements through an 
independent official, and so preventing bitterness or resort to the law 
courts. 

The number of cases recorded for 1910 1s 36, a decrease of 10 from 
1909, and of 21 from 1908. Considering the large number of fishing 
craft engaged around the coasts of Scotland, and the congestion near 
some of the chief ports at certain seasons of the year, these figures are 
a tribute to the care and orderliness of the crews engaged. 

As usual, a large number of the complaints, 15 for the period of 
this Report, were against trawlers. In one of these cases, however, 
the respondent was found not in fault; in another, the evidence was 
conflicting ; and in a third case the damage appeared to be unavoid- 
able. One serious case, in which a foreign trawler was involved, and 
which, therefore, does not, properly speaking, come within the scope of 
the Act above referred to, deserves special mention. The police authori- 
ties at Ijmuiden discovered what appeared to be stolen gear on board 
a trawler which had arrived from the Moray Firth, and on the marks 
on the gear being communicated to the Board it was found possible to 
identify the owners as a crew belonging to Findhorn district who had 
been aware at the time that the offender was a foreign trawler, but 
who had been unable to secure sufficient evidence to make 1t worth 
while reporting the vessel. The Board then represented the case 
fully, through the Foreign Office, to the Dutch Government, who were 
good enough to secure full compensation to the fishermen, including a 
sum for loss of fishing, the amount paid over being £56. 

As regards the other 11 complaints against trawlers, partial or 
complete reparation was made in all except one case. The total 
damage was assessed at £158 4s., and of this £121 15s. was paid, 
including two instances in which the full claims of £48 5s. and £30 
respectively were discharged. 

In 12 of the remaining cases a settlement was arrived at, no less 
than £95 6s. 10d. being paid in respect of claims amounting to 
about £100. In most instances the officer’s decision was accepted 
without demur, but the amounts involved were ordinarily small. One 
sum of £20 was paid for the effects of a collision, and another claim 
of £40 16s. was met in full after the case had been brought to Court, 
but before it went to trial. 
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Four cases remained unsettled, two of which at least were likely to 
result in litigation. One case went to Court, but was dismissed owing 
to the inconclusive nature of the evidence against the defender, and 
in two others the officer found the respondent not at fault. 

The total of 36 is made up by two charges of damage to nets by 
H.M. ships, which, whether well founded or not, were dismissed by 
the officer on the ground that the complainers had not been exhibiting 
the regulation lights for boats engaged in drift-net fishing. Some 
time ago the Admiralty issued a statement of the conditions on which 
they would consider claims by fishermen in respect of damage to their 
gear by Naval vessels, and one of the most important points was the 
production of evidence that the proper lights were bemg shown on 
the occasion when the alleged damage occurred. The attention of 
Scottish fishermen was drawn to the matter by a poster issued by the 
Board, and it is believed that the two cases referred to in which the 
warning was neglected are exceptional. It should be added, however, 
that the Appendix does not profess to be a complete record of claims 
raised against the Admiralty. such cases being also outside the scope 
of the Act, and only those coming under the direct cognisance of the 
Board’s officers being for convenience included here. 


PROSECUTIONS FOR ILLEGAL TRAWLING. 


During 1910, 27 British and 4 foreign trawl-masters were prose- 
cuted for infringement of the laws prohibiting trawling around the 
coasts of Scotland, convictions being obtained in all cases except one, 
in which the verdict was “ Not proven.” As compared with the 
previous year, there is a reduction of 11 in the number of detections of 
home trawlers, and of no less than 18 in the number of foreigners. 

Of the foreign trawlers, 1 was detected off Skye, and the remaining 
3 in the Moray Firth, the latter figure indicating a very considerable 
decrease in the amount of inshore trawling in these waters. 

As regards home trawlers, four of the convictions were against 
masters of sailing trawlers detected working in Luce Bay. For some 
time the Board had had complaints that the law was being infringed 
in this locality, but, owing to the configuration of the land, it was 
difficult to catch oftenders red-handed. The substantial penalties 
inflicted in these instances will, it is believed, act as a deterrent to 
others who may be tempted to use the otter trawl in this bay. With 
these exceptions, no case of illegal trawling occurred in the Firth of 
Clyde or Solway areas. 

Of the other parts of the coast, the only section in which it might 
be suspected that the law was frequently infringed was the wide 
stretch closed to trawling at the mouth of the Firth of Forth, 
including St. Andrews Bay. From these parts 10 detections are 
recorded, but 3 of them occurred in December, 1909, the trials not 
taking place until the following year. No part of the coast is more 
frequently visited by the Board’s cruisers, but, owing to the open 
nature of the approaches to the area, vessels passing to or from 
Granton may be tempted to try a drag of the trawl within the 
prescribed limits on the chance of eluding detection. The remaining 
offences by British subjects referred in equal proportion, 3 each, to the 
Kast Coast (Forfarshire to Aberdeenshire), Moray Firth, Orkney and 
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Shetland, and West Coast respectively, while 1 occurred on the 
North Coast. 

The total fines imposed amounted to £2005, the maximum penalty 
of £100 having been inflicted in 12 cases. Of this sum, £543 16s. 8d. 
was paid, 18 of the accused having chosen the alternative of imprison- 
ment, and 2 having absconded. The net sum realised for the sale of 
forfeited gear, etc., was £202 2s. 7d. 

Four of the detections were reported by fishermen or private 
individuals, 1 by H.M.S. “ Ringdove,” and 26 by the Board’s cruisers. 
Full particulars are contained in Appendix K, No. II. 

Appendix K, No. IV., is a summary of details of prosecutions for 
illegal trawling undertaken from 1886 to 1910. During that period 
694 prosecutions have been instituted, in 628 of which a conviction 
was obtained. The fines imposed amount to £29,995, of which 
£13,191 has been paid. 


PROSECUTIONS FOR OTHER OFFENCES. 


In Appendix K, No. III., particulars are given of prosecutions 
against the masters of British and foreign vessels, and fishermen, for 
offences other than illegal trawling. The number of such cases in 
1910 was 27, as compared with 11 in 1909, and 12 in 1908. 

There were 9 cases—in the Clyde area—of breaches of the law 
against daylight fishing, one more than in the previous year; 4 cases 
of trawling at night without proper lights, and one of trawling with 
letters and numbers concealed (the masters in each of these instances 
being, of course, simultaneously convicted for illegal trawling); and 
one case against a trawler for interfering with drift-net or long-line 
fishing in contravention of Article XIX. of the North Sea Convention. 

The additional prosecutions in 1910 arose chiefly from contraven- 
tions of the Board’s Byelaws No. 18 (4 cases) and No. 19 (8 cases). 
The former of these Byelaws prohibited seine-net trawling for herrings 
on the Ballantrae Bank from 15th January to 31st March in each 
year, and was of an experimental nature. It was repealed in the 
course of the year, and as the repeal was in contemplation at the time 
when the offences occurred, the penalties imposed were only nominal. 
Byelaw 19 regulates the gathering of cockles on the Trigh Vore, 
Barra, and was passed in 1902 at the request of the inhabitants, 
among whom, however, there seems now to be considerable division 
of opinion on the matter. The remoteness of the area and local 
circumstances make it difficult to enforce the law with great stringency. 
The Board have at present under consideration the question of modi- 
fying or repealing the regulation. 


CASUALTIES. 


Particulars of the number of Scottish fishermen who lost their lives 
in the prosecution of their calling, and of the pecuniary loss sustained 
through casualties to boats or gear, will be found in Appendix F, 
No ait 

Forty-six fatal accidents occurred in 1910, four less than in the 
previous year. Of these, 21 were the result of boats foundering at 
sea, 15 men were drowned through falling overboard, and 5 through 
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being washed overboard; 2 were knocked overboard or killed by sails, 
ete., and 3 met their death in boats taking harbour. 

The number of boats totally wrecked was the same as in 1909, 27; 
but it is significant that their estimated value (£338,028) was 50 per 
cent., or £11,023, more. Unfortunately, increases are also shown 
under the other heads of the Table—boats damaged and loss of gear. 
The total loss amounted to £126,304, or £19,449 more than in the 
previous year. 

The figures given do not include the losses sustained by Scottish 
fishermen at the English and Irish herring fishings, which, as will be 
seen from the reports of the Fishery Officers (Appendix L), were more 
than usually heavy. 


WHALING. 


In its modern form, whaling cates from the year 1880. By that 
period the “right ” whale (Balena mysticus), so valued for its whale- 
bone, had become almost extinct, and operations had become largely 
restricted to the capture of the sperm whale, no attempt having up to 
that time been made to utilise the numerous other species known to 
exist. For this there were several reasons. Fin whales, blue whales, 
the common rorquals, &c., were of little or no value for whalebone, 
while their yield of oil was limited. Their great activity, too, rendered 
their capture by the old method of harpooning then in vogue hazardous 
in the extreme. In these circumstances whaling as an industry 
was rapidly dying out, when in 1880 a Norwegian sailor, named Svend 
Foyn, invented the harpoon gun with explosive shell. This invention, 
which has since been considerably improved, revolutionised the 
whaling industry. It rendered the capture of the species previously 
neglected a comparatively easy matter, so that what they lacked in 
the individual yield of oil could be made up in numbers. Moreover, 
finners, rorquals, &c., could be captured within a comparatively easy 
distance from land, in contradistinction to the “right” whale, whose 
habitat is the Arctic Ocean, and it was realised that if they were 
brought to land the potential wealth represented by their huge 
carcases need no longer be wasted. Factories were accordingly 
erected, steamers with the new harpoon gun mounted upon their bows 
fitted out, and a new era in the history of the whaling industry 
entered upon. Since then the Norwegians have gradually extended 
their sphere of operations, until now they are found all over the 
globe, the shore factory being replaced where necessary by a depét 
ship or floating factory. 

It is a matter for regret that the possibilities of this profitable 
industry have not sooner been realised by our own countrymen, but 
it is gratifying to learn that this reproach is soon to be removed. A 
Scottish firm of fishing vessel owners is fitting out a floating factory 
and two whaling vessels (Diesel oil engines furnishing the motive 
power), and the expedition will start for the Southern seas in the 
early summer of the present year. 

In Scottish waters, whaling has been prosecuted since 1903, in 
which year certain Norwegian whaling companies erected factories in 
Shetland and commenced operations. After these companies had 
been at work for some time, it became evident that some supervision 
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of their operations was necessary, and this eventually led to the 
passing, in 1907, of the Whale Fisheries (Scotland) Act, since when 
the Board have exercised a general control over the industry. 

In all, five companies have been licensed by the Board to engage 
in whaling, four of which are stationed in Shetland and one in the 
Hebrides. During the year under review these companies employed 
11 steamers, of an aggregate tonnage of 417 tons, and a total value of 
£47,000, or an average tonnage of 38 tons and an average value of 
£4273 per vessel. As compared with the preceding year’s returns, 
these figures represent an increase of 23 tons in the aggregate tonnage, 
but a decrease of £1850 in the total value, these variations being 
explained by the replacement of smaller by larger and more efficient 
vessels, and by allowances for depreciation. The number of men 
employed on these vessels was 109 (the same number as in 1909), of 
whom all but one were foreigners. 

The whaling season lasts from April to September, and during that 
period in 1910 the vessels engaged made 441 voyages, or an average 
of 40 voyages per vessel, as compared with a total of 535 voyages, 
and an average per vessel of 49, in the preceding year. 

In the flensing, boiling, and other operations incidental to the 
whaling industry which are carried on at the factories, the average 
number of men engaged during the greater part of the season (May to 
September) was 287, of whom 126 were British and 161 foreigners, as 
compared with 129 British and 169 foreigners in 1909. The number 
fluctuated from month to month, however, the busiest month being 
July, when 302 men (139 British and 163 foreign) were employed, as 
compared with a maximum of 315 (145 British and 170 foreign) in 
the preceding year. 

The following table summarises the foregoing statistics :-—

The total number of whales captured was considerably less than 
in the preceding year, the figures for 1910 and 1909 respectively being 
615 and 730. The decrease is fully accounted for by the falling off 
in the number of voyages made (441, as against 535), and, as a matter 
of fact, the steamers were relatively more successful in 1910 than in 
1909, the average catch per voyage being slightly greater in the 
former than in the latter year. The number, species, and sex of the 
whales captured are shown in the following table :-—

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It will be seen from the above table that there was a decrease in 
the catch of every species except the humpback. Of the Northcaper, 
or Atlantic right whale, which is the only species whose whalebone 
approaches in value that of the Greenland whale, only 9 were taken, 
as against 21 last year, but it is interesting to note that of this number 
four were taken in Shetland waters, where they have never before been 
observed. The Shetland catch was much more varied than usual, and 
included 10 humpbacks, 4 Northcapers, 2 blue whales, and 1 bottle- 
nose. The most noticeable feature brought out by an examination of 
the returns furnished to the Board is the great diminution of the catch 
of sel whales in Hebridean waters, where only 19 of that species were 
captured, as against 55 in the preceding year. This was due to the 
somewhat remarkable circumstance that the sei whale completely 
disappeared from those waters after the middle of June, whereas last 
year they were present throughout the entire season. The returns 
again show that the Northcaper is only present for a short time early 
in the season, and that blue whales do not arrive until comparatively 
late in the season. Only one of the valuable sperm whales was 
secured, it will be observed, as against 7 in 1909. 

Of whales measuring 70 feet and upwards in length, only 62 were 
taken in 1910, as against 73 in the preceding year. Of those taken 
in 1910, however, three exceeded 80 feet in length. All were blue 
whales, and the largest measured 85 feet in length by 45 feet in 
girth. 

The quantity and value of the various products derived from these 
cetaceans in 1910, together with the corresponding figures for 1909, 
are shown in the following table :—

From the above table it will be seen that there was an advance 


in the market price of every commodity except bonemeal, in which a 
slight decline occurred, and whalebone, which, owing to the diminished 
catch of Northcapers, shows a marked decrease in value. Oil is by 
far the most important product, and it is noteworthy that, notwith- 
standing the large diminution in the catch, the total yield of oil 
should so nearly have approached that of the preceding year. 
Although, too, only one sperm whale was taken, it yielded 56 tons of 
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spermaceti, aS against an average of only 14 tons for the seven 
captured in 1909—a circumstance which is explained by the fact that 
the whale taken in 1910 was 62 feet in length, whereas the average 
length of those captured in the previous year was only 47 feet. The 


average value of each whale captured was £111, as compared with 
£98 in 1909. 


PART II. 
SALMON FISHERIES, 


During the past season, 1910, the take of salmon throughout 
Scotland shows a decline of 316 tons as compared with the return for 
the previous year. From the returns as to the weight of salmon 
carried by the railways in Scotland, it appears that 1869 tons 10 cwt. 
represents the total for the year. This practically corresponds with 
the figure of the last quinquennial average, so that the improvement 
reported last year has not been followed by a serious fall. As formerly, 
the coastal area of the country has been divided into four sections, 
viz. :—Berwick to Cairnbulg Point, at the entrance of the Moray 
Firth ; the second, from this point to Cape Wrath; then from Cape 
Wrath to Glasgow; and finally, from Glasgow to the limits of the 
Annan district in the Solway. 

The following summary gives the three last quinquennial averages 
and the total weight of salmon carried during last season, the details 
being separated into the four districts already referred to :—

In the accompanying chart of curves, the fluctuations of the annual 
record are shown from the year in which detailed statements were 
obtained (1894). 

From the chart, more than from the figures, it is seen that a more 
uniform condition seems to prevail in the two West Coast sections 
than in the East Coast sections, from which the great bulk of the fish 
come. The West Coast lines are comparatively flat, yet it certainly is 
the case that in one or two fishery districts a marked improvement 
has taken place in the stock of salmon. Since, however, this improve- 
ment has appeared in the particular districts in which nets have to a 


great extent been taken off, the improvement does not show in the 
returns. 


CURVES SHOWING APPROXIMATELY THE TONS OF SALMON CARRIED BY 
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Mr. Calderwood, in his report, Appendix N, refers to several 
districts in which, owing to the removal of river netting and netting 
close to the mouths of rivers, a marked improvement has resulted in 
the stock of salmon. He points out that the improvement cannot be 
shown in the weight of salmon carried by railways, etc., since rod- 
caught fish is not marketed to any extent. He refers specially to the 
Deveron, Spey, and Ayr as rivers in which this improvement has 
lately been shown. He has similarly referred in previous years to 
the Helmsdale and the Thurso. 

During 1910 he inspected the various districts of the Solway with 
reference more especially to the practice of using fixed nets on the 
tidal flats, for the capture of white-fish, as well as for the capture of 
salmon. This question has formed the subject of more than one 
inquiry in the past, and is to receive further attention in the near 
future. He also visited the districts of the Leven and Loch Lomond, 
Add, Awe, the Isle of Mull, Spey, Deveron, and Don. Reference is 
made to various matters of interest connected with these districts in 
the Inspector’s Report. 

The rentals of 31 districts from which reports have been received 
amount to the sum of £121,373. In 1909 and 1908 the rentals of 35 
districts were respectively £140,223 and £121,521. The following are 
the rentals of the five most important districts since the year 1900:—

In addition to Appendix O, containing reports from District 
Fishery Boards, will be found a statement of the number of boxes of 
salmon delivered at or near Billingsgate in each month of the year 
1910, and the average monthly price, including returns as to Scottish, 
English, Irish, and Continental salmon.

Published as separate papers are two by Mr. Calderwood on the 
results of salmon marking, being a seventh paper by him on this sub- 
ject, and on the infrequency of spawning in the salmon, as shown by 
the examination of scales. By Prof. Noél Paton a paper is also 
published along with those, on a study of three fish received as 
“mended male kelts.”

SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATIONS. 


During the year 1910 the scientific investigations in connection 
with the sea fisheries have been carried on under the supervision of 
Dr. T. Wemyss Fulton, the Scientific Superintendent, as authorised by 
the Board, on the same general lines as in previous years. Most of 
the research work has been conducted at the Marine Laboratory at the 
Bay of Nigg, Aberdeen, and other inquiries in relation to the herring 
and the herring fishery have been made in Lochfyne, in continuation 
of the observations of preceding years, and also in the Moray Firth 
with reference to the closing of the waters there to the operations of 
trawlers. The special statistics of the catches of the line-boats in the 
Moray Firth have been collected monthly through the Fishery Officers 
as before, and the old trawling stations of the s.s. “Garland ” have been 
periodically examined with a beam trawl by the s.s. “Goldseeker,” as 
frequently as circumstances allowed, and at dates corresponding as far 
as possible with those of former examinations, both with the beam- 
trawl and with the otter-trawl. A report on these investigations and 
on the statistics is in course of preparation. 

The fish-cultural work at the Hatchery at the Bay of Nigg was con- 
tinued in the Spring last year throughout the spawning season of the 
plaice, and is described below. A number of requests for plaice fry 
were received on behalf of the fishermen at various parts of the coast 
—Peterhead, Aberdour, Sandhaven, St. Combs, Cruden, Newburgh— 
and these were as far as possible complied with, but this could not be 
done in all cases, owing to the insufficiency of the fry. Along the 
coast of Aberdeenshire especially the fishermen report a considerable 
improvement in the plaice fishing, which they attribute to the libera- 
tion of many millions of fry during the last nine years. In that period 
very nearly 193,000,000 of the fry of the plaice from the Hatchery 
have been liberated in the sea off the Aberdeenshire coast, about 
45,000,000 of which were deposited in the neighbourhood of Fraser- 
burgh. 


THE HATCHING OPERATIONS. 


In former reports the various processes involved in the hatching 
work at the Bay of Nigg have been described, and an account given 
of the Hatchery itself. It is sufficient to say here that the adult 
plaice, which are obtained by the s.s. “ Goldseeker,” usually in the 
Moray Firth, are retained in a large sunk tank or tidal pond, into 
which the sea water flows at high tides, where they are fed and cared 
for until the spawning season. They then begin to shed their eggs 
naturally, as they would have done if they had been left in the sea, 
the eggs being fertilised by the males as they are emitted, after which 
they float in the water. They are removed by means of a large gauze 
net, and are then transferred to the hatching apparatus, where they 
are subjected to a constant current of filtered sea water until they 
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hatch. The period of “incubation” varies with the temperature, and 
therefore with the season, taking at the beginning of the spawning 
season in January about three weeks, and about a week less towards 
its close in May. ‘The larval fishes are retained in the apparatus 
until the little yolk-sac, with which each is provided, is nearly 
absorbed, and they are then transferred to the sea at suitable localities 
and under suitable conditions. 

At the beginning of the season in 1910, about 650 adult plaice were 
present in the spawning pond. Some of them were, however, as 
experience showed, rather too small to be reproductive. The spawn- 
ing was, moreover, somewhat delayed compared with previous years, 
apparently owing to the severe cold that prevailed. A few eggs were 
collected from the spawning pond on 9th February, and thereafter 
the number gradually increased until the latter part of March and 
the beginning of April, after which the eggs began to get scarcer, the 
last being obtained on 18th May. 

The number of eggs collected in each month, and the percentage, 
were as follows :—

The total of 7,880,000 was much less than in 1909, when 19,749,000 
eges were obtained, the decrease being 11,869,000. An examination 
of the fish in the pond showed that many of them were too small in 
size, and were in fact immature. 

The estimated number of fry obtained during the season was 
6,880,000, or about 87 per cent. of the aggregate number of eggs, the 
loss thus being about 13 per cent. This relatively favourable result 
was in large measure owing to improvements in the methods of 
filtering the sea water, the presence of fine mud being one of the chief 
causes of the mortality among the eggs while they are kept in the 
incubating apparatus. The fry were placed in the sea in nine lots, 
between the 23rd March and the 26th May, about 6,000,000 being 
taken to Fraserburgh, Peterhead, St. Combs, and Cruden Bay, and 
hberated at some distance from shore in these localities ; the remainder 
were liberated in Aberdeen Bay. 

Since the hatching of the plaice was begun at the Bay of Nigg a 
total of 378,801,000 eggs of the plaice have been dealt with at the 
Hatchery, and 293,164,000 fry have been liberated in the sea. During 
the first two years most of the fry were transported to Lochfyne, in 
continuation of an experiment which had been begun many years 
previously with the object of ascertaining the effect of the liberation 
of the fry on the abundance of the older stages of the fish. This 
experiment is fully described in the Twenty-sixth Annual Report. 
ae output at the Hatchery since 1900 is given in the subjoined

Up to the year 1905 the adult plaice required for the breeding stock 
were obtained by using commercial trawlers for the purpose; since 
then the fish have been secured by the s.s. ‘‘ Goldseeker.” 

In this counury, and indeed in Europe generally, the practice of 
fish-culture has not been carried to anything like the extent it has in 
America. Last year the Bureau of Fisheries of the United States, 
which possesses 35 hatcheries and 86 field and collecting stations, 
dealt with no less than 3,233,393,000 of eggs, fry, fingerlings, and 
yearlings, the number of the fry of sea fishes (cod, flounder, pollack, 
and haddock) distributed from the marine hatcheries being 
1,189,815,000, in addition to 163,287,000 fry of the lobster. In 
Canada last year the number of fry distributed from the 37 fish- 
breeding establishments amounted to 1,024,282,000, of which 
558,000,000 represented the larvee of lobsters from the eight hatcheries 
devoted to this crustacean. The appropriation, or vote, for fish 
culture amounted in Canada last fiscal year to 322,300 dollars, or 
about £67,000, while the appropriation to the United States Fishery 
Bureau, most of which was spent on fish culture, was 823,490 dollars, 
or about £171,560. 


THE INVESTIGATIONS ON THE HERRING FISHERY IN LOCHFYNE. 


Since 1904 the herring fishery in Lochfyne has been in a condition 
of depression, which unfortunately continues. The statistics of this 
fishery go back to the year 1854, and they show that throughout the 
period, while there have been years and groups of years when the 
quantity of herrings taken was much below the average, there was no 
year when the catch was so low as in 1910, or a time when the depres- 
sion lasted so long. The quantity landed last year was only 2665 
crans, the smallest recorded, the lowest catch in any of the previous 
years since 1854 being 3648 crans, in 1873. The mean annual catch 
of herrings in Lochfyne for the period 1863-1906 was 25,180 crans, 
and for the last eighteen years up to 1906 1t was 27,575 crans, while 
the greatest quantity taken in any one year was 56,820 crans, in 1897, 
since which a gradual and almost continuous decline occurred. The 
figures for the last ten years are as follow :—-

A study of the statistics shows that in the years 1871 to 1880, 
inclusive, the catch of herrings in Lochfyne remained under the 
average annual catch of 25,180 crans above referred to, the quantity 
gradually sinking from a high point in 1868 to the low level of 1873 
and 1874, after which it gradually rose again, with an exceptional fall 
in the year 1878, to the second highest point reached in the records, 
namely, 55,754 crans in 1882. Thus fourteen years separated the 
great fishery of 1868 from that of 1882, and fifteen years separated 
- the latter from the still greater fishery in 1897. There was, however, 
this difference, that in the first period of low returns there was a brief 
rise to nearly the average, and in the second period a considerable rise 
above the average, lasting for some years, while no upward change of 
the kind has occurred in the depression at present existing. 

Lochfyne is not peculiar in exhibiting such variations in the abun- 
dance of the herring frequenting its waters. Similar fluctuations, 
particularly in fjords or arms of the sea, are of not infrequent oceur- 
rence on other coasts and in other countries, and have been attributed 
to various causes, sometimes natural and sometimes arising from the 
actions of man, but no satisfactory explanation has as yet been 
advanced. Variations in the temperature or salinity of the water, or 
in the quantity or kind of the floating food upon which the herring 
chiefly subsists, are believed by many to be the principal causes of the 
fluctuations, and since 1904 observations have been carried on in 
Lochfyne, aud were continued last year, with the object of ascertain- 
ing if this is the case. At a number of places in the loch a series of 
temperature observations are made at different levels and collections 
of the floating herring food secured, and it is: proposed to continue 
these until the herrings return to Lochfyne in something like their 
former abundance, and afterwards, so that comparison may be made 
between the two periods. It is not improbable that the vagaries of 
the herring in this and similar cases may be due to what may be 
termed accident. Reasons have been given in former reports to show 
that the herring in the Clyde tend to visit a locality in increasing 
numbers, or to withdraw gradually from it, for a number of years in 
succession, and this may occur in a very limited part or in a large 
area. Thus in Lochfyne the fluctuations are not such that a good 
year and a bad year come in succession. There is a series of good 
years, getting better and better, and then a gradual decline, the fish 
becoming scarcer and scarcer. It is probable that if a shoal should 
enter the loch, and be not too much disturbed, they would tend, in 
accordance with the habit referred to, to return in greater and greater 
numbers in the following years. In addition to the observations on 
the temperature of the water and the abundance of the plankton, 
samples of the herrings are periodically examined, with reference 
more particularly to their condition and reproduction. 
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SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION TO FISHERMEN. 


For some years, as mentioned in previous Reports, by an arrangement 
with the County Councils of sea-board counties, representative fisher- 
men from various parts of the coast visited the Laboratory and 
Hatchery in spring to receive demonstrations on the life-history and 
habits of fishes, such as might be of interest and use to them, and to 
see the processes of fish-hatching. Visits of this kind have been paid 
by men from the counties of Caithness, Sutherland, Inverness, Elgin, 
Aberdeen, Kincardine, Berwick, Fife, Bute, and Argyll, and they were 
so much interested in the instruction they received that, in some 
instances, on returning home, they held public meetings to discuss 
and communicate to other fishermen what they had learned. The 
expense of sending the men was met by the County Councils from the 
Residue Grant, but this, by the Education Act (Scotland), 1908, has 
been transferred to the Scottish Education funds, and no fishermen 
have attended during the last two years. 

It may be pointed out that on the whole question of the technical 
and scientific education of fishermen and those engaged in the fishing 
industry, most other countries are in advance of ourselves. In 
France, Germany, Norway, Denmark, Sweden, Belgium, and the 
Netherlands, there are a number of fishery schools devoted to the 
instruction of fishermen, more or less directly under the patronage of 
the State. They are concerned mostly with that part of a fisherman’s 
knowledge which relates to navigation, fishing-grounds, and actual 
fishing, but many offer elaborate facilities for instruction of a more 
purely scientific kind, and are provided with laboratories, museums, 
and a teaching staff, and lectures and demonstrations are given at 
suitable centres. 

It would be of much value, especially for the younger generation of 
fishermen, if similar courses of lectures, demonstrations, and instruction 
were established in Scotland. It is very gratifying to know that keen 
interest is taken by many of the fishermen in the knowledge concerning 
the life-history, movements, and reproduction of the fishes on which 
their livelihood depends. 


THE INFLUENCE OF TEMPERATURE ON THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE EGGS 
OF THE HERRING. 


At the request of the New Zealand Government, a series of experi- 
ments have been made by Dr. H. C. Williamson, at the Marine 
Laboratory, on the retardation of the development of herring eggs. It 
is desired by the New Zealand Government to attempt, if possible, to 
introduce this fish to the waters of the Dominion, and in order to enable 
the eggs to be carried to the other side of the globe a period of about 
fifty days must elapse before hatching occurs. Considerable difficulties 
have been encountered in the experiment, particularly in keeping the 
temperature of the considerable supply of water which is necessary 
for the well-being of the eggs sufficiently low and uniform ; butit has 
been found possible to retard the hatching for the period required in 
a proportion of the eggs. A report on the subject will shortly be 
submitted. 
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SEA BIRDS AND FISHERIES. 


An investigation has been in progress, and is being continued, with 
the view of ascertaining to what extent the guillemots prey upon the 
youne of the herring in Lochfyne. Collections of the stomachs, 
suitably preserved, are sent to the Laboratory, and the contents 
examined and tabulated. It was found that the fish contained in 
their stomachs, often in large numbers, consisted almost entirely of 
small herrings, sometimes well over a score being present, and only 
occasionally of other fish. On the other hand, a very large proportion 
contained only crustacea, chiefly the large shrimp-like schizopod 
Nyctiphanes, forming often a conspicuous red ball composed of 
hundreds of individuals. As this crustacean, as ascertained by the 
tow-net collections made during the day, exists only in abundance in 
the deeper waters of the loch, the birds must either go to considerable 
depths in order to get them, or the crustaceans must come closer to 
the surface at other times, as at night. The specimens were, however, 
chiefly obtained in the afternoon. In view of the frequent complaints 
as to the destruction of fish by the sea birds protected by the Wild 
Birds’ Protection Acts, it would be a useful thing to have an exact 
investigation made on other species of birds to determine how far 
these complaints are well founded. 


THE REPRODUCTION OF FISHES. 


In continuation of former researches, Dr. Williamson has been 
engaged on an investigation on the reproduction of the Norway 
haddock (Sebastes marvwus), the common sea bream, and the Black Sea 
bream, which are landed, the former frequently, the others occasionally, 
by the trawlers at Aberdeen. It is shown that both the species of 
bream are hermaphrodite. Inthe common sea bream the reproductive 
organ when it first ripens is hermaphrodite, but at the next spawning 
it may be unisexual, and it seems probable that when in the herma- 
phrodite condition one sex specially predominates, that will be the sole 
functioning sex at the next spawning. A hitherto unidentified 
pelagic fish egg, taken in the tow-nets in May, June, and especially in 
August, in the Moray Firth and off the Shetlands, is assigned with 
probability to this fish. The Norway haddock is viviparous, and 
hence of much interest. Dr. Williamson examined a large number of 
specimens taken in each month of the year, and has described the 
condition of the reproductive organs in each sex, and especially the 
ovary, as well as the eggs and larve, the latter remaining in the 
ovarian cavity till after the yolk is absorbed. A paper will shortly be 
published giving the results of this research and illustrated with 
numerous figures. 


FISHERY INVESTIGATIONS IN THE NorRTH SEA. 


Since the 1st April last, when the international investigations in 
the North Sea were placed under the direct control of the Board, the 
fishery investigations of the research steamer, the ‘“‘ Goldseeker,” have 
been under Dr. Fulton’s charge, and have been carried out according 
to a monthly scheme submitted to and approved by the Board. The 
following is a summary of the work accomplished in the period :— 


Ixiv Twenty-ninth Annual Report 
Trawling Investigations. 


These were made in the months of April, June, July, September, 
October, and November, the vessel in the other months being chiefly 
engaged in the hydrographic observations, or laid up for repairs and 
overhaul. The total number of hauls of the trawl was 128, of which 
71 were hauls with the large otter-trawl, generally with a small- 
meshed net covering the cod-end, and 57 were hauls with a smaller 
beam-trawl. The aggregate number of fishes obtained was 168,000, all 
but a small number of which were measured and the sizes recorded, 
while a large proportion were opened and the condition of the repro- 
ductive organs determined and noted. In some instances, also, a 
proportion of the stomachs were removed and forwarded to the 
Marine Laboratory, where the nature of the food upon which the 
fishes had been living was ascertained by Dr. Thomas Scott. 

The trawling with the large otter-trawl was made on various 
grounds, including the Fisher Bank, the Witch Grounds, the grounds 
off Aberdeen and the Firth of Forth, and the Moray Firth. The 
trawling with the beam-trawl was confined to the old trawling 
stations of the “Garland” in the Moray Firth, and the Firth of Forth. 
These hauls were made with the same trawl-net as was used by the 
“Garland,” and as the investigations of that vessel were begun as long 
ago as 1886 in the Firth of Forth, and are being repeated on the same 
stations, and as nearly as possible at corresponding dates, comparison 
of the results with reference to the relative abundance of the various 
species of food-fishes at the different periods will be of interest and 
value. 


Haperiments on the Relation between the Size of the Mesh of Trawl 
Nets and the Fishes Captured. 


Former investigations have shown that even comparatively small 
changes in the dimensions of the mesh of trawl nets, especially in the 
cod-end, materially affect the numbers and the sizes of the fishes 
caught in it. In order to determine with precision the relation 
between the size of the mesh and the number and sizes of the various 
species of fish taken, several cod-ends have been used, each with a 
different mesh, the whole of the cod-end being enveloped in a loose 
bag of small-meshed netting to retain the fishes which pass through 
the meshes of the trawl. The various fishes caught in the cod-end 
and in the small-meshed netting respectively are then counted, 
measured, and recorded. ‘These experiments have been made on 
various grounds, in different depths of water, near the shore and far 
from the coast, and at various seasons, and similar experiments have 
been made with the ordinary commercial trawl-net for comparison. 
It will be possible, when the investigation is completed, to determine 
whether it would be practicable to fix a limit of the dimensions of the 
mesh, on certain grounds or at certain seasons, to enable the immature 
or small fishes to escape capture, without unduly interfering with a 
profitable fishery. The experiments also furnish important informa- 
tion as to the abundance of small fishes on the grounds, which 
normally escape being caught by the trawl net. In almost all cases 
the fishes which pass through the meshes of the commercial cod-end 
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exceed, and usually greatly exceed, the number retained, but the 
proportion varies very greatly. 


Marking Experiments. 


3) 


The number of food fishes which were “ marked” and _ liberated 
during the period amounted to 2528, of which 1915 were plaice, the 
others including eleven species of flat-fishes and round fishes. The 
fish taken in the trawl are selected according to their condition of 
liveliness and apparent vitality, and after being kept in tubs of 
running sea water for some time the best are picked out and 
“marked,” usually being returned to the tuos for several hours, after 
which the suitable ones are liberated at certain “stations” or selected 
localities. 'The mark consists of a numbered vulcanite disc, attached 
by a silver wire. The main objects of the marking experiments are 
threefold :—(1) to ascertain the migrations of the fish; (2) to 
determine the rate of growth; (3) to furnish information as to the 
extent or intensity of fishing on different grounds or parts of the sea. 
Of the fishes marked and liberated, 503 were caught later and 
returned, 500 of them being plaice, of which 26 per cent. were thus 
recaptured. It is unfortunate that the attempts to mark the haddock 
were unproductive of results, owing to the exceeding tenderness of 
this fish. Special precautions and a special mark are now being 
employed in such cases, and it is hoped that information may be 
obtained as to the movements of this important food fish. 


Observations on Reproduction of Food Fishes. 


In addition to the information acquired by ascertaining the con- 
dition of the reproductive organs of a large proportion of the fishes 
taken in the trawl, hauls were made at a large number of stations 
with special nets, with the object of determining quantitatively the 
abundance of the floating eggs of the various species at different 
seasons and at various localities. Drift-bottles were aiso thrown 
into the sea, containing numbered cards, in order to throw light on 
the course and rate of the currents by which the floating eggs are 
carried from the areas where they are spawned, and the floating 
larvee after the eggs are hatched. 

Reports on various branches of the investigations are in course of 
preparation. The records on board have been very efficiently kept 
by Mr. George H. Smith, and Captain Murray has spared no effort vo 
have the work promptly carried out,

At Granton about 80 trawl vessels land their 
catches, about two-thirds of which are 
carted to and sold at Newhaven, the 


remainder being usually railed direct to 
Glasgow. The trawling industry was 
generally successful ; the aggregate catch 
and value were the largest on record, ex- 
ceeding the preceding year’s returns by 
48,668 cwts. and £20,547. 
\ Bag-net fishing is almost the only method 
carried on at these villages, and fish 
principally obtained are sprats, sparling's, 
herrings, and codlings. The autumn fish- 
ing was very poor this year, but the year’s 
gross earnings from one source or another 
y were about as good as the average.

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APPENDIX L. 


REPORTS BY THE INSPECTORS OF SEA FISHERIES AND 
DISTRICT FISHERY OFFICERS. 


I.—Inspectrors oF SEA FISHERIES. 
General Inspector of Sea Fisheries, 


The results of the fisheries of 1910 were the most successful in the 
annals of the industry. Landings were exceptionally heavy, and 
prices of all kinds of fish maintained a high level, so that the earnings 
of both fishermen and fishworkers were very remunerative; while in 
addition tc those directly concerned in the capture, curing, etc., of the 
fish, the traders of nearly every fishing town on the coast benefited by 
the season’s prosperity. The great majority of those connected with 
the fishing industry had therefore every reason to be satisfied with the 
result of the year’s work, and practically the only persons who could 
not congiatulate themselves upon the result of their operations were 
the herring curers, who, in many instances, found themselves in the 
-unhappy pesition of having paid more for their fish than the prices 
subsequenitiy realised for the cured article justified. 

The principal feature in the means of capture was the large increase 
in the number of steam fishing vessels, and also in the number of motor 
boats. In the former there is an increase of 60, and in the latter of 
81. Alihough in the return of boats propelled by sails or oars there is 
a decrease of 261 and of £29,570 in value, the shortage appears insig- 
vificant when compared with the increase of £158,568 in the value of 
steam and motor boats. The increase in steam vessels is most notice- 
able in the districts of Banff, Buckie, Findhorn, and Wick, and in 
motor boats on the East Coast, at Eyemouth, and at Campbeltown and 
Ballantrae on the West Coast. These districts more than doubled the 
number of motor vessels as compared with the previous year. Motor 
boats of all sizes are now being used in every branch of the fishing in- 
dustry with gratifying success. The fishermen have realised that, 
apart from overtaking the early markets and obtaining top prices for 
their goods, a considerable amount of labour is saved in working the 
craft to and from the fishing grounds. From the results obtained there 
is every prospect that its success, although not so rapid as it had been 
in the case of steam power, is assured. 

Notwithstanding that several second-hand steam trawlers were dis- 
posed of to other countries, in this class there is an increase of four 
vessels. 

In the area of netting used in the fisheries there is an increase of close 
upon 5,000,000 yards, but the length of lines shows a decrease of 
over 2,000,000. The former was due to tiie increase in the number 
of steam vessels which are able to work larger drifts, and the de- 
crease in lines is due to less attention being paid to line fishing than 


formerly. The development in the means of capture may more readily 
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be understood when it is stated that the capital invested in steam and 
motor fishing vessels and also in gear has risen in five years from 
£4,117,549 to £5,450,141. 

During the year under review the total quantity of all kinds of fish 
landed in Scotland (exclusive of shellfish) was 8,709,655 cwts., which 
realised £3,100,387. These figures exceed the previous year’s totals 
by 17 per cent. in the catch and 8 per cent. in value. 

Of the total landings, 5,678,428 cwts. and £2,200,497 are referable 
to the East Coast, 2,074,873 cwts. and £599,645 t Orkney and Shet- 
land, and 956,354 cwts. and £300,245 to the West Coast of Scotland. 
The foregoing totals include 3,028,628 cwts. of herrings landed on the 
East Coast (including Northumberland), 1,967,053 cwts. in Orkney and 
Shetland, and 691,545 cwts. on the West Coast. The combined catch 
of all three sections exceeded last year’s by about 1,145,929 cwts. and 
£24,565 in value. 

Of all the branches of the fishing industry, the great summer herring 
fishing prosecuted on the East Coast and at Orkney and Shetland, in 
which upwards of 1000 steam drifters and practically all the 1st class 
boats on the coast were employed, is by far the most important; next 
in turn come trawling, lining, cod net, mackerel, and sprat fishing. 

The most striking points in connection with the herring fishing 
season of 1910 were the unusually early commencement, not only in 
the Shetland and Orkney Islands, but on the East Coast, the great 
success which attended the operations, and the early termination of 
the fishing. In previous years August was considered the premier 
fishing month, but last year the great bulk of the season’s catch had 
been landed by the end of July. Since the advent of the steam drifter 
there has been a tendency year by year to prosecute the fishing earlier, 
until last year a commencement was made in May. ‘The experience 
already gained in this early fishing has shown that the landing of such 
large quantities of unripe fish as were placed upon the market in 1910 
is detrimental to the best interests of the trade. Although in the 
beginning of the season there was a good demand for a limited quantity 
of these early herrings—owing to the Continental markets being practi- 
cally clear of the previous year’s stock—with better supplies of more 
mature herrings the demand for the early goods slackened, with the 
result that many parcels were neglected, stored, and ultimately found 
unkeepable. Another disadvantage of this early fishing (and its re- 
striction is beset with many difficulties owing to the numerous interests 
involved, such as kippering, freshing, etc., for the home and foreign 
markets) is that it is blocking the market with inferior goods, to the 
detriment of a more mature and keepable article caught and cured 
during the months of July and August. On the other hand, there is 
little prospect of fishermen reverting to the old date, as those who have 
invested in steam drifters realise that they cannot afford to have so 
much capital lying idle. Line fishing, which occupies their attention 
to some extent during the spring months, does not pay so well as 
herring fishing, hence their desire to commence herring fishing earlier 
year by year. The early fishing this season was sprung upon the 
Russian buyers, and large quantities were exported, but the experience 
they have gained with regard to these early herrings in such as will 
probably prevent, during the incoming season, a similar business being 
done in goods of the same description. Notwithstanding that within 
recent years there has been a great development of the Russian mar- 
kets, and that there has been practically an unlimited demand, the 
goods exported must be of such a nature as will enavle them to stand 
transport to the interior, which these herrings are not. The Russians 
appear to be quite as fond of a well-matured herring as the Germans, 
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and if the Scottish curer is to hold the field against all competitors, 
care must be taken to have reliable goods exported. 

The success of the season was largely due (1) to the mobility of the 
steam drifter fleet, (2) to an exceptionally good demand, and (3) to re- 
munerative prices, which encouraged the fishermen to prosecute the 
fishing with greater energy than. they would otherwise have done. 
With regard to (1), the steam drifter is capable of ranging the North 
Sea at will, and of locating the herring shoals at a greater distance 
from shore than the sail boat is able to do, also of landing their catches 
at any port which is found most convenient. Scores of these vessels 
shifted about from one port to another with a frequency which was 
most noticeable. Fifteen years ago it could not. have been anticipated 
that the steam drifter would have played such an important part in 
the development of the herring fishing industry. If the same rate of 
progress in steam drifters is maintained during the next decade, the 
catching power will at least be doubled, and sailing boats will have 
become almost obsolete. In previous years 30 to 40 miles from port 
with the sailing boat was considered a great distance to run to the 
fishing ground. Now the steam drifters in many cases cover from 140 
to 240 miles—going and returning—and are invariably able to land 
their catches several hours in advance of the boats propelled by sail, 
besides securing the best market prices. (2) The high prices main- 
tained throughout the season were due to the Continental markets 
being practically clear of the previous year’s cured herrings, and to the 
high price of all kinds of meat. (3) Competition was so keen at most 
of the ports that fresh herrings were often run up beyond their value, 
with the result that the fishermen and not the curers benefited. Taken 
as a whole, the average earnings of the fishermen were good, but un- 
fortunately the success was unevenly distributed. Steam-drifter crews 
during the season earned from £600 to £1500, and for the year at the 
various fishings on the English and Trish coasts from £2000 to £3000. 
The sail boats’ earnings ranged from £300 to £700, while the motor 
boats occupied a position midway between the steam drifters and sail 
boats. 

Of the East Coast stations, Peterhead was the most successful port, 
largely owing to its big fleet of steam vessels; while at Fraserburgh 
only moderate catches were landed. Up to two years ago Fraserburgh 
was the most important station on the coast. From the position of the 
shoals in the North Sea, the fleet fishing from this port, which con- 
sisted largely of sailing boats, was often at a disadvantage in reaching 
the fishing grounds owing to the variable weather conditions. Com- 
pared with the previous year, the landings at Macduff and at several 
of the other stations on the Moray Firth showed considerable improve- 
ment. The bulk of the landings were made by vessels visiting their 
homes for the week-ends to replenish their stores. 

The feature of the season at Wick was the remarkably fine weather 
and the regular fishing which was landed from start to finish. Only 
one blank day was experienced during the whole season, which was one 
of the most successful on record, extending over a period of four 
months. Stronsay, in Orkney, being situated in close proximity to 
the fishing grounds, was well patronised by a large fleet of steam 
drifters. Operations were attended with gratifying results, the land- 
ings being almost double those of 1909. With improved facilities for 
the landing of the fish, the development of the port as a fishing centre 
is practically assured. Although the season at Balta Sound opened 
earlier than in any previous year, the catches were unremunerative, 
particularly after May, with the result that the majority of the crews 
working in that direction proceeded to Lerwick. Trials were also 
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made at the early fishing on the west side of Shetland, but apparently 
there was a scarcity of herrings on the old familiar grounds, which was 
attributed by many of the fishermen to whaling. The catch of herrings 
at Lerwick exceeded all previous records. The season throughout was 
attended with gratifying results to both the Scottish and English 
fishermen who took part in the fishing. Lerwick, with its natural 
harbour and deep water, is more favoured by the English drifter than 
any of the other ports on the East Coast. Upwards of 300 vessels, 
other than Scottish, hailing chiefly from Yarmouth and Lowestoft, 
took part in the great summer herring fishing from this station. Many 
of these earned from £1000 to £1200. The earnings of the local fisher- 
men were better than for several years back, a good many crews having 
from £500 to £600. ‘ At the close of the fishing, which terminated 
earlier than usual, a portion of the fleet proceeded to prosecute the 
fishing off the Northumberland coast, and a number of curers with 
their employees also followed. Although the results were fairly 
satisfactory, the fishing was of short duration. Blyth, with its com- 
modious harbour, was the chief centre of operations. At Eyemouth 
the fishing opened early, and curing for the Continent was commenced 
in May. Five years ago there was practically none cured before the 
end of July. 

Although operations on the East Coast and in Orkney and Shetland 
had terminated so successfully in favour of the fishermen, the summer 
herring fishing prosecuted on the West Coast from Mallaig to Barra 
fell considerably short of the previous year’s catch. Not until July 
was the quality of the herrings considered good, but owing to the 
scarcity remunerative prices were secured. At several places on the 
West Coast, notably at Stornoway, the number of Ist class boats 
owned by local fishermen is decreasing. A number have been trans- 
ferred to other ports, while others have become unseaworthy. The 
men who owned these boats now proceed during the summer season to 
find employment as hired hinds on board steam drifters and _ sailing 
boats working from the great fishing centres on the East Coast. Not 
only do the East Coast fishermen depend largely on the Lews for hired 
hands, but also the curers for their supply of gutters and packers. 
Last year it was estimated that 1700 men and 2500 women workers be- 
longing to the Lews took part in the great summer herring fishing on 
the East Coast and at Shetland. 

Although the early catch at Castlebay was a partial failure, there 
was a revival of the fishing at a most unusual date (from July to end of 
September), and operations were carried on by a fleet of 100 steamers 
and 40 sailers that returned from the East Coast. The most prolific 
grounds were off the island of Canna, where some heavy takes of ex- 
cellent quality were secured. Although the stranger boats operated 
with much success, the earnings of the local craft for the year were 
under those of 1909. One gratifying feature in connection with the 
district is that several new and second-hand boats were purchased for 
herring fishing, and fishing material improved, which shows that the 
fishermen intend to put more energy into their work than hitherto. 

During the year the herring fishings of Loch Carron and Skye 
showed signs of revival. A number of the local fishermen operated 
with great success upon the shoals of herrings which entered the lochs 
on the west side of Skye, particularly Loch Snizort. Owing to the 
failure of the fishing in the Skye lochs, there has been a falling-off in 
the number of fishermen, boats, and fishing material during the last 
decade. 

The herring fishing in Fort-William district was attended with 
gratifying results. Mallaig was the chief centre, where, during the 
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months of January and February, heavy hauls were brought in trom 
the neighbourhood of Skerryvore and the Irish coast. 

The fisheries of the Clyde districts, which for the past five years have 
been the lowest on record, showed little signs of improvement. 

The herring fishing, upon whose success the prosperity of the in- 
dustry so much depends, was attended with poor results. 

The outstanding feature of the year in the Clyde districts was the 
large number of boats that were fitted with auxiliary motor power. 
The motor most in evidence is the ‘‘ Kelvin,’’ the initial cost of which 
is about £74. ‘The Clyde skiff is well adapted for its reception, and 
the boats in which it has been fitted were by far the most successful of 
the season. 

Early in June large shoals of herrings made their appearance at 
various points in Inveraray district, and fair takes were secured, but 
unfortunately by the end of July the great body of the fish had removed 
to more open waters, where the fishing could only be carried on under 
favourable weather conditions. Although the catch shows a slight 
improvement on the returns of the previous year, the results were 
again disappointing. Owing to the poor quality of the herrings 
caught, there was a decrease in the price as compared with the previous 
year of 4s. 6d. per cran. About 50 boats, with crews of four men in 
each, prosecuted the fishing in Loch Snizort and Loch Broom towards 
the end of the season with fairly satisfactory results. Mackerel were 
more abundant in Lochfyne than for several seasons back. The fish 
were of fair size and the quality good, but the markets were generally 
unremunerative. 

During the year under review the herring fishing in the Campbel- 
town district yielded exceptionally poor results, particularly in the 
local waters, while, owing to the poor quality landed, the price realised 
was 3s. per cran under that of the previous year. The great bulk of the 
herrings caught were obtained on the Ayrshire coast. It is gratifying 
to note that the fishermen’s earnings in other districts partially com- 
pensated for the poor results in the local waters. 

The feature of the season was the large quantity of herrings (2000 
crans) landed at Campbeltown by East Coast steam drifters prosecuting 
the fishing off the North-West coast of Ireland. It appears that the 
cheap coal which can be procured at Campbeltown was the means of 
inducing several of these vessels to land occasional catches of herrings 
there. The average price obtained was 14s. per cran. 

On account of the fishermen paying more attention to herring fish- 
ing, great-line fishing, except at Gigha, was almost neglected. The 
cod and saithe fishing prosecuted from this island was the most success- 
ful for many years back. 

In Rothesay district the fishing showed a slight improvement on the 
previous year’s returns. The great bulk of the herrings were secured 
with the seine net. Drift-net crews had generally a poor season. 
This latter method of fishing is being gradually abandoned in the 
Clyde waters. The average earnings of the seine-net crews were £300, 
while those of the drifters were from £65 to £85. 

Poor results attended the efforts of the fishermen of Greenock dis- 
trict. A small fleet of boats prosecuted the various fishings from 
practically all the towns on the coast from Saltcoats to Largs, but at 
no time were operations attended with any great success, either at line 
or net fishing. At Irvine the herring fishing was followed by several 
local and stranger crews working both seine and drift nets. The 
herrings were of indifferent size and quality, and realised low prices. 
The earnings of the few boats employed ranged from £50 to £100. At 
Millport, Largs, and Saltcoats also the catches were light and of poor 
quality. 
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Except at Glasgow, no landings were made by trawlers or steam 
liners at any of the ports in the district. Several cargoes of fresh her- 
rings were brought in from Downings Bay and the North-West High- 
land lochs, and in this respect the Glasgow market was fairly well 
supplied during the whole season. Cured West Coast loch herrings 
were in demand at from 30s. to 40s. per barrel. 

Compared with the return of the previous year, the value of the 
fisheries in Ballantrae district shows a slight falling-off. Although 
in the early part of the year good catches of herrings were obtained 
with the seine net, the summer herring fishing was prosecuted with 
varying success up to the month of October. ‘The fishing grounds lay 
along the Ayrshire coast and off the island of Arran. During the 
year there was practically no attempt made to fish the Ballantrae 
Bank either with the drift or trammel nets. Towards the end of the 
year several crews proceeded to try their luck in Loch Broom, but the 
fishing proved unsuccessful, and the earnings were poor. 

Steam line fishing was prosecuted by three East Coast vessels from 
Stranraer during the spring of the year. One of these vessels earned 
£500, but the earnings of the other two amounted to less than half of 
that sum, and were considered unsatisfactory. In 1908 as many as 18 
East Coast steam liners prosecuted the fishing from Stranraer, and it 
is to the unremunerative results of their operations in that year that 
the falling-off in the number of such vessels which have since operated 
from the port is attributable. 

Although mackerel were abundant and fair catches were secured, 
there was a difficulty in disposing of them at remunerative prices. 

As a result of the depressed condition of the fisheries in the Clyde 
districts during the past five years, the boat-building industry was 
practically at a standstill. 

The trawling branch of the industry is making slow but steady pro- 
gress. During the year there were landed in Scotland by this method 
of fishing 2,105,068 cwts., valued at £1,104,694, being an increase of 
59,015 cwts. in quantity and £139,173 in value. The average price 
per cwt. was 10s. 6d., as compared with 9s. 44d. in 1909. The increase 
in value is due to a better demand causing an advance in prices. For 
several years back a portion of the trawling fleet at Aberdeen was 
generally laid up for four or five weeks in summer owing to the poor 
demand and unremunerative prices caused by occasional gluts in the 
market, but during the year under review the supply never exceeded 
the demand, and prices were well maintained. The long-voyage vessels 
working in home waters made remarkably good earnings, the most 
successful having earned close upon £7000 for the year. Vessels 
operating on the nearer grounds were less successful, as their catches 
consisted largely of young haddocks of a small size. Although in the 
landings of haddock at Aberdeen there is a decrease of 139,940 cwts. 
and £15,890 in value, the returns of Leith district show an increase 
of 39,000 cwts. and upwards of £16,000 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year’s figures. As was the case with the Aberdeen vessels 
which operated on the near grounds, a large proportion of the catch of 
haddock consisted of small-sized fish, which brought comparatively 
low prices. On certain grounds in the north-western direction, 
where the supply of prime haddocks has seldom failed, there was a 
marked absence of fish. 

In the landings of round fish practically all kinds show an increase 
with the exception of haddock, in which kind there was a decrease of 
100,947 cwts. in quantity, although the value increased by £37,000. 

In trawled cod there was an increase of 100,310 cwts. in quantity and 
£67,395 in value as compared with the returns of 1909. 
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The total quantity of flat fish landed was 210,784 cwts., valued at 
£310,475, being a decrease of 750 cwts. in quantity, but an increase in 
value of £16,890. ‘Turbot, halibut, and lemon soles all show increases, 
while plaice, flounder, and brill show decreases. 

In the quantity of fish brought in from Icelandic waters and landed 
by foreign trawlers there was an increase of 111,369 cwts. in quantity 
and £39,121 in value as compared with the previous year. Had it not 
been for the heavy catches brought in by these vessels, the supply for 
cured-dried purposes would have been short of the demand. The keen 
competition and the high prices ruling was a great inducement to these 
vessels to patronise the port. Only ten local vessels tried the Icelandic 
waters, and, as the venture was not a success, the voyages were dis- 
continued. Apparently the German trawlers are able to work the 
fishing to better advantage than the Scottish. 

The line fishing industry shows a slight improvement. In the total 
quantity landed there is an increase of 16,491 cwts. in quantity and 
£23,668 in value as compared with the previous year. Considerably 
more attention is being given to steam lining than formerly, and the 
increase is almost entirely due to the landings of steam liners, who were 
encouraged to engage in this branch of the industry by the remunera- 
tive prices obtained. Good line fish, well handled, generally command 
the highest market prices. The best catches were obtained on the 
West Coast between Barra Head anil St. Kilda. Operations were 
also prosecuted as far as the Porcupine Bank on the West Coast of Ire- 
land. 

Owing to the scarcity of fish on the inshore grounds on both the Kast 
and West Coasts, small line fishing received little attention. At 
many parts of the coast it is difficult for the fishermen to derive a bare 
means of subsistence, and consequently less time and attention is de- 
voted to small line fishing than formerly. On the other hand, the 
introduction of the motor boat in the Shetland district has given a 
great impetus to small line fishing on that coast. The employment of 
these boats at haddock fishing had proved so satisfactory that six were 
working from Scalloway and Burray Isle, and one from Lerwick, before 
the close of the year. 

The quantity of white fish caught by nets on the coast of Scotland 
was 115,279 ewts., valued at £38,792. At several places on the coast cod 
net fishing has superseded great line fishing, particularly in the Moray 
Firth districts The same method of fishing is being prosecuted—although 
not on so large a scale as in the Moray Firth—at various parts of the 
coast, particularly where the waters are adapted for this method of fishing, 
more keenly than formerly. 

The total catch of mackerel landed on the coast of Scotland was 
43,831 cwts., valued at £10,965, as compared with 31,367 cwts. and 
£9425 in 1909. There were landed on the East Coast 9252 cwts., in 
Orkney and Shetland 6360 cwts., and on the West Coast 28,199 cwts. 
The average price per cwt. on the East Coast was 6s. 1]d., in Orkney 
and Shetland 4s. 1d., and on the West Coast 4s. 7d. Except in Loch 
Carron and Skye district, no regular attempt was made at this fishing. 
In the district referred to, the fishing opened in August and con- 
tinued up to the end of October, a fleet of 35 boats prosecuting it with 
fairly satisfactory results. The best catches were obtained in the 
waters between Raasay and the mainland. Prices throughout the 
season fluctuated from 6s. to 44s. per cran. Notwithstanding that 
there were fewer boats employed than usual, the season’s catch showed 
an increase of several thousand cwts. over that of the preceding year. 
At Stornoway mackerel of fair quality was landed in January and 
February, and again in May and August. In the early part of the 
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year the fish realised 25s. per cran for freshing, but thereafter prices 
fell to 4s. and ds. per cran for curing purposes. During the summer 
months large shoals of mackerel made their appearance in the waters 
of Barra district, but as there were no buyers present 300 crans, or 
practically half the quantity landed in the district, were disposed of 
for manure. ‘The number of barrels of mackerel cured on the West 
Coast was 1585, as compared with 1383 in 1909. 

Attempts to develop a mackerel-fishing industry in the Moray Firth 
and off the Orkney and Shetland coasts, Stornoway, Barra, and Loch 
Boisdale, have been made within the last 15 years by fishermen and 
private firms engaged in the fish-curing trade, and in every instance 
these attempts had to be given up because the results proved un- 
remunerative. Owing to the importance of the great summer herring 
fishing, the West Coast fishermen are reluctant to enter into the prose- 
cution of a regular mackerel fishing. There is an element of un- 
certainty about the mackerel fishing which discouraged fish-curers and 
fishermen from risking time and capital in its prosecution. The 
appearance of the fish is very uncertain. ‘They may be fairly plentiful 
during one season and absent during the next two. They may remain 
on the ground for only a week or two, and unless a fishing is made in 
that short period it cannot be made at all. Mackerel are surface 
fishes, and their movements are most erratic. In a series of three or 
four years a fisherman may have a successful season, but the fluctua- 
tions in the fishing have the effect of making the fishermen indifferent. 
It seems perfectly clear that mackerel fishing can only be profitably 
carried on as an adjunct of the herring fishing. 

Some light catches of sprats were secured in the Inverness and 
Beauly Firths, and also in the Tay, but in the Firth of Forth this 
fishing was practically a failure. The total landings in Scotland were 
9675 cwts., valued at £2894, as compared with 19,379 cwts. and 
£3002 in 1909. No reliance can be placed on this fishery, the move- 
ments of these tiny fish being so uncertain that years often elapse be- 
fore they return to the same waters again. During the past two years 
the supply of Scottish sprats was short of the demand for exportation 
to Norway and Sweden. Owing to the failure of the sprat fishing, and 
the non-appearance of the fish in the Firth of Forth, the Swedish 
buyers had to look for them elsewhere, and, luckily, a good fishing 
struck up at Brightlingsea, where large supplies were obtained at very 
reasonable prices. Although large quantities of sprats are annually 
secured in Norway, the Scottish article is much sought after. 
Formerly London was the chief market for this class of fish. 

The curing of herrings for exportation was carried on at practically 
all the stations on the Scottish coast. The quantity treated in this 
way amounted to over two million barrels, and closely approached the 
record figures of 1907. The East Coast districts accounted for 
1,148,241 of the total cured-gutted, Orkney and Shetland for 786,238, 
and the West Coast for 143,215. The demand for well-cured herrings 
is greatly on the increase, particularly in Russia and Germany, and, 
in a lesser degree, in America. In connection with this branch of the 
industry, it may be mentioned that upwards of 17,000 gutters and 
packers, 2600 coopers, and upwards of 4000 carters and labourers were 
employed on the Scottish coast. The conditions under which opera- 
tions are now being carried on compared with ten or twenty years ago 
have considerably improved. There is more shelter, better housing 
accommodation, and up-to-date sanitary arrangements. 

The progress that is now being made in the German deep-sea herring 
fishery carried on along the East Coasts of Scotland and England is 
most marked. The quantity cured in 1910 was 412,000 barrels, 
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practically double that of 1905, all of which have come into competition 
with the Scottish article. Twenty years ago the markets were not 
affected to the same extent, as the quantity cured was less than 
20,000 barrels. Several of the curing companies, who within recent 
years have added to their fleet of steamers, are awaiting the develop- 
ment of the motor before investing further in steam power. 

The quantity of cured herrings exported to the Continent in 1910 
was 1,718,2074 barrels, the value of which was £2,611,302. Of 
732,345 barrels exported to Russia, 56 per cent. was from the Kast 
Coast, 4] per cent. from Orkney and Shetland, and 3 per cent. 
from the West Coast. The increase to Russia compared with 1909 was 
158,037 barrels. Of 982,360 barrels exported to Germany, 65 per 
cent. was from the East Coast, 33 per cent. from Orkney and Shet- 
land, and 2 per cent. from the West Coast. The increase to Ger- 
many over the previous year was 195,678 barrels. Large quantities 
of herrings were again sent coastwise via Leith and Aberdeen for 
exportation by the regular trading vessels to the Continent. On 
several occasions the pressure was so great that special steamers were 
chartered for this purpose. Another feature of the export trade was 
the large number of vessels which loaded for the Continent at more 
than one port. 

Although in the manufacture of herring barrels there is a decrease 
as compared with the previous year, coopers had almost constant em- 
ployment. The season in which the men are most busily employed is 
during the winter. The early commencement of the herring fishing 
removes from the workshops about the beginning of May large numbers 
of men, now required for the supervision of herring-curing, who 
formerly remained at barrel-making until the beginning of July. The 
coopering industry is chiefly confined to the Hast Coast. At Aberdeen, 
Peterhead, and Fraserburgh there are several barrel tactories capable 
of turning out thousands of barrels weekly. Were it not for the 
enormous quantities of factory-made barrels produced by machinery, 
the supply would not meet the demand. A large proportion of the 
output was sent to Orkney and Shetland, and also to Yarmouth. The 
Board’s circular issued to the trade in March last has apparently put 
a check upon the use of inferior wood for the construction of herring 
barrels. The wood now used is superior to anything that has yet been 
produced for the purpose. During the year the Board’s officers made 
periodical visits to the workshops and factories to test the size of the 
barrels, and to see that the barrels were constructed in accordance with 
the Board’s regulations. 

In 1909 thousands of Scottish-made barrels were exported to 
Holland, but during the year under review the Dutch have evidently 
recognised the importance of providing new barrels for the reception 
of their herrings, with the result that five barrel factories have been 
established in that country. The barrels were made on practically 
the same lines as the Scottish, an improvement which, I venture to say, 
will have a considerable effect on the sale of Scottish goods, as the 
Scottish-made barrel is the one most favoured by the traders on the 
Continent. 

In the manufacture of the herring quarter-cran baskets there was a 
decrease of 9599 as compared with the previous year. The decrease in 
a measure was due to the large stocks that accumulated during the 
previous two years, and to the fact that a similar basket is now being 
manufactured in England and permitted as a standard measure in 
Scotland. Complaints were made during the year by Scottish curers 
regarding the basket manufactured in England being drawn in at the 
waist, and the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have issued instruc- 
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tions to manufacturers in England that there was to be no inward 
curve in the construction of the basket at the middle fitch. Their 
action in this matter will meet with the approval of the trade. 

Compared with the previous year, there was considerable activity in 
the boat-building industry at practically all the principal ports on the 
coast. Forty-eight steam drifters were built at a cost of £129,626, 
and 25 steam trawlers at £150,697. Seven of the latter were for 
foreign ports. With the exception of two lst class boats, one of 
which was built at Fraserburgh and the other at Buckie, the majority 
of those constructed were 2nd and 3rd class craft. The 1st class boat 
built at Fraserburgh was for the reception of a motor, and was to the 
order of the Congested Districts Board for Ireland. Besides the 
drifters above mentioned, several were built in England to the order of 
Scottish fishermen. 

Extensive improvements on existing harbours for the accommodation 
of the large craft now employed in the fisheries are being pushed for- 
ward at Wick, Buckie, Fraserburgh, Aberdeen, and Stronsay with 
considerable energy. It is expected that the progress made at Wick, 
Fraserburgh, and Stronsay Harbours before the opening of another 
season will be of such a nature as to relieve the congestion usually ex- 
perienced on a busy fishing day at these ports. In connection with 
steam herring fishing, facilities for the quick discharge of the herrings 
to enable vessels to proceed to sea without loss of time are of the 
greatest importance, and of these the chief is adequate harbour 
accommodation. A further extension of the harbour of refuge at 
Peterhead from the north side of the bay is also about to be commenced, 
and this improvement will undoubtedly make the port of Peterhead— 
owing to its proximity to the fishing ground—one of the foremost 
stations on the coast. Besides the improvements already in hand, 
there are projected schemes for Berwick, Eyemouth, Anstruther, and 
Stonehaven Harbours.  Centralisation of the fishing industry is 
annually becoming more marked, and is having a depressing effect on 
the trade of many of the towns and villages along the Aberdeen and 
Morayshire coasts.

During the year 1910 the various fisheries in the Northern division of 
Scotland, from Oban to Stornoway on the West Coast, and from Shetland 
to Buckie on the East Coast, were engaged in with good average success. 
The most important of these is the herring fishery, which within recent 
years has developed to such an extent that most of the fishermen now 
devote the whole of their attention to this branch of the industry. Although 
less relinble on the West Coast, especially in the lochs, where herrings are 
frequently got in great abundance, more or less herrings are caught on the 
West Coast in each month of the year. In the more important districts of 
Wick, Orkney, and Shetland the fishing is practically -confined to the 
summer mouths, but the tendency there also is for an extension of the 
period in which the fishing may be prosecuted to advantage. During the 
year under review operations were commenced in these districts about a 
month earlier than hitherto, with most gratifying results. For the month 
of May alone the catch for these three districts was 113,054 crans, valued 
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at £83,005, as compared with 9450 crans, valued at £5748, in 1909. At 
the close of the season the combined increase in the catch for these districts 
was 200,000 crans as compared with the figures for 1909. Nearly all the 
fishermen belonging to the two most important Moray Firth districts were 
throughout the greater part of the year continuously engaged in the various 
herring fisheries in English, Scottish, and Irish waters, chiefly on board 
steam drifters partially or wholly owned by themselves. [or the year the 
gross earnings of a number of the mest successful steam vessels ranged from 
£3000 to £4000. Efforts are continuously being made by these enterpris- 
ing fishermen to discover new fishing grounds. At the close of the 
Yarmouth fishing in 1909 a Lossiemouth steam drifter operated off Padstow, 
aud in afew weeks grossed over £1000. Last year, when the fishing was 
closed at Yarmouth, this crew, along with others from Lossiemouth, returned 
to Padstow and neighbourhood and met with remarkable success. 

All over the Northern division, especially on the West Coast, there was 
a further decrease in the number of sailing boats and in the extent and 
value of lines, At several of the more important places the area of netting 
exhibits an increase. [or the district of Buckie alone the quantity of 
netting is 36,912,600 square yards. As anticipated, there was a large 
addition to the steam fleet, the increase for the year being 37 vessels, all 
referable to the districts cf Buckie and Findhorn. The number of steam 
fishing vessels belonging to these two districts at the close of the year was 
321, valued at £837,000. A number of small, and three large, motor boats 
were also added to the fleet, the former being iutended for line fishing, and 
the latter for herring fishing. 

Contrasted with the preceding year’s figures, a much larger quantity of 
herrings was landed at several of the Moray Firth stations. In the early 
summer months fair takes of excellent quality were caught in the Firth, but, 
as in the preceding year, the bulk of the landings was brought in by 
district crews returning for the week-end. Great-line fishing in the Firth 
was again a failure. In general, better results were obtained at small-line 
fishing. As in the preceding year, fishing for cod with anchored nets was 
engaged in, chiefly from: Lossiemouth, Hopeman, and Burghead. At these 
three places alone a total of 48,060 cwts. was landed, being an increase of 
23,000 cwts. upon the catch for 1909. In 1910 the average price per cwt. 
was 7s., as against 6s. 6d. in the preceding year. The best results were 
obtained during the month of March, when the fish reached the shallow 
waters of the Firth to spawn. A large number of steam and sail craft was 
employed, and although the aggregate catch shows an increase, the 
individual takes were in general much lighter than in the preceding year. 

In Wick district the principal kinds of white fish caught are cod, haddock, 
and plaice. The former represented about 70 per cent. of the catch for the 
year, which now varies very little annually. Small-line fishing for haddocks 
and flat fish is of very little importance in this district, and a very large 
proportion of the cod fish accounted for was caught with hand lines. Prior to 
and for a number of years after the advent of trawling in Scottish waters, 
great-line fishing for cod, ling, etc., was successfully prosecuted from Wick 
by a large fleet of sailing boats, chiefly from the Banffshire coast. Since 
the establishment of the herring fishery at Wick remarkable progress has 
been made in this branch of the industry, and during the year under review 
the catch for the port was the heaviest recorded. Although there was no 
addition to the district steam fleet in 1910, a much larger number of steam 
vessels fished from Wick. A number of these were English craft. By 
another year the harbour accommodation will be greatly improved, which 
should induce a larger fleet of steam vessels to make this old-established and 
convenient centre their headquarters during the summer months. 

The herring fishery in Orkney district is an old-established industry. 
Previous to 1880 a small fleet operated, chiefly from the creeks in Burray 
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Sound. Thereafter Stronsay, having a commodious and accessible harbour 
attracted fishermen and curers from the East Coast, and has now become the 
principal herring-fishing station for these islands. With the assistance of 
the Fishery Board, suitable landing accommodation aud a liberal supply of 
fresh water are being provided to meet the requirements of the industry. 
Hitherto, herring fishing off the south-east or North Sea side of Orkney has 
not failed, whereas a successful fishing carried on for several years from 
Stromness, on the Atlantic side of the islands, failed completely. 
A commencement was made at herring fishing from Stronsay much 
earlier than usual. Throughout the season herrings were in 
abundance within a reasonable distance of the land, which enabled 
the fleet to get frequently to sea. The catch for June and July 
alone was 62,834 crans, and for the season was the highest on record. 
Severai of the local crews fished well, and earned from £300 to £500 each ; 
yet the uumber of these is steadily decreasing, and to all appearances this 
branch of the industry will soon be wholly conducted by fishermen from 
other districts. The white and shell fisheries of the district, conducted by 
local fishermen, were carried on with ordinary success. The small sail boats 
employed in these fisheries are rapidly being displaced by small motor boats. 
These enable the fishermen to get more frequently to sea in moderate 
weather, but as yet the craft in which the motor is placed are too small to 
cope with rough weather or to benefit the fishermen to any great extent. 

In Shetland the white fisheries were prosecuted with encouraging success. 
As in the previous year, haddocks were exceedingly abundant in Shetland 
waters, and but for unfavourable weather conditions which prevailed during 
the last two months of the year, the catch of these would have been very 
heavy. As evidence of the abundance of haddocks in these waters, it may 
be mentioned that a fleet of 15 small boats fishing from Scalloway landed in 
three days a total of 670 cwts. The fishermen generally were well equipped 
for the prosecution of this branch of the industry. For the first time a 
number of powerful motor boats were employed. These were specially built 
and engined to cope with rough weather, and the success obtained was so 
satisfactory that it is confidently expected there wiil be an increase in this 
class of craft by another year. As in the preceding year, a large fleet of 
steam and sail craft congregated at Lerwick for the prosecution of the 
herring fishery. Exteusive preparations were made by curers to deal with 
the catch. Coal merchants and others were well prepared to meet the 
requirements of the fleet and workers on shore. The fleet fishing from 
Baltasound and the west-side stations was smaller than usual. At the 
former place the fishing was only moderately successful, and on the west 
side it was again a complete failure. The bulk of the herrings recorded was 
therefore landed at Lerwick. From the commencement of the season good 
takes were landed daily, and for the month of May the catch for the district 
was 98,000 crans, as compared with 9100 crans for May 1909. Over 
182,000 crans were landed in June, and 108,000 cransin July. By the middle 
of August the fishing had become light and partial, and closed much earlier 
than usual. Including 6600 crans caught during the winter months, the 
catch for the year shows an increase of 103,150 crans as compared with the 
returns for 1909. 

The line fisheries of Stornoway district were prosecuted with improved 
success, whereas the herring fishing was less productive than in the preced- 
ing year. Several kinds of white fish, notably cod, ling, eel, and skate, 
appear to be plentiful oif certain parts of the district. Situated as the 
island is at such a great distance from the Southern markets, only a small 
portion of the catch landed at Stornoway can be despatched in a fresh con- 
dition. Haddocks are also plentiful in the neighbourhood of Stornoway, 
but until a preserving factory is established, so that haddocks, etc., can be 
put up in tins, there is not much prospect of a further development in this 
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branch of the industry. For many years after the herring fishery was 
established at Stornoway the recognised season was May and June. Later 
on a winter fishing was established ; now herrings are caught in each month 
of the year. For the first quarter the catch was 25,190 crans, in the second 
15,417 crans, in the third 6,789 crans, and in the fourth 6671 crans, being 
a decrease of 26,108 crans in quantity and £17,465 in value as compared 
with the preceding year’s returns. Most of the herrings accounted for 
during the first five months of the year were caught by East Coast crews, 
and during the remainder of the year by West Coast crews. The quality of 
the herrrings caught during the summer months was exceptionally good. A 
considerable portion of the catch was kippered and freshed. Those cured 
were exported to Germany, Russia, and America, and the sale returns were 
generally satisfactory. 

Previous to the development of the trawling industry in Northern waters, 
fishermen from the Banffshire coast invariably met with remarkable success 
at great-line fishing in Loch Broom district. Large quantities of cod and 
ling were caught during the spring months. These the fishermen cured and 
dried on the spot. Thereafter the fish were brought to Aberdeen, Leith, and 
Glasgow, and generally sold at from £17 to £20 per ton. Several of the 
local fishermen also became expert line fishers, and when the fishing failed 
removed to the East Coast. One of these, who settled at Peterhead, was 
amongst the first to become the owner of a steam fishing vessel, and for years 
has been considered one of the most successful net and line fishermen belong- 
ing to the port. Within recent years little has been done at line fishing, and 
the annual value of all kinds now caught varies from £4000 to £5000, being 
about the same annual value as the shell fisheries of the district. Ullapool, 
the principal village and herring-curing station, is one of the pioneer places 
created over 100 years ago for the development of the fisheries. Perhaps in 
no other district has the herring fishery proved so unreliable—varying 
annually from as low as 1000 crans to about 50,000 crans. For 
1910 the catch was 7293 crans. Extensive preparations were made by 
curers and others, and by the beginning of October a large and well-equipped 
fleet of sail and motor craft had congregated at Ullapool. In the latter part 
of October only was the catch sufficient to meet working expenses. There- 
after so little was done that the stranger crews left, and the curing stations 
were closed. 

The line fisheries in Loch Carron and Skye district vary little annually, 
For the year 1910 the value of all kinds accounted for was about £5000. 
Mackerel fishing was, as usual, engaged in to a small extent, and much better 
results were obtained than in the preceding year, over 8000 cwts. being 
landed, at an average price of about 5s. per cwt. Nearly all was caught 
during the month of September and forwarded to the English markets in a 
fresh state. The annual value of the shell fisheries of the district is about 
£6000, chiefly for lobsters and whelks, Herrings were fairly plentiful 
throughout the year, and the best results were obtained during the months of 
January, November, and December. For 1910 the catch was 30,092 crans, 
being an increase of 22,164 crans as compared with the returns for 1909. 
Owing to the comparative failure of the herring fishing in the principal 
lochs of the district for years in succession, the number of district fishermen 
is annually decreasing, and during the year under review most of the 
herrings were caught by crews from various West and East Coast districts. 
In the early part of the year the fishing was carried on in the neighbourhood 
of Kyle-of-Lochalsh, and the catch was immediately despatched by rail to 
the Southern markets. During the last quarter of the year most of the 
herrings were caught on the west side of Skye, and a large portion of the 
catch had to be despatched to, and cured at, Stornoway, yet owing to the 
keen demand for curing purposes the prices obtained were exceptionally 


high, 
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The white fisheries of Barra district were of considerable importance 
previous to, and for a number of years after, the commencement of herring 
fishing in the year 1868. Within recent years very little has been done at 
line fishing of any kind, and the catch for 1910 was about the poorest 
recorded. For many years the majority of the fishermen were employed 
during the summer months as hired men on board East Coast craft. The 
knowledge of herring fishing thus acquired enabled them to engage in this 
branch of the industry on their own account. Within recent years they 
have done very well at herring fishing, and during the year 1910 exception- 
ally well, especially during the summer months. For years after herring 
fishing was commenced at Barra, operations were confined to the months of 
May and June. More or less herrings are now accounted for in each month 
of the year, and during the past year there was an exceptionally heavy catch 
of superior quality during the months of August and September, in which 
the local fishermen largely participated. Although a large fleet of East 
Coast craft, steam and sail, operated during the months of May and June, the 
catch amounted to only 21,300 crans, at an average price of 17s, per cran, 
as compared with 14,200 crans, at an average price of 28s. per cran, 
for those caught during the months of August and September. For the 
year the catch was 40,023 crans, being a decrease of 5192 crans as compared 
with the catch of the preceding year. The annual value of the shell fisheries 
of the district varies from £5500 to £7000, the species chiefly taken being 
lobsters and cockles. 

Good results were obtained at great-line fishing in Fort-William district 
during the first five months of the year, and at herring fishing during June, 
August, and September, Fishing operations were carried on in the Minch 
from Dunvegan to Skerryvore. Moderate success was also obtained at 
small-line or haddock fishing from Mallaig. Three small motor boats en- 
gaged in this branch of the industry were by far the most successful. 
Herring fishing in the lochs of the district, upon which the local fishermen 
wholly depend, was again a failure, and practically the whole of the white 
fish and herrings accounted for during the year was landed at Mallaig by 
steam vessels and large sailing boats from the East Coast. Within recent 
years the N. B. Railway Company has done much to foster the industry by 
providing extensive accommodation at Mallaig for despatch by rail and for 
kippering and curing purposes. At Oban, where there is ample accommoda- 
tion for landing and despatch by rail, the Caledonian Railway Company has 
now provided extensive and suitable accommodation for assorting and curing 
fish. It is therefore expected that steam vessels fishing in the South 
Minch and off the Irish coast may more frequently than hitherto land 
their fish at Oban. 

Light takes of sprats of superior quality, amounting in the aggregate to 
about 1000 crans, were caught in the Inverness and Beauly Firths during the 
last quarter of the year. For these there was a good demand, chiefly by 
Swedish and Norwegan buyers, at the high average price of 32s. per cran. 
About three-fourths of the catch was preserved for exportation with a 
mixture of sugar, salt, etc., and will in due course be put up in tins as 
sardines. Small herrings, ranging in length from 7 to 8 inches, and in 
weight from 7 to 8 to the lb., were unusually abundant in these waters, and 
for these there was also an exceptional demand at from 10s. to 18s, per cran 
for the Aberdeen Preserving Works and for the English markets. Over 
9000 crans were caught. The best results were obtained in the Beauly 
Firth, where the water was so shallow that the boats frequently grounded 
with the ebb-tide before the nets could be hauled. One day towards the 
close of December 750 crans were caught. 

The slip specially constructed at Inverness for cleaning and repairing 
fishing craft was, as in the preceding year, largely patronised and highly 
appreciated by the owners of steam and sail vessels eigaged in the fishing

industry. Efforts are being made to provide more suitable accommodation 
for wintering fishing craft in the neighbourhood of the slip. Four large 
steam drifters were built at Inverness, and at the close of the year three 
others were almost completed,

[I.—Easr Coast. 
Lyemouth District. 


The district returns for 1910 show an increase of 17,424 cwts. in quantity, 
but a decrease in value of £4390, as compared with those of the preceding 
year. Although the earnings at the English autumn fishing were largely 
discounted by losses of fishing material, the season may be considered as 
having been fairly satisfactory to fishermen, while to curers the year’s 
results were in most cases unremunerative. 

In the English section of the district the means of capture remain 
practically the same as in the previous year. Une boat—the first—was 
fitted up with a motor engine. In the Scottish section two steam drifters 
were added to the fleet, while two sail boats were lost at sea, and other four 
removed from the register. ‘There was au increase in the value of boats of 
£11,286, mainly due to the addition of 11 motor boats, making a fleet of 22, 
of which 17 are fitted with the Gardner engine. Other three orders for motor 
engines have been given. There was little difference in the extent of fishing 
matezial. Further harbour improvements are to be carried out at Blyth, and 
a small landing pier is proposed for Berwick. Better harbour accommodation 
is required at Eyemouth, where over £66,000 is invested in boats and 
fishing material. 

Apart from the large increase in the motor fleet, the only outstanding 
features were the early commencement of the summer herring fishing, and 
the early curing for exportation. 

The winter herring fishing was a partial failure, the average earnings of 
the fishermen for 10 weeks’ fishing being only £10 per man. 

The tendency of late years has been towards making an early beginning at 
the summer herring fishing, and last year was no exception. The season 
was opened in May at North Shields and Eyemouth. ‘The catch for the 
month at North Shields--which has been an early station for a number of 
years—was about 12,000 crans, and at Eyemouth over 3000 crans. Although 
an early start was made at the other stations, the quantities landed were 
small, and it was the beginning of July before the season proper could be 
said to have begun. The season throughout was uneventful; fine weather 
favoured the prosecution of the fishing, and, with the exception of one day’s 
fishing at Blyth and North Shields, the landings were light and regular, so 
that curers easily overtook each day’s requirements. There was a marked 
absence of heavy shots, very few being over 100 crans. Curing for the 
Continent began in May at Kyemouth, and became fairly general during June, 
some 10,000 barrels being in cure by the end of that month. Five years 
ago there was practically none cured before the end of July. <A few 
hundred crans were landed at Blyth and North Shields during September 
but otherwise the fishing closed in August. The total catch as from Ist 
May was 256,504 crans, as compared with 256,570 crans in 1909, while the 
average price per crau was 17s. 10d., as against 21s. 5d. The principal 
fishing grounds were from 10 to 20 miles off the Farne Islands and 50 miles 
S.E. of Blyth. The herrings from the latter grounds were of splendid 
quality, but otherwise they were generally inferior. 
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Besides the 96,6013 barrels of feed herrings exported direct, 35,379 
were sent coastwise, and 3756 by rail to Leith (with the exception ‘of a few 
small lots to Aberdeen and Yarmouth) for exportation to the Continent. 

Of line-caught fish fully one-third was landed during the last three 
months of the year. Haddocks exhibited a slight increase in quantity and 
decrease in value. The average price per cwt. was 21s. 8d., as compared 
with 25s. ld. in 1909. The following figures show the downward trend of 
this fishing :—

The returns of crabs and lobsters were slightly below those for the preceding 
year. Crabs realised from 2s. 6d. to 4s. per score. 

Boatbuilders were principally employed in the alterations on boats to be 
fitted up with motor engines. Coopers were fully employed, but owing to 
large stocks being left on hand the prospects for the present year are not so 
bright. 

Only 11 crews prosecuted the early herring fishing from Irish ports. 
Their earnings ranged from £14 to £200, with an average of about £70 per 
crew. Very little was done at the English early herring fishing, as the boats 
only remained a few weeks, being attracted by the success of the home 
fishing. At the English autumn fishing stormy weather was experienced, 
and the loss of fishing material amounted to £1800 for the 43 crews. The 
average earnings of sail boats were £162; of motor boats, £320; and of 
steam drifters, £610, making the general average £336, as compared with 
£224 per crew in 1909. The quantity landed was over 2000 crans less than 
in 1909, but higher prices were obtained. 

Seven men were drowned by the foundering of a line boat, and one by 
being knocked overboard.

About 87 per cent. of the fish landed in this district was obtained by 
steam trawlers, and the remainder from the yawls which operate with nets 
and lines in or near the Firth of Forth. Asa whole the year’s work was 
fairly successful, showing an increase, as compared with the previous year’s 
results, of 39,376 cwts. and £21,244. Trawling produced the heaviest 
catch and highest value since its introduction here, the increase in the 
district total catch being solely due to its greater prosperity. About 80 
steam trawlers made fairly constant landings at Granton, this number being 
an increase of about eight vessels on the number at work in the preceding 
year. Of these, about 60 usually made Bro or three landings per week, and 
the remainder weekly landings. 

Although the vessels very frequently anise their field of operations, it 
may give an indication of the principal areas worked upon to say that the 
short-trip vessels fished from 10 to 60 miles in the radius N.E. to 8.E. from 
the May Island, while the weekly voyagers obtained the bulk of their catches 
on the grounds lying 160 to 240 miles chiefly E. and N.E. of the May, and 
occasionally in the neighbourhood of the Shetland and Orkney Isles. 

The range in the catches of the bi-weekly voyagers was usually from 40 to 
80 boxes, and the long-voyage vessels landed from 100 to 200 boxes each 
per trip. In reviewing the progress of the trawling industry for the year, 
some features deserve special notice. An increase in the aggregate catch of 
haddocks, amounting roundly, as compared with the preceding year’s figures, 
to 39,000 twts, and over £16,000 in value, appears to be a good and hope- 
ful sign, but it appears as well that a larger quantity of the year’s catch 
was of small size, and on that account brought comparatively low prices, the 
fish being, in fact, sometimes quite unsaleable. Regarding this, there appears 
to be an opinion among trawl fishermen, born of past experience, that heavy 
shoals of smali haddocks make their appearance at intervals of from five 
to seven years, and certainly during the period from about May to 
September of this year a large body of small haddocks was met with on the 
grounds frequented by the local trawlers. 

In the other varieties of fish landed by trawlers, there was remarkably 
little change in the catch as compared with recent years, and in regard to 
the increased landings referred to above, due allowance must be made for 
the greater number of vessels at work. It is satisfactory to note as well 
that the prices obtained were rather better this year than last, owing, it is 
believed, to an increased demand for fish as a substitute for other food 
commodities, which were at a relatively high price for a considerable period 
of the year. 

The winter herring fishing—there is practically no summer herring fishing 
here—commenced about the middle of December, 1909, but was not success- 
ful until January following, and it closed about the end of April. In 
all 71 boats belonging to the district were employed in it, and the bulk of 
the catch was obtained between Granton and Kirkcaldy. Almost the whole 
of the catch was obtained by means of drift nets, as seine-trawling was not 
much resorted to. The year’s catch by drift-net boats was 4832 crans, as 
compared with 2714 in the preceding year, and the earnings were higher by 
£2298. Almost the whole of the catch was used in a fresh state locally. 
The fishermen of Cockenzie and Fisherrow, besides engaging in the herring 
fishing at the Scottish north-east coast stations, take part in the English and 
Trish fishings. This year 25 sail and five motor boats were employed at the 
English fishing centres, and nine sail boats in Ireland. Their aggregate 
catch at these fishings was 9635 crans, and the value about £10,500, but 
the crews sustained a heavy loss in nets and fishing gear. 

In 1909 the Newhaven fishermen had a successful fishing of sprats, but 
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this year the sprats barely put in an appearance at all in the Firth of Forth, 
except for some small lots in the upper reaches, so that the earnings in this 
section fell off by a little over £2000. 

The result of the line fisheries of the district, though little changed from 
the previous year, show still a perceptible decline ; except that, in common, 
apparently, with the increase in trawled haddocks, the line catch of that 
variety was about twice as heavy. In the landings of shell fish, which are 
about the highest in value of any fishery district in Scotland, the principal 
varieties are crabs and clams; and it is a curious circumstance that the 
year’s earnings in this section were £5051—just £1 higher than in the 
preceding year. A considerable quantity of partia!lly-cured codfish was 
brought into Leith in course of the year from Iceland and Faroe by vessels 
belonging to these islands, and supplies of the same kind were also brought 
from Hull and Grimsby. During the winter, too, frequent consignments of 
Swedish fresh herrings were delivered at Granton by the regular trading 
steamers, and small supplies of Norwegian herrings came into the district 
via Hull, the bulk of which was kippered and consumed locally. 

Large shipments of cured herrings, via Leith, to German and Russian 
ports, were made by the weekly trading steamers continuously throughout 
the year, but the export showed a decrease of 28,241 barrels as compared 
with the former year’s total. There was, however, an increase of 2012 
barrels in fresh herrings.

Anstruther District. 


The returns of fish landed in this district for the year just closed show an 
increase on those of the preceding year, which, however, so far as the local 
fisheries were concerned, was one of the most unsuccessful years on record. 
The increase in the catch is referable chiefly to herrings, the winter herring 
fishing and also the summer herring fishing having been attended by better 
results. 

Compared with the preceding year, the returns of the numker and value 
of vessels and gear show a slight increase. Two new steam drifters were 
added to the district fleet, but owing to the increase in this class of vessel, 
the number of sailing boats of the largest size is gradually falling off. On 
the other hand, there is an increase in the number of sailing boats of from 
30 to 45 feet of keel, these boats being considered more suitable for prose- 
cuting the inshore winter herring fishing. In the course of the year two 
motor engines were installed in district boats—a “Gardner” engine and a 
‘“‘Grei.” The former was fitted in one of the largest sailing boats about the 
beginning of summer. The crew prosecuted the herring fishing at northern 
stations and on the English coast, and the gross earnings amounted to over 
£900, which was almost double the average amount earned by the crews of 
sailing boats during the same period. The “ Grei” engine was installed in 
a new second-class boat, which, although registered as a fishing boat, was 
used mostly for demonstration purposes, and has now been sold to owners 
abroad. At the close of the year arrangements were made for the installation 
of motor engines in other sailing boats, and negotiations were completed for 
the purchase of two steam drifters by district owners. 

The winter herring fishing during the last few years yielded very poor 
returns, and although the catch for the past season shows an increase on 
that of the preceding year, the results cannot be described otherwise than 
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unsatisfactory. Operations were commenced about the beginning of 
January and were continued by a smaller fleet than usual till the first week 
of April. Throughout the season herrings were very scarce on the fishing 
grounds in the Firth of Forth. At the close of the season a shoal of 
herrings was located close inshore between Anstruther and Crail, and, for a 
few nights, comparatively heavy takes were obtained. As only small boats 
could be employed, so close was the shoal inshore, very few crews par- 
ticipated in the success. The catch for the season amounted to 11,364 
crans, compared with 8115 crans for the corresponding season of the 
preceding year. Most of the herrings landed were despatched to market in 
a fresh state. About 600 barrels were cured gutted for exportation. 

The summer herring fishing showed signs of further development. About 
the middle of June a small fleet commenced operations from Anstruther, and 
as herrings were obtained from 15 to 40 miles east of the May Island, a 
regular and successful fishing was carried on for a few weeks. The number 
of crews employed soon increased, and at the end of July over 14,000 crans 
had been landed. Unfortunately, during August the fishing was almost a 
failure, and the season closed about the end of that month with a total 
catch of 16,020 crans, compared with 8048 crans for the corresponding 
season of 1909. Most of the catch was cured gutted for exportation, but 
as the herrings were of poor quality during the early part of the season, 
when the greater part of the catch was landed, only a small proportion of 
the cure was presented for the official brand. The development of the 
summer herring fishing in this district is seriously hindered by the absence 
of a deep-water fishing harbour. During the past season the local steam 
drifters, when fishing off this coast, were often compelled, at certain states of 
the tide, to proceed to other harbours at a much greater distance from the 
fishing grounds, where they could enter and discharge their catches. The 
Anstruther Harbour Anthorities have adopted a scheme for deepening and 
improving the existing harbour, but it remains to be seen if they will 
be successful in obtaining the necessary financial assistance to enable them 
to carry out their proposals. 

Great-line fishing received little attention, and, in consequence, the catch 
of cod, ling,! &c., shows a falling off. Small-line fishing, especially during 
the latter half of the year, was fairly successful. Small haddocks were very 
plentiful on the Firth of Forth grounds, and the catch shows a substantial 
increase. 

The shell fisheries were attended by poor results. Lobster fishing was 
regularly prosecuted, and the catch is slightly greater than that of last year. 
Crabs were less plentiful. For a number of years the quantity of mussels 
landed has been gradually falling off. 

The steam fishing vessels belonging to this district were employed for 8 
months, viz., from lst April to 30th November. During the first two 
months they were employed either at great-line fishing or at the early 
summer herring fishing. The results were not satisfactory. During the 
summer fishing season fishing operations were carried on from Shetland 
to North Shields. The average gross earnings for that period amounted to 
£840 per vessel, compared with £949 for the corresponding pertod of 1909. 
The autumn herring fishing on the English coast yielded average gross 
earnings of £547 per vessel, which exceeded the average for the same 
season of the preceding year by £79. For the eight months during which 
the vessels were employed the average gross earnings amounted to £1597. 
compared with £1652 for the same period last year. The average working 
expenses were slightly less than in 1909, the figures being for 1910, £501, 

and for 1909, £517. 

A considerable number of crews from this district were employed 
at herring fishing on the north coast of England during the month 
of August and September with fair success. During the autumn 111 
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crews from this district were employed at herring fishing at Yarmouth 
and Lowestoft. The weather during the season was stormy, and fishing 
operations could not be carried on regularly. For the crews of steam fishing 
vessels the season proved fairly remunerative, but crews of sailing boats 
fared badly, their gross earnings per crew being only £130. Altogether it 
is estimated that 165,960 cwts. of herrings, valued at £58,745, were landed on 
the coast of England by crews from this district. Unfortunately, during the 
autumn fishing there was considerable loss of fishing gear. The loss of nets 
and ropes of the district fishermen alone is estimated at close on £3000. 

Three crews, employed for a few weeks at herring fishing on the Irish 
coast, landed a total of only 204 ewts., valued at £70. 

Five lives were lost during the year in connection with the district 
fisheries. On the morning of the 3lst March a Pittenweem boat foundered 
off Cellardyke through being overloaded with herrings, and four members of 
the crew were drowned, and a St. Monans fisherman was drowned off 
Peterhead through being knocked overboard by the sail. 

Boatbuilders were employed mostly at repairing work, only four small 
boats being built in the district. The employment for coopers was good.

Montrose District. 


The total value of all fish landed in this district during 1910 exceeded 
that of the previous year by £8716. Drift-net fishing showed a consider- 
able improvement on the results of the two preceding years, but line fishing 
continued to show a downward tendency. Trawling remained stationary so 
far as quantity was concerned, but there was a rise in point of value. 

Compared with the figures for the two preceding years, which were, 
however, rather above the average, the total value of shell-fish exhibited 
a slight decrease. 

There was no change in the number of steam fishing vessels belonging to 
the district. 

A new boat, 25 feet keel, fitted with a “Gardner” motor engine, was 
built for a crew of district fishermen for the prosecution of small-line and 
lobster and crab fishings. 

Owing to the decline of the inshore fishings, which has been noticeable 
at the different creeks for a number of years past, the fleet of sailing boats 
continues to show a gradual decrease, and the same remark applies to the 
extent and value of fishing gear. 

The fishermen employed are also becoming fewer in number, as many of 
the younger men, rather than remain at home and risk an uncertain means 
of livelihood on board sailing boats, prefer to migrate to the larger centres, 
where they have a better chance of getting berths on board steam fishing or 
trading vessels, or obtaining some steady employment on shore. 

Four steam fishing vessels (other than trawlers) were employed for periods 
“of from 9 to 11 months. 

Great-line fishing was engaged in during the earlier months of the year, 
and the average earnings per vessel amounted to £671, an increase of £50 
as compared with the earnings for 1909. 

The results of the summer herring fishing, when the vessels fished chiefly. 
from Aberdeen and Montrose, were only moderate, the gross total earnings 
(£2582) showing a decrease of £127 from the returns for the previous year. 

Notwithstanding the exceptionally high prices which obtained at 
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Yarmouth and Lowestoft, the results of the herring fishing on the English 
coast were rather disappointing. Operations were greatly interrupted by 
stormy weather, and, owing to the large fleets engaged at these ports, there 
was also a deal of congestion to contend with both in the harbours and on 
the fishing grounds. 

For their full period of employment during 1910 the vessels above 
referred to earned £7530, as against £7900 for 1909. 

Two sailing boats, fitted with auxiliary motor power, were engaged for 
about 7 months in herring fishing off the Scottish and English coasts. The 
results of their operations were, on the whole, satisfactory, and the average 
per boat was £120 better than in the previous year. 

The sprat fishing in the Tay was a complete failure in the first two 
months of the year, but during November and December a moderate 
am unt of success was met with. Prices were from 20s. down to 2s. 6d. 
per cran, The catch was all despatched in a fresh state to the Southern 
markets. 

The summer herring fishing commenced early in June and ended about 
the 20th August, the total catch being about double that of. the previous 
year. The most successful results were obtained between the middle of 
June and the first week in August, after which date the fishing was light 
and disappointing. Operations were carried on from 16 to 80 miles in a 
south-easterly direction, but the principal fishing grounds were from 40 to 60 
miles off. Although the quality of the herrings was, on the whole, superior 
to that of the preceding year, still the greater proportion of the catch 
contained neither roe nor milt, and was thus unsuitable for the more 
valuable selections. Prices ranged from 8s. to 28s. per cran, the average 
being 15s. 8d , as compared with 19s, 3d. per cran for 1909. 

During spring ten sailing boats prosecuted the great-line fishing at 
Hartlepool and Scarborough, where their average earnings amounted to £70 
per boat. 

Small-line fishing was regularly carried on, but there was again a falling 
off both in the quantity and value of fish landed. During the past ten or 
twelve years this branch of the fisheries has fallen off to an alarming extent, 
till, at the present time, it is difficult for line fishermen to derive a bare 
means of subsistence for themselves and their families. In 1896 the total 
landings of line-caught fish amounted to 162,000 ewts., and in 1897 to 
116,000 cwts., as compared with 27,352 cwts. in 1910. This great decrease 
is partly attributable to less time and attention being devoted to line fishing, 
but stili it is quite evident that fish are not now nearly so plentiful on the 
inshore grounds as they were prior to the years above referred to. 

The usual fleet of steam trawlers was employed at Dundee and Montrose. 
About the same quantity of fish was landed, but there was an increase in 
value of nearly £6000 on the figures for 1909. The total number of 
arrivals was 1284, with an average catch per arrival of fully 56 cwts. and an 
average value of nearly £30, as compared with 1283 arrivals, 56 cwts., and 
£26 respectively in the preceding year. 

There was a drop of nearly 5000 ewts. in the quantity of mussels landed 
from the district beds. This decrease is traceable to the decline of line 
fishing, in which mussels are chiefly used for baiting the lines. 

The results of lobster and crab fishing were rather better than last year, a 
decrease in crabs being more than counterbalanced by an increase in the 
value of lobsters landed. 

The returns of unclassified shell-fish were also slightly above those of 
1909, 

Boatbuilding was very slack throughout the year, and only one steam 
drifter and a second-class sailing boat were launched from the yards in the 
district. An order for a new steam drifter for this district has been placed 
with Aberdeen builders, and this vessel is expected to be ready early in June. 
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Coopers were regularly employed, but during the early part of the year 
they were restricted in their output of barrels. Over 13,000 empty barrels 
were sent from this district for use on other parts of the Scottish and 
English coasts. 

By the end of August the district fleet of 70 sailing boats was engaged in 
the herring fishing on the north-east coast of England, and, of this number, 
two subsequently proceeded to Yarmouth. MHerrings were scarce on the 
fishing grounds, and the earnings ranged from £8 to £290, which gave an 
average of only £63 per boat, as against £168 in the previous year. 

It was estimated that, on the English coasts, the loss of and damage to 
fishing gear sustained by fishermen from this district amounted to about 
£1100. 

The two fishery barometers in this district are in good working order.

Stonehaven District. 


The total quantity and value of fish landed in Stonehaven district in 1910 
exhibit a slight increase compared with the returns for the preceding year. 
Herrings and white fish show an increase of 3018 cwts. in quantity and 
£126 in value. Shell-fish also show a small increase in value. 

There are no changes of any importance in the means of capture returns, 

The summer. herring fishing at Stonehaven opened in the first week of 
June. The fleet comprised 19 local sailing boats, but throughout the 
season a number of stranger crews put into harbour with their catches when, 
owing to spells of calm weather or contrary winds, they were unable to 
make their own ports. The season’s results were not satisfactory, several 
factors operating against success, such as unsuitable weather, distance to and 
from the fishing grounds, and the local crews delivering their catches at 
every available opportunity in Aberdeen, where better prices could be 
obtained. Notwithstanding, 1162 crans, valued at £479, were landed more 
than in the season of 1909. The average price per cran was 13s. ld., 
against 14s. 1ld. in the previous year. The crews fished for the most part 
on the fishing grounds from 30 to 100 miles E. to S.E. by S. from Stone- 
haven. A feature of the season was, that from the commencement of the 
season to the finish, the herrings were all got on the distant fishing grounds. 
As the season advanced herrings became scarce, and in consequence a 
number of local boats proceeded to Scarborcugh and other English ports in 
the month of August. The few remaining boats cositinued fishing for some 
time with indifferent success. 

Ten large sailing boats fitted out for the great line fishing, and a 
commencement was made in the first week in April. The season was not 
successful. Most of the vessels landed their catches in Aberdeen, where 
better prices were to be had, especially for cod and ling for splitting and 
curing purposes. The quantity landed at Stonehaven was limited to week- 
end deliveries, when the crews came home. Scarcity of fish, and the early 
start at herring fishing, has been telling of late against this branch of the 
industry, which was of some importance several years ago. The earnings 
this season were poor for the most part; the best-fished boat earned £90. 
The cod and ling returns show considerable decreases compared with those 
of last year, and in consequence less was done than formerly in curing and 
drying fish for export. 

Small-line fishing was steadily prosecuted at the various small creeks in 
the district. The year may he classed as an average one. Haddocks and 
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flat-fish exhibit small increases, while whitings and other classes of fish show 
slight decreases when compared with the returns for 1909. 

The shell fisheries in the district continue to receive considerable attention. 
At Catterline, Shieldhill, and Crawton large quantities of crabs were 
despatched to market by the fishermen, who consign their catches them- 
selves, and thus reap the benefits to be derived from being their own 
merchants. In the number of crabs and lobsters caught, and the value 
obtained, there is an increase as compared with last year’s returns. 

Curing of herrings for the Continental markets was carried on at Stone- 
haven during the summer fishing season. The greater part of the year’s 
cure was secured comparatively early in the season, particularly during June 
and July, and in consequence branding was limited. When the herrings 
were eligible for it, they were all presented for the brand. A fair proportion 
of the seasons’ herring catch was kippered and freshed, and sent mostly to 
the Southern markets. 

It is highly satisfactory to be able to report that no lives were lost in 
connection with the fisheries during the year. 

Fourteen Stonehaven crews proceeded to the English herring fishing. 
Ten boats fished from Scarborough during September and October, and met 
with poor success. The average earnings per boat only came to £47, the 
best-fished earning £100, and the lowest £20. The other four boats fished 
from Grimbsy. They had fair success, averaging £124, the best-fished 
boat realizing £160 and the lowest £90. 

The Stonehaven Harbour Commmissioners have recently received from the 
Treasury an offer of a grant of £6000 and a loan of £7000 to be spent in 
deepening and extending the harbour. The Stonehaven town rates are to 
be security for the loan, and the Town Council are meantime considering 
the matter, with a view to getting the time allowed for the repayment spread 
over a period of i:fty years, instead of thirty years as stipulated in the offer.

Aberdeen District. 


In reviewing the results of the fishing industry for 1910, it is gratifying 
to be able to report that the year’s operations in the principal branches of 
the industry were markedly prosperous, the catch being a record one, both as 
regards quantity and value. Including the landings by foreign trawlers, it 
amounted to 2,299,276 cwts., valued at £1,137,866 respectively. It is 
noteworthy that the combined catches of steam trawlers and steam line 
fishing vessels have, for the first time in the annals of the industry, realised 
over one million pounds sterling. Generally speaking, the trawling industry 
experienced a fairly remunerative season, and most vessels did remarkably 
well, their gross earnings being considerably above the average, chiefly on 
account of the high prices realised for fish. Steam line fishing was likewise 
specially good, the landings exceeding all former records. Although the 
herring fishing shows a slight increase in the catch, the value was £10,201 
less than in 1909, The small-line fishing, which may now be looked upon 
as a decaying industry, was by no means successfully prosecuted, and fisher- 
men barely earned a living wage. The weather throughout the year was 
very unsettled, especially during the opening and closing months of the year, 
and this militated greatly against regular fishing by the smaller craft. On 
the whole, the season favoured the fishermen more than the curers, as the 
latter had invariably to pay too high prices for fish, thereby leaving little or 
no margin for profit. 
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In the means of capture there was an increase of 6 trawlers, notwithstand- 
ing that a number of the largest and most up-to-date vessels were sold to 
Portuguese owners, and that five vessels were wrecked during the year. These 
vessels were replaced by new vessels and by second-hand ones purchased 
from English ports. Steam liners and drifters show little change, although 
the extent and value of fishing gear have increased. There was a decrease 
in the number of sailing boats, extent of fishing gear, and fishermen employed. 
Some of the fishermen have joined steam vessels, while those at the 
outlaying stations have taken mostly to labouring work. 

The important trawling industry was conducted with exceptional success 
from a monetary standpoint, showing an increase in the value of fish landed 
of £127,055 as compared with 1909. The long-voyage vessels made re- 
markably good earnings in home waters, and the best-fished vessel totalled 
£6944 for the year, notwithstanding the rough weather and scarcity of fish 
at times experienced on certain grounds, especially on the north-western 
grounds, where the chief supply of prime haddocks has been obtained during 
the past 15 years. The smaller trawlers, fishing on the nearer grounds, were 
not quite so fortunate, as their catches consisted largely of haddocks of the 
smallest size, and there is no denying the fact that these grounds show 
depletion to an alarming extent. It is very remarkable that the catch of 
haddocks shows the large decrease of 139,940 cwts., while the value has 
increased by £15,890 as compared with the figures for 1909. Plaice like- 
wise exhibit a notable decrease of 4005 cwts. It is very difficult to give 
any authentic reason for this shortage, but over-trawling appears to be telling 
on the supply of both haddocks and plaice. The most outstanding feature 
of the year was that no glut of fish occurred, the demand on all occasions 
being fully equal to the supplies landed, with the result that prices main- 
tained a very high level, and no vessels were laid up during the summer in 
consequence of bad markets, which formerly was the case. No less than 40 
vessels were laid up for fully a month during 1909. Another feature was 
the immense quantity of very small haddocks landed during the autumn 
months, which were largely purchased by manure factories at from ls. 2d. to 
ls. 9d. per cwt. for manufacture into “fish food” for cattle, now in great 
demand on the Continent. The quantity of small plaice landed was not 
nearly so great as in previous years. There were 239 vessels regularly 
employed at trawling, besides numerous arrivals of strangers and foreign 
vessels, as against 236 vessels in the preceding year. The most successful 
months were March, April, and May. ‘The average catch per arrival was 
150°9 cwts. and value 10s. 64d. per cwt., compared with 148-7 cwts. and 
9s. 4d. per cwt. in 1909. The quantity of fish landed by foreign trawlers 
greatly exceeded that of any previous year, amounting, as it did, to 219,425 
ewts., valued at £63,196, as contrasted with 121,175 cwts., valued at 
£24,941, in 1909. Had it not been for the heavy landings made by foreign 
trawlers, the supply of fish available for cured-dried purposes would have 
been infinitesimal, and many of the yards would have been closed for want 
of supplies. The keen demand by curing firms was undoubtedly the chief 
reason of the high prices ruling for fish. If foreign trawlers were to desert 
the port it would be a bad outlook. . 

The Faroe fishing was not attended with any degree of success, owing 
chiefly to stormy weather and the difficulty even in fine weather of locating 
fish. The returns shows a decrease of 4853 cwts. from those of the previous 
year. 

Fishing at Iceland was commenced early in the year by German trawlers 
with encouraging success, and continued until the close of the year. Only 
ten local vessels fished in Icelandic waters during April, May, and June, 
during which period they met with moderate success, but operations were 
discontinued, as the venture was not paying owing to the heavy expenses of 
the long voyages. It would appear that German trawlers can fish Icelandic 
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waters when the local vessels are obliged to give it up as a losing concern. 
The catch from these waters shows an increase of 111,369 cwts. in quantity 
and £39,121 in value when compared with the preceding year’s figures. 

A number of trawlers were, as usual, fitted out for the herring fishing off 
Barrahead, but the venture turned out a complete failure. This was 
attributed to the pollution of the fishing ground last season by the saithe 
thrown overboard. The practice is greatly to be deprecated, and, it is to be 
hoped, will be discouraged in future by all skippers. Steam line fishing was 
carried on with highly satisfactory results, and the catch landed exceeded any 
former year’s record, showing an increase of 65,537 cwts. in quantity and 
£41,251 in value over the figures for 1909, The vessels fishing for halibut 
at Rockall and off the west coast of Ireland were the most successful, the 
best-fished vessel earning £4820. The vessels employed entirely at line 
fishing did much better than those engaged partly at line fishing and partly 
at herring fishing. The liners fishing on the nearer grounds had also a fair 
season, and lining will probably receive more attention in future in conse- 
quence of the high earnings made by most vessels. The average price 
realised for fish was lls. ld. per ecwt., against 10s. 74d. per cwt. in 1909. 
No sailing boats were employed at great-line fishing, and the few fish landed 
were by stranger crews. Cod-net fishing was tried for the first time by five 
steam drifters, but the venture did not pay, and some of the crews are offer- 
ing their gear for sale. The small-line fishing is gradually becoming of little 
importance as an industry, and for a long period during 1910 nothing but 
very small haddocks were caught, which were of little value. air catches of 
plaice were for a time landed, but altogether the fishermen earned a poor 
livelihood. 

The summer herring fishing started early in May, and up to the end of 
June was fairly successful, but towards the end of July herrings became 
scarce, and the boats began to move south to Blyth and Shields, so that by 
the first week in August the fleet of boats was greatly diminished, and very 
little was done afterwards, Most of the curers also went south with their 
coopers and women gutters. Although the catch was slightly greater than 
in 1909, the season proved unremunerative to curers owing to the high prices 
paid for the “green” fish. The season again favoured the fishermen, the 
earnings of steam drifters ranging from £530 to £1200, with an average of 
about £720, and of sailing-boats from £110 to £280, with an average of 
£190. The bulk of the herrings landed by sailing boats were of late 
delivery, owing to the great distance of the fishing grounds from shore. The 
principal ground extended from 70 to 100 miles S.E. from Aberdeen, and 
the scarcity of herrings on the inshore grounds was very marked. The 
herrings were generally of poor quality, and consisted mostly of Matties. 
The average price realised was 20s. 6d. per cran, against 23s.in 1909. Ever 
since the introduction of the float-net system by fishermen, the quantity of 
herrings landed containing milt or roe has been gradually decreasing, and 
with calm weether only feeding herrings are usually caught by this method. 
Fishermen frequently reported Dutch vessels hauling heavy catches of prime 
herrings with long buoy ropes, when the home vessels alongside them were 
only hauling a few crans of poor quality; but fishermen appear to be 
unwilling to work the Dutch system in calm weather, on account of the 
‘heavy labour entailed in hauling nets. 

In regard to shell-fisheries, only a few crabs are landed and an occasional 
lobster, which are all disposed of by the fishermen’s wives in Aberdeen and 
the surrounding district. The quantity of shell-fish landed by trawlers was 
slightly greater, owing to the encouragement given by one of the Manure 
Companies, who purchased shell-fish of any kind for manufacture into poultry 
food ; but trawl-owners put a stop to the business, considering it detrimental 
to the interests of the fishing industry by taking away the natural food of the 
fishes. 
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The kinds of fish showing an increase in the catch are—Cod, ling, herrings, 
tusk, saithe, whitings, conger-eel, cat-fish, monks, hake, halibut, soles, brill, 
megrims, and skate ; and those which show a decrease are haddocks, turbot, 
plaice, dabs, and witches, for which no definite reason can be assigned, the 
supplies being pretty much regulated by the weather conditiors. 

A considerable business was done in sending fish fresh to market, par- 
ticularly to English markets, and regular consignments are now being sent 
to the Continent by Hamburg steamers. The quantity of herrings sent 
sprinkled to the Continent was 2227 crans greater than in the preceding 
year, and this branch of the industry is developing fast. An early start was 
made at herring-curing, but the bulk of the catch was cured in June and 
early in July. A large business was done in tinned herrings. almost all the 
year round, and regular supplies of herrings were received from the West 
Coast and Inverness during the winter and autumn months. A quantity of 
haddocks and mackerel was also tinned, the latter coming from Shetland, 
sprinkled, in boxes, The demand for branding was brisk, especially towards 
the end of the season, when unbranded herrings became almost unsaleable. 
The highest quotations for branded herrings were:—Large FuJl and Full, 
34s, ; Mat. Full, 28s; Large Spent, 17s.; Spent, 16s.; and Matties, 24s. 6d. 
per barrel. Most of the barrels cured were exported to Germany. The 
cured-dried fish were all exported to Spanish and American markets via 
London and Liverpool, and by the trading steamer to Hamburg. There was 
a good demand for dried fish at the following prices :—Cod, £19 to £23; 
ling, £23 to £26; saithe, £16 to £19; and haddocks, £17 to £19 per ton. 
Five Faroese smacks landed cargoes of wet-cured fish, and three steamer 
cargoes of dried fish were imported from Iceland, which sold at from £12 to 
£14 10s. per ton, according to quality. About 4000 barrels of cured fish- 
roes were exported to France to be used as bait in the sardine fisheries. A 
remarkable feature of the sardine fishing in Brittany is the enormous amount 
of bait which is used. 

There were 47 steam drifters engaged at the English herring fishing, which 
was prosecuted with varying success. The best-fished vessel earned £1469 
and the lowest £199, averaging £561 10s. Some crews were very unfor- 
tunate in losing netting, and it is computed that fully 1000 nets, valued at 
about £2000, were completely lost during the season. The district curers 
had a very unprofitable season at Yarmouth and Lowestoft. 

Coopers were well employed during the year, and the number of barrels 
made greatly exceeds any previous year’s output. Owing to the poor English 
fishing it is expected that a good many coopers will be idle for some time. 

The number of quarter-cran baskets branded was 205 less than in 1909, and 
the brandings numbered 94, against 104. Of the number presented, 271 
baskets, mostly English-made baskets, sent from Yarmouth to receive the 
Scottish Crown brand, were refused the brand for certain defects in 
construction. 

From the returns of fishing vessels built by the various shipbuilding 
firms, 30 vessels were launched during the year, against 23 in the previous 
year. The prospects are so far very promising for another year, as 13 orders 
for fishing vessels have already been booked. 

The year’s casualties were somewhat heavy. Five trawlers were totally 
wrecked, several other vessels were ashore but were salved, and the loss of 
fishing gear was very considerable. Four men lost their lives through 
falling overboard. 

The work in connection with the building of the new docks at Torry for 
fishing vessels is progressing very slowly, and the work so far has been 
entirely confined to the piling and facing-up of the river bank.

In reviewing the various branches of the fishing industry, the year 1910 
may be said to be one of many ups and downs. At a certain period of the 
year fortune seemed to smile upon all concerned, and prospects were on the 
whole bright. The vicissitudes of the herring fishing industry, however, 
have had a serious effect upon those engaged in the curing, and many of them 
will have done nothing more than hold their own, while not a few who re- 
sorted to “‘ blank” selling will suffer considerable financial loss. Yet, from 
the fishermen’s point of view, the year has been a prosperous one, although 
even among them the results have been pretty unequally divided. The total 
quantity of fish landed in the district exceeds even that of the previous year, 
which was the second highest year on record, but owing to the low prices for 
herrings in the early part of the herring fishing season, as compared with 
1909, the total value is reduced by £12,067. Taking the home and English 
seasons together, the general body of workers in connection with the industry 
are expected to make ends meet more or less satisfactorily. 

While the sailing boats, especially those of the first class, show a decrease 
year by year, the value of the means of capture is going up by leaps and 
bounds. This is due to the increase in the more expensive vessels, those 
propelled by steam. Of these there were four, three drifters and une trawler, 
added to the fleet during the year, but with the loss of one by collision at 
sea, the number belonging to the district shows an increase of only three on 
the previous year. 

The fishermen of this district do not seem to have any inclination to invest 
in motor auxiliary power, although there are still a few first-class boats well 
adapted for motor engines. The failure of the one tried seven years ago 
seems to have had a prejudicial effect. 

With regard to the earnings of steam drifters, the system of dividing the 
profits has been of late receiving the careful attention of the owners. The 
arrangement generally in vogue was that after deducting from the gross 
earnings the cost of the maintenance of the vessel, and the engineers’ and 
firemen’s wages, the remainder was divided into three shares, one of which 
was paid to the fishermen, another was credited to the latter in respect of the 
use of their nets, and the third became the property of the owners. Thus 
the owners of, say, £3000 of capital in the vessel only receive an equal share 
with the nets, which only cost, on an average, £300. This system is now 
considered an anomalous one, and owners have resolved in most cases that 
fishermen only supply nets in proportion to the capital invested by them in 
the vessel. 

The catch for the great summer herring fishing season is the second highest 
on record, and at the commencement of the fishing it looked as if the 
enormous catch of 1907 would be exceeded. The season, which was pro- 
longed beyond its usual time, commenced practically with the lst of May, 
and by the 12th of that month curing for the Continent had become general. 
This was from a month to six weeks earlier than is generally the case. As 
soon as curing had commenced the Jewish and other foreign buyers arrived 
on the spot and encouraged the curers to cure for the Russian markets. This 
increased the competition and the price for green fish, and by the end of 
May the fleet which congregated at the port was almost at its highest. No 
less than 30,000 crans were landed in May, while June saw even greater 
prosperity, and by the end of that month almost half the season’s catch was 
landed. There was a great falling off, however, in the catches during July 
and August, and although these months are generally the principal months 
of the season, the catches were so small that the prices to fishermen rapidly 
increased, the record price for the season being 44s. per cran. The average 
price, however, was only 19s. ld. per cran, compared with 22s. 6d. in 1909, 
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This was owing to the large quantity landed early in the season and sold at 
very moderate prices. 

Though there has been a considerable quantity of sea-salted and overdays 
fish landed throughout the season, the boats had no occasion to remain at sea 
for two or three nights in succession, as has been the case in previous years. 
The catches were to be obtained comparatively near the land, the principal 
fishing grounds being from 30 to 60 miles north-east and south-east, as com- 
pared with from 70 to 100 miles off in 1909. Fortunately, there were no 
drowned herrings landed, and only when a catch was exceedingly light did 
the fishermen resort to salting at sea. 

The season on the whole was a very satisfactory one to the fishermen. The 
catches of the sail boats realised, on an average, £367, of steam drifters 
£1029, and of motor boats £467. There were only three of the latter at work, 
so an opinion of the catching power of motor boats could hardly be formed 
from such a small number. 

The number of boats operating from the port varied considerably. Never 
in the history of the herring fishing did crews shift ports so frequently. The 
average number was put down at 350, whose average landings amounted to 
657 crans. 

As already stated, as soon as curing commenced the Jewish and other 
foreign buyers arrived and encouraged the curers in every way, and so for 
them the season opened under very favourable conditions, The large 
quantity landed in June brought down the prices of the cured article, and, 
fearing a further drop with continued heavy catches, the majority of curers 
sold out their stocks at prices which left little or no margin of profit. The 
falling off in the catches at the beginning of July caused the fresh supplies to 
gradually increase in price from 12s. to 15s. per cran to from 30s. to 35s., 
and from this time onward the curers found themselves in the position of 
paying beyond the market value for the fresh supplies in the expectation of 
the prices in the cured market rising’proportionately. Speculation also seems 
to have entered into their operations very largely, and in many cases with 
very unsatisfactory results. On the whole, therefore, the year’s transactions 
have not been profitable for curers. 

Although the quantity branded was small in proportion to the quantity 
landed, there was a great demand for the official stamp so soon as herrings 
were eligible for it, but by this time the catch had greatly fallen off. It is 
the belief of many, and even of the fishermen themselves, that the early com- 
mencement of the herring fishing is detrimental to its ultimate prosperity. 

As has been the case for a good many years, line fishing in the district 
continues to dwindle. In both quantity and value the results are little more 
than half of those of the previous year, which was also a poor one. This 
large decrease was partly due to the severe weather experienced in the latter 
three months of the year, and to the steam liners discontinuing great-line 
fishing at a much earlier date than usual owing to the early start of the 
herring fishing. 

In respect of the English herring fishing, prospects appeared good in the 
early part of the season, and a fleet of 123 steam drifters and three sail boats 
proceeded to Yarmouth and Lowestoft. Speaking generally, the average 
earnings of the fishermen, in consequence of the high prices obtained, were 
good. The average for steam drifters was about £600. The sail boats did 
not, however, earn sufficient to pay expenses. An unsatisfactory feature was 
the very considerable loss of netting, caused by the prevalence of stormy 
weather and the congestion of the fishing grounds. It is estimated that the 
loss sustained by the local fleet amounted to £7000. 

The establishment of a net weaving factory over two years ago has proved 
that there was ample field for it in the district, with the result that another 
is about to be started on a larger scale. 

The output of barrels reached the large number of almost half-a-million, 
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and but for an unfortunate and destructive fire at one of the factories the 
output would have been much larger. 

The only fatality of the year was the loss of a young fisherman through 
falling overboard. A local steam drifter collided at sea and was totally lost, 
but fortunately the crew were all saved.

Fraserburgh District. 


The results of the year’s operations may be summarised as good for drift- 
net fishermen, fairly good for fish workers, moderate for line fishermen, and 
unprofitable for fishcurers. 

. Year by year it is becoming more evident that the fishermen of this district 

derive most of their earnings from drift-net fishing at the various herring 
fishings, and while stranger fishermen contribute towards the landings in this 
district, the local fishermen also contribute to a large extent to the landings 
outside their own district. 

Seven steam drifters were added to the fleet, while the sail boats have 
been reduced by the same number, Three of the steam trawlers registered 
at this port were sold early in the year to other districts, and only one 
vessel of this class now remains on the registry of this port. The motor 
boat built in the district is for the Congested Districts Board, Ireland, and, 
should it prove a success, will probably lead to further orders for this class 
of vessel. There has been no increase in the local fleet of motor boats. 
Towards the end of the year the crew of one of these boats had the motor 
removed, being dissatisfied with the speed attained. 

There is a slight reduction in the total value of boats and vessels, caused 
by ordinary depreciation. Fishing gear shows an increase. Nets have 
increased in area and value, while lines, especially great-lines, show a decrease. 

The former season’s stock of cured herrings having gone rapidly into con- 
sumption, a clear market was left for this year’s cure, and an early start was 
therefore made at the summer herring fishing. Commencing on 11th May, 
the fishing was continued until lst October, a period of fully 20 weeks, or 
double the time this fishing lasted ten or twelve years ago. This long period 
entails an increase of wages to fishworkers, while the quantity cured does not 
show a proportionate increase. About 14,000 barrels were cured in May, a 
record so far as early curing in this district is concerned. <A few years ago 
it was not considered safe or judicious to cure June herrings on the Kast 
Coast; now curing is in full swing during that month. There can be no 
doubt that a good many of the complaints which come from the Continent 
arise from the fact that these early herrings, although a good article of food 
if they go quickly into consumption, rapidly depreciate in quality and value 
when kept in stock for any considerable time; but as long as there is a 
demand for early cured herrings curers will endeavour to supply it. The 
preparation for curing herrings is now so extensive, and competition among 
curers so keen, that the price of fresh herrings is frequently forced up above 
their value, and the consequence has been that jor three years in succession 
the herring curing trade has not been a profitable one. On the other hand, 
fishermen on the whole have had prosperous times. The weather during the 
whole of August was remarkably fine, too fine for successful drift-net fishing. 
Owing to the short supply during this period, prices for fresh and cured 
herrings rose rapidly. ‘‘ Klondyking,” or sending herrings sprinkled with 
salt and ice to Germany, was again tried from this port, but towards the 
middle of August the price of herrings became so high that the Company 
ceased operations for a season. The tendency for crews to remain at sea 
when the catch was light for more than one night was again common, the 
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consequence being that a considerable quantity of sprinkled or overday’s fish 
was landed. The average price per cran for herrings landed by steam drifters 
was 19s. 8d., by motor boats 19s., and by sail boats 19s. 7d., while the 
average price for the whole catch was 19s. 7d. The total catch exceeded 
that of the previous year by 47,689 crans and £10,688 in value. 

So far as earnings are concerned, the steam drifters had a successful year ; 
they made good earnings during the summer herring fishing, and also had a 
good season at the English fishing, while a few did fairly well in Ireland and 
on the West Coast. Motor boats again occupy a position about midway 
between the steam drifter and sail boat, but there is no indication meantime 
of local fishermen further adopting this means of propulsion. 

At the English fishing 48 steam drifters landed 18,416 crans, valued at 
£27,614, and 10 motor and 22 sail boats landed 4072 crans, valued at 
£5903. At the Irish herring fishings, 47 steam drifters landed 8990 crans, 
valued at £8791, and 10 sail boats had. 1225 crans, valued at £1100. 
Unfortunately, during the course of the English fishing several storms were 
encountered, and the loss of, and damage to, fishing gear sustained by local 
crews is estimated at £3600. One local sail boat was wrecked on the English 
coast on the way home from Yarmouth. The loss and damage sustained 
during the course of the year in home waters was below the average. 

Exports to the Continent went on steadily during the whole fishing, and at 
the end of the season about 11,000 barrels remained on hand; these had 
been reduced at the end of the year to 35 barrels. Russia again received the 
largest proportion of the direct exports. Besides the direct exports, 42,000 
barrels were sent coastwise or by rail to other districts for export. 

A trial was again made at cod net fishing, but apparently the fishing 
ground in this locality is not suitable for this method of capture. 

Great-line fishing is steadily on the decrease. Small-line fishing was less 
successful than usual, fishermen who regularly followed this occupation 
having sometimes difficulty in earning sufficient to pay the cost of bait. 
Haddocks were scarcer than usual on the ordinary small-line fishing grounds. 

Thirty-five cargoes of fishcuring stock were sent to England, 21 to Shetland, 
9 to Orkney, 2 to Ireland, and 2 to Castlebay. Twenty-eight cargoes of 
fishery salt and 14 cargoes of staves and hoops were imported. The port 
still continues to produce a large quantity of barrels and half-barrels. 

Steady progress continues to be made with the harbour extension works. 

One local fisherman was drowned in Fraserburgh Bay and one at the 
English fishing. 

The four fishery barometers are in good condition.

Banff District. 


Generally speaking, the year now dealt with was fairly remunerative. 
The results of the home fishings compare favourably with those of the 
preceding year, there being an increase in herrings and haddocks. This is 
also true regarding the I’nglish and Irish fishings, the success or otherwise 
of which to a large extent makes or mars the prosperity and well-being of 
many of our youngest and most energetic fishermen. The total landings in 
England were under those of the year 1909, but exceptionally high prices 
more than made up for the shortage, and those who were fortunate in 
securing herrings did very well indeed, although some made little or no 
headway. For these distant fishings, fishermen are more and more realising 
the inefficiency of sail boats, and going in for steam, although there is 
always the difficulty in disposing of the sail boats to be faced. 
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There was little change in the number of fishing vessels belonging 
to the district. A number of sail boats were sold to other places, and 
several obsolete ones were broken up. These, however, were replaced by 
steam drifters, leaving the number practically the same, but greatly enhancing 
the value. This evidences the increasing favour of fishermen for the latter 
type of vessel. Only one sail boat had auxiliary motor power installed 
during the year, making four in all of this sort of craft, which has not yet 
become popular here. 

There was practically no winter herring fishing, the only herrings landed 
during that period (37 crans) being by boats returning from Stornoway, 

The early herring fishing was prosecuted with fair success, and was 
remunerative to both fishermen and curers. The total landings were fully 
one-third in excess of the previous year’s. The herrings on the whole were 
of good size and quality, and were mostly kippered and freshed. 

The summer herring fishing, opening on Ist June, was moderately 
successful during that month. After that it fell off somewhat until the end 
of July and beginning of August, when it took a sudden spurt and seemed 
to promise great things, instead of which it declined gradually to the end of 
the season. The number of boats engaged varied from time to time 
according to the number coming home for the week-end. Most of the catch 
was brought from the offshore by sail boats, steamers calling seldom, and 
the inshore fishing being unproductive. The total catch was nearly a third 
more than that of the previous year, but the price was less—l16s. 5s. per 
cran, against 22s. 8d. in 1909. Quality was good throughout. 

Cod net fishing was prosecuted by a slightly increased number of boats, 
but the results were disappointing. Since this- mode of fishing became 
successful further up the Firth between Tarbat Ness and Helmsdale, cod 
do not appear to be so plentiful on the grounds in this locality. 

Early in the year a number of Whitehills fishermen did fairly well fishing 
with nets for soles and plaice, and getting considerable quantities, chiefly 
plaice. These were caught off the village of Whitehills. 

There was an increase in the number of steamers, and a decrease in the 
number of sail boats, that went to the English and Irish fishings. The 
earnings at the English fishing ranged from £300 to £900 for steamers, and 
£120 to £230 for sailers ; while at the Irish fishing, which was confined to 
steamers, the earnings were from £200 to £500. 

Crab and lobster fishing was carried on as usual at Gardenstown, Macduff, 
and Whitehills, but less successfully than in 1909. 

Boatbuilders were well occupied during the year. With the exception 
of a few small boats for line fishing, they were busily engaged with steam 
drifters, of which 17 were launched. For the coming year prospects are 
good, as builders’ hands are full now, and are likely to be for some consider- 
time, constructing steam drifters. 

In connection with the English fishing two unfortunate incidents 
occurred, resulting in the loss of two steam drifters belonging to this district 
—the ‘‘Speedwell IV.” of Gardenstown and the ‘‘Choice” of Crovie. The 
“ Speedwell IV.” left Lowestoft, and when near the Corton Lightship came 
into collision with the ketch ‘‘ Egremont” of Hull, with the result that the 
latter was sunk and one of her crew drowned. The drifter’s men rescued 
the rest of the crew and made for Lowestoft, but had not gone far when 
they found their vessel was fast filling with water, and both crews (12 men 
in all) had to take to the small boat. Fortunately, they were soon picked 
up by a steam drifter, The “Speedwell IV.” foundered soon after being 
abandoned. The ‘‘Choice” ran aground at Newton, on the Northumberland 
coast, while on the homeward passage from Lowestoft to Crovie, and 
became a total wreck ; the crew were saved and were successful in saving 
their material. 

The loss of and damage to boats and gear in Scottish waters was compara- 
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tively small, but the vessels engaged at the English fishing sustained 
considerable loss of netting, some crews losing most of their fleet and others 
suffering to the extent of from 20 to 40 nets. The loss was caused by the 
nets going down with fish, and also by fouling.

Buckie District, 


The returns of fish landed in Buckie district in 1910 show a large 
increase in quantity and value when compared with those of the preceding 
year. This increase is apparent in both net and line caught fish, but 
chiefly in the landings of herrings, which alone show an increase of 25,731 
cwts. in quantity and £5341 in value, attributable to the early commencement 
of the herring fishing. 

During the year seven first-class sail boats were struck off the register. 
On the other hand, 17 steam drifters were added to the fleet, at a cost of 
£42,500, the steam fleet now numbering 236 vessels, with a tonnage of 
5950, and a value of £590,000. The increase upon last year’s figures in the 
value of boats and fishing material combined amounts to £50,202. 

Auxiliary motor power cannot be said to have found favour in this district, 
as only two boats of that class were added during the year, bringing the 
number of these vessels up to seven. One of the boats added was built 
specially for motor power, and proved exceedingly efficient, until, when 
employed at the English herring fishing, she had a slight breakdown which 
rendered her useless for a few days. The experiment was watched with 
great interest by the fishermen of the district, but unfortunately the break- 
down gave them a somewhat unfavourable opinion of this method of 
propulsion. 

A new departure in the district was that of cod net fishing. It was 
prosecuted by 14 steam and 12 sail boats during the early spring months, 
with excellent results. The fishing grounds were principally in the shallow 
waters of the Moray Firth from Tarbat Ness to the Helmsdale grounds, and 
the boats got to and from the grounds daily. The total quantity landed by 
this mode of fishing was 8749 cwts., valued at £3480. 

The herring fishing commenced early in May, and continued until the 
end of August, when it was practically closed for the year. No regular fleet 
of boats made Buckie its headquarters, but from 20 to 60 steam drifters 
generally came home for a week-end with their catches, There was a large 
increase in the landings, compared with the previous year, and from the 
beginning of the season herrings were of excellent quality, so that curing for 
the Continental markets began in May. The total number of barrels cured 
was 14,223, compared with 4282 in 1909. 

At the close of the summer herring fishing, preparations on a large scale 
were made for the English fishing. Two hundred and thirty-six steam 
drifters and 92 sail boats fitted out, and left home at the end of September 
for the English coast, where they remained until December. The earnings 
of steam vessels had a very wide range, varying from £200 to £1400, or an 
average of £430 per boat, while those of sail boats ranged from £60 to 
£180, with an average of £90 per boat. The season will be noteworthy for 
two features—the very high prices which prevailed for herrings throughout, 
and the great loss sustained by fishermen through the extensive destruction 
of nets and fishing gear. 

The district crews operating on the Irish coast during the winter and 
early summer months were fairly successful, their earnings ranging from 
£400 to £550, or an average of £350 per vessel. 
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The estimated gross earnings of the district steam drifters on the English 
coast amount to £102,000, and on the Irish coast to £18,000. Taking the 
year as a whole, the average earnings of steam drifters amount to £1600, 
compared with £1850 in 1909. 

Small-line fishing was carried on as usual from October to April by small 
boats, and was more successful than during the previous year, the landings 
of haddocks showing an increase of 1395 ewts. Great-line fishing is now 
receiving little attention, and is being rapidly abandoned in favour of the 
newer method of cod net fishing. 

Coopers were generally well employed during the year, either at herring 
curing at home or outside stations. Barrel-making was also fairly brisk 
during the first half of the year. 

Five steam drifters and one first-class sail boat, all for local crews, were 
built and launched during the year. 

Two steam drifters and one sail boat were totally lost, one of the former 
by foundering at sea, and the other when taking Yarmouth harbour ; all 
the crews were saved. 

The loss of, and damage done to, fishing material in Scottish waters were 
considerable, and on the English coast it is estimated that the loss 
sustained amounted to fully £11,000. 

The extension of Buckie (Cluny) Harbour was commenced during the 
year, and it is expected that when completed it will accommodate 150 steam 
drifters, in addition to the space for ordinary working traffic. There can be 
no doubt that the increased harbour area, when completed, will greatly add 
to the prosperity of the town. 

The navigation classes opened in the district last year for fishermen were 
continued this year, and were largely attended, with the result that 440 
candidates sat for their examination in navigation and seamanship, and were 
successful in obtaining their certificates as masters and second hands.

Findhorn District. 


The results of the various branches of the fisheries as carried on in this 
district were during 1910 very satisfactory, the total quantity of fish landed 
showing a considerable increase over the figures for the preceding year. This 
may partly be attributed to the favourable fishing weather which prevailed 
during most of the year, 

The steam drifter is still the favourite craft among the fishermen, and 
during the year under review 20 were added to the fleet, while two were 
totally wrecked and lost. On the other hand, the fleet of first-class sail 
boats decreased by 13. This class of fishing vessel must of necessity give 
place to the steam drifter if the fishermen are to maintain their pre-eminent 
position on the Scottish coast. Moreover, the greater comfort and reliability 
of the steam drifter as compared with the sailing craft appeal very strongly 
to the fishermen, and, so far as can be observed, even when account is taken 
of the greater initial cost, as well as upkeep and working expenses, the 
steam drifter promises to become the fishing vessel of tle future. It is only 
the lack of money that prevents many fishermen from acquiring a steam 
drifter. The motor boat has not commended itself to the fishermen of this 
district. The machinery is considered somewhat intricate, too delicate, and 
not sufficiently reliable, and when fitted in the present sailing craft it 
has not given the speed expected. Moreover, the sailing boat, built to be 
stable under sail, requires a motor of a larger size than the available space 
will admit of, 

O 
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The fishermen derive most of their earnings from herring fishing at the 
various large centres of Scotland, England, and Ireland. During the year 
these were considerably in advance of their earnings for 1909. The whole 
of the herring fishing fleet operates outside the limits of this district, from 
Shetland to Cornwall and Ireland. The herrings recorded in this district 
(other than those at Inverness) are landed by boats returning home for the 
week-ends, or for a change of nets, From lst January to 31st March the 
average earnings of the steam drifters were £250, the highest being £500 
and the lowest £200. From 1st April to 30th June the average was £270 
the highest being £600 and the lowest £200. From Ist July to 15th 
September the average was £400, the highest being £900 and the lowest 
£350. At the English and Irish fishings the average was £520, the highest 
being £1020 and the lowest £330. 

The herring and sprat fishing at Inverness was a record one so far as 
quantity was concerned, but prices were very moderate, sometimes falling as 
low as 3s. per cran. Since the commencement of the fishing in October the 
fleet (which consisted of 35 boats of from 18 to 30 feet of keel, with crews of 
five men, hailing from Avoch, Campbelltown, and Nairn) was almost daily 
at sea with gratifying success. ~ 

Cod-net fishing is practically the principal fishing in the district. During 
the months of Feburary, ‘March, and April, 55 crews engaged in it with 
marked success. The total quantity and value of the fish landed by this 
method of capture were 48,725 cwts. and £16,774. 

Haddock fishing is carried on at all the creeks more or less during the 
year. The returns for 1910 show a very slight increase over those of the 
previous year. With the exception of a few cwts. of haddocks and 
whitings which were smoked by the hawker women, the whole catch was 
hawked in the town and surrounding country. 

In the catch of flounders and plaice there was an increase to the extent of 
700 cwts. in quantity and £500 in value. As in previous years, they were 
all consumed locally. 

At Findhorn there are mussel-beds, but the supply is inadequate for the 
requirements of the district. 

Barrel-making was carried on at Lossiemouth, Hopeman, Burghead, and 
Inverness. The coopers were steadily employed throughout the year at the 
rate of 10d. per barrel. The wood used in the construction of the barrels 
was Scottish and Swedish fir. 

. Boat-building was more active than in 1909. At Lossiemouth five steam 
drifters and two small sail boats were built, all for the district except one of 
the sail boats, which was built to the order of a fisherman in Ullapool. At 
Inverness four steam drifters were built, two for Nairn and two for other 
districts. Both at Lossiemouth and Inverness there are two drifters on the 
stocks, all well advanced towards completion. 

The loss of one life has to be recorded, that of a young fisherman who fell 
overboard while on a passage from Wick to Lossiemouth. Two steam 
drifters were lost during the year, one being run down and sunk off the 
English coast, the other wrecked at the back of the breakwater at Lossie- 
mouth. The loss of nets and gear was considerable, especially on the 
English coast. 

The fishery barometers in this district, of which there are two, are well 
housed and tended and regularly set by the custodians. They are highly 
appreciated by the fishermen of Burghead and Nairn, where the barometers 
are.

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Cromarty District. 


The quantity and value recorded for fish landed in this district represents 
practically the proceeds of from eight to nine months’ work at line fishing in 
local waters. During the remaining period the majority of the fishermen 
were employed herring fishing at other parts of the Scottish and English 
coasts. The amount earned in the latter capavity was equal to two-thirds 
of the total income. This result is very similar to that attained in the 
preceding year, both as regards the proportion of earnings from each 
source, and the total derived from both. The fish landed in the district by 
native fishermen were practically all caught by means of small lines during 
the spring and winter months. 

In all, 29 district crews fitted out their lst class boats for herring fishing. 
All of these were employed on the East Coast —24 at Castlebay, 2 at 
Orkney, and 8 on the English coast. Besides the crews of these boats— 
over 200 in number—220 men found berths as hired hands on boats 
belonging to other districts. A number of these men were absent from 
home from May till November. 

So far as highest individual earnings are concerned, the season on the 
English coast was the most remunerative. There, the eight crews engaged 
grossed £3600. Twenty-eight crews averaged £210 at Fraserburgh, and 
at Castlebay the average was £60 for 24 crews. 

These crews and hired men earned fully £18,000 at the different herring 
fishings, That amount is about £700 less than the previous year’s earnings. 
The poor results attained at Castlebay are responsible for that decrease. All 
other stations yielded better results than in 1909. 

The exodus of female gutters and packers to Shetland, the East Coast, 
and England in connection with herring curing operations was about as 
great as in the preceding year. In all, 240 contracted with different curers, 
commencing work in June and returning home from Lowestoft and 
Yarmouth at the end of November. The majority had a remunerative season. 

Three Avoch crews furnished themselves with cod nets and commenced 
to experiment with these in the Moray Firth during the spring months. 
The venture proved fairly profitable, and with the experience gained, an 
extension may be made in this direction before another season. Apart 
from this innovation, the number, size, and equipment of boats underwent 
little or no change. 

On the return of the Avoch crews from Fraserburgh in September, a 
number fitted out their second-class boats and fished, as in former years, 
with drift nets, for sprats and small herrings in the Inverness and Beauly 
Firths, This fishing continued till December, and the 50 crews engaged 
had a profitable season. The catches were landed at Inverness, and the 
results are recorded in the returns for Findhorn district. A number of 
crews grossed from £80 to £130. 

Small lines were utilised to the same extent as in the preceding year, and 
with practically similar results, The maximum number of crews was at 
work during the first and last quarters of the year. The arrivals numbered 
6437, in comparison with 6047 in 1909, and the average catch 2°2 cwts., 
against 20 ewts. At intervals during November individual crews landed 
from 5 to 8 ewts. of haddocks at a shot. One noticeable feature was the 
predominance of small fish in the catches. Apart from the small quantity 
smoked, the fish were consigned to Inverness market, or retailed in the 
district between that place and the coast. Hawkers, and, in many cases, 
the fishermen themselves, were the distributing agents. The chief bait was 
mussels, and these were always to be had on the adjacent shores. Plaice 
fishing did not prove remunerative, considering the time and labour expended. 
The catches per crew, working four lines, varied from a half to two cwts. 
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Shell-fish only contributed a small share to the earnings of the fisherfolk. 
The edible varieties produced are confined to whelks, crabs, and lobsters. 
The two latter kinds are not plentiful, and are restricted to small areas of 
the district. Whelk-gathering was performed by young folks and women, 
but was not so extensive as in 1909. The whelks were bought by 
merchants for consignment to London market. The mussels landed were 
used for bait. 

The loss of nets and other fishing gear on the English coast was 
comparatively heavy. One crew lost two “fleets” of nets, while a number 
also suffered to a less extent. The total loss in this connection is esti- 
mated at £570. 

One fisherman lost his life by falling overboard on passage home from 
Fraserburgh. 

The six fishery barometers continue to give satisfaction to the fishermen 
at the various stations.

Helmsduale District. 


The returns of fish landed in Helmsdale district during the year 1910 
show, when compared with those of the previous year, a considerable increase 
both in quantity and in value. The results obtained in the year 1909 were, 
however, the poorest on record. ‘The increase was due to the line-fishing 
having yielded better results—haddocks and codlings having been more 
plentiful on the fishing grounds than they were in 1909. 

The priucipal changes in the means of capture returns were a further 
decline of 3 in the number of sailing boats of the first class, and of 16 in the 
number of fishermen. The boats were old, and having become useless for 
fishing purposes, they were broken up. Of the 16 fishermen, some left the 
district, and the remainder turned their attention to other occupations. 
There was a considerable increase in the number and value of cod-nets, 
which compensated for a decrease in the area and value of herring drift-nets, 

For the second year in succession, owing chiefly to unfavourable weather, 
the plaice fishing at Embo and Golspie was unproductive. 

In February and March 4 large boats and 8 small yawls were employed at 
the cod-net fishing. In every case where the nets were properly mounted 
and well buoyed with glass floats, the results of the fishing were satisfactory. 
Several of the crews failed to make the fishing a success owing to having 
used cork floats. These soon became water-logged, and in that condition 
they had not sufficient buoyancy to keep the nets upright in the water. In 
this district only the fishermen of Helmsdale and Golspie have used nets for 
the capture of cod, but probably the fishermen of the other creeks will also 
adopt this method. 

As already mentioned, the results of the line-fishing were more satisfactory 
than in the previous year. In that direction, however, there is still plenty 
of room for iraprovement. The earnings of the fishermen when engaged at 
haddock fishing and hand-line fishing were generally very meagre. 

The returns of crabs and lobsters show a falling-off to the extent of £178 
in value. The usual number of boats and creels were employed at the 
fishing, but these shell-fish, particularly crabs, were much scarcer than they 
were in 1909. . 

In the early summer five of the district crews prosecuted the herring fishing 
in the inshore waters of the Moray Firth, but the fishing again proved a 
failure. 

There went from the district to the summer herring fishing 14 sailing 
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boats and 9 steam drifters, the same number as, in the previous year. ‘These 
operated from Wick, Orkney, and Shetland. The results of the fishing were 
in most cases satisfactory. The earnings of the steam drifters varied from 
£642 to £1180, the average being £942. The average earnings of the 
sailing boats amounted to about £240. 

At the English herring fishing the district was represented by 9 steam 
drifters and | sailing boat. The earnings of the sailing boat amounted to 
£170, while those of the steam drifters varied from £286 to £592, the 
average being £427. Unfortunately, in connection with this fishing the 
crews sustained an exceptionally heavy loss of fishing gear, the value of 
which is estimated at not less than £90 per vessel. 

The coopers were fully employed during the year, and the number of 
barrels constructed was practically the same as in the previous year. 

The fishery barometer at Dunbeath continues to receive careful attention.

Lybster District. 


It cannot be said that the fisheries of this district have in any way im- 
proved during the year under review. 

Both fishing craft and gear are wearing out, and to no great extent are 
they being replaced. In consequence, the number of boats and the quantity 
of fishing material in use both show a slight decrease from the returns of 
the preceding year. Fewer men belonging to the district were employed at 
the prosecution of the fishing, and generally there is a gradual decline going 
on, so that, although it was once a thriving district, it has now become one 
of little importance. 

The combining of herring fishing with crofting was a system which for 
long was successfully conducted in this district. It will not be long, 
however, ere it will have been entirely abandoned. For this change various 
reasons may be assigned. In the first place, there is the failure of the 
inshore fishings ; then there is the necessity of having an expensive craft and 
outfit in order to cope with the changed conditions that exist; while the 
early date at which herring fishing is now commenced does not suit persons 
who are connected with agriculture. 

The winter herring fishing, which is pursued early in the year, was a com- 
plete failure. For the whole of the season the landings amounted to only 
twelve crans. Stormy weather frequently kept the boats in port for con- 
siderable periods, while, although there was said to be some evidence of fish 
being on the grounds, they were at too great a distance from the land for 
the small craft in use to pursue them. 

No great success attended the prosecution of the summer herring fishing. 
It is the inshore grounds that the crews which operate from Lybster depend 
upon. Although not steadily pursued, operations were extended over a 
period of fully three months. A commencement was made early in the 
month of June, and a large proportion of the season’s catch was secured 
during the first three weeks that the crews were at work. During what is 
usually looked upon as the regular season (July and August), herrings were 
not met with in any quantity upon the usual grounds oft this district. The 
total catch amounted to 651 crans. Throughout the season piices ranging 
from 11s. to 20s. per cran were paid, the average price being 13s. 8d., as com- 
pared with 22s. 9d. for the year 1909. 

Only one herring-curing station was open for the whole season at Lybster, 
as there is but one resident curer there now. A. firm from Wick was 
represented there for some weeks of the season. 
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Cod and haddock fishing yielded results somewhat similar to those of the 
preceding year. Codlings were met with in fair abundance at different 
periods throughout the year, and when the weather conditions were such as 
permitted of the boats getting to sea during the last quarter of the year 
fairly satisfactory takes of haddocks were procured. The heddocks landed 
consisted chiefly of small and medium-sized fish. 

One of the district crews was equipped with a fleet of cod-nets. Unfor- 
tunately, however, they were not successful in turning them to a profitable 
account. It was discovered that the boat they had in use was too small for 
remaining by their nets at sea overnight, which it was necessary to do owing 
to the number of fishing craft at work in the vicinity. 

In the report of the district for the year 1909 mention was made of the 
fact that one firm of fish-curers that employed about four-fifths of the coopers 
at Lybster had discontinued operations there, a decision which was likely to 
make a considerable reduction in the number of coopers employed in the 
district. With the view of providing employment for those coopers, and 
thereby retaining them in the village, several persons who are interested in 
the place have organised a private barrel-making company, by whom the 
coopers are now employed. So far the venture has been quite successful. 
The company was favoured with an excellent start in business, as there was 
a keen demand for barrels last summer, at remunerative prices. Sufficient 
cooperage and storage accommodation have been acquired at a moderate 
rent, and there are also facilities at their command for the dispatching of 
supplies of barrels by sea or rail to any of the important curing centres. 

Fortunately, there was no serious accident in connection with the prose- 
cution of the industry in the district, nor was any serious loss of gear 
sustained. 

The only public barometer in the district is the one placed at Lybster 
harbour. It is always well attended to, and continues to serve satisfactorily 
jhe purpose for which it was intended.

Wick District. 


The outstanding feature of the year’s work in connection with the fishing 
industry of this district was the very successful summer herring fishing. In 
the history of the port (which is the oldest established centre on the East 
Coast of Scotland), the catch formed a record one, as it exceeded that of any 
former season. 

Of late years there has been a considerable decrease in the means of 
capture of this district, and the decline is still going on. Sailing craft are 
wearing out, and, as no vessels are being built to make good the wastage, 
under present conditions the decline cannot possibly be arrested. In the 
course of the past year a number of good second-hand boats were purchased 
by crews belonging to Wick, but the number was not sufficient to replace 
those that were discarded. For the past two years the number of steam 
fishing craft owned in the district has remained stationary. 

Comparing the total catch of the district with that of the preceding year, 
an increase of more than one-half in the quantity, and about one-fourth 
in the value, is observed. ‘The greater relative increase in the quantity as 
compared with the value, is accounted for by the moderate prices paid for 
herrings in the early stages of the summer herring fishing. 

Although the winter herring fishing was, as usual, prosecuted from Wick 
in the early part of the year, it was not pursued to the same extent as in 
some former seasons. Various influences were at work in bringing this 
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about. Fewer Moray Firth crews fitted out for the prosecution of this fish- 
ing on the Caithness coast, owing to the fact that a considerable number were 
employed on the North-West Coast of Ireland, while others were preparing 
for engaging in the cod-net fishing. There was an entire absence of herrings 
on the inshore grounds. ‘Those caught were brought chiefly from the 
grounds situated to the east of the Orkneys, off Watersound, Copinshay, 
and Auskerry, and what fish were landed were of very good quality. There 
was a keen demand, and prices ranging from 20s. to 60s, 6d. per cran were 
realised. For the season the average price paid per cran was 29s. 6d. 

A considerable addition was made to the number of boats equipped with 
cod-nets, ten sailing craft and five steamers belonging to Wick making use 
of that means of capture, as against only five sailers so equipped in 1909, 
when it was introduced into the district. They fished chiefly to the south 
of Wick, off the coast of Caithness and Sutherlandshire, very fair results on 
the whole being obtained. During the months of March and April, when 
the fish were in good condition, very satisfactory prices were realised, but 
for some weeks before operations ceased most of the fish were purchased 
at moderate prices for drying purposes, The distance Wick is situated from 
the industrial English centres makes the freshing of cod an impossibility in 
the month of April. At that time some crews made a practice of delivering 
their takes at Lossiemouth, where higher prices were obtainable. 

Early in May a few boats made a trial of the herring fishing from 
Scrabster, but unfortunately they were not successful in locating fish off that 
coast. After a number of unsuccessful attempts the crews at work removed 
to other fishing ports. The catch for the season was 51 crans, a portion 
of which was landed by boats on the passage from the West Coast. 

The herring fishing season of the past summer at Wick was an altogether 
outstanding one in the history of the port. Fishing operations were pursued 
for the lengthy period of about four months—from the middle of May to 
the end of the first week of September. During that time only one blank 
day was experienced, and that towards the close of the season, All through 
the season remarkably fine weather was experienced. The only objectionable 
feature was the frequent spells of calmness, which proved a hindrance to the 
movements of the sailing craft, of which the fleet was largely composed. 
June and July were the most productive months of the year, the best week’s 
catch being that ending 18th June, when 31,620 crans were lauded. On 
the Thursday of the same week, 10,365 crans were delivered, which consti- 
tuted the heaviest day’s catch of the season. For the craft in port that day 
the average was 444 crans. There was every indication that widespread shoals 
were to be met with within easy access of the port. The fishing grounds 
most frequented ranged from east by north to east-south-east, at a distance 
of from 25 to 45 miles off. Although frequently tried, the inshore grounds 
proved entirely unproductive. Fish of a very satisfactory quality were 
caught during the greater part of the season. At one stage of the season a 
fleet of 400 vessels made Wick their centre of operations, and owing to the 
limited harbour accommodation, which was then considerably curtailed by 
the work of extension that was in progress, it was with difficulty that such 
a number could bedealt with. Had the fleet not been of a mixed character, 
that is, steam, motor, and sail, it would not have been possible. If the 
available harbour area had been more spacious, a much larger number of 
craft would have made the port their headquarters, and there is every 
probability that, once the harbour extension scheme now on hand is com- 
pleted, Wick as a fishing station will expand. Owing to the early 
commencement that was made, and the successful catch got in the early 
stages of the season, prices paid previous to the first week of July were 
moderate, Their range all through was from 5s. to 30s. 6d. per cran, while 
the average was 18s. 6d. Many of the well-equipped crews that worked 
regularly from Wick were fortunate in having a remunerative season, 
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Earnings of steamers reached the high figure of £1500, while themaxi mum 
for sailers was £780. To curersin general the business of the season yielded 
a very fair margin of profit. On several occasions, when there were excessive 
supplies, they were fortunate in purchasing at a profitable rate. However, 
with the keen competition that exists in the trade, such opportunities do 
not occur very frequently. 

About 202,000 barrels of herrings were cured and put upon the markets 
from Wick, and it was remarkable how quickly they were dispatched to the 
various countries where they are consumed. At the end of September the 
balance that remained on hand was exceedingly small. 

What formed a new departure in the trade of Wick was the freshing of 
herrings in salt and ice to Hamburg. For a time one of the Altona steam 
trawlers was converted into a fish carrier and made seven voyages, carrying 
about 100 crans each trip. 

Fairly satisfactory earnings were made throughout the year by the steam 
drifters owned in the district, but the success met with during the previous 
year was not equalled. 

No motor-propelled craft have been acquired in this district for fishing 
purposes. <A few, however, operated from Wick during the progress of the 
summer herring fishing. Two or three were very successful. In each case 
they were boats that had been originally built for the use of sails only, and 
the placing of motors in such craft will not produce the best possible results. 
In such boats the engine is placed in the cabin space provided for the use of 
the crew, an arrangement which is somewhat objectionable. 

The red mullet is a rather uncommon visitor to this coast, but in 1910 
small shoals were frequently met with in the vicinity of Staxigoe harbour. 
One morning in the month of February it was discovered that this small 
harbour was filled with mullet. Several enterprising fishermen rigged out 
some netting, which was stretched across the entrance of the harbour, and 
was then drawn towards the beach. In this manner they succeeded in land- 
ing a profitable catch. The fish were then packed in small boxes and 
dispatched to some of the English centres, where they were disposed of at 
remunerative prices. On no former occasion known of was such an 
extensive shoal of these fish met with on this coast. 

It is a considerable time since codling were so abundant on this coast as 
they were for several months of the summer and autumn. ‘That was the 
experience of all the fishermen who were pursuing the line fishing off the 
coast of Caithness from Dunnet Head to Wick. The largest takes were 
caught by the fishermen of Stroma. 

For some years past there has been a great scarcity of haddocks on this 
coast. A shoal of young haddocks, however, appeared in Sinclair Bay during 
the summer, and the fishermen who were using small lines sueceeded in 
obtaining good catches. Although of a small size, the fish were readily dis- 
posed of locally at remunerative prices, as white fish were scarce, owing to 
the majority of the fishermen being engaged at herring fishing. 

Fourteen steamers and ten sail boats were fitted out for the prosecution of 
the herring fishing on the English coast. A season of very indifferent 
weather was experienced, in consequence of which the earnings of both 
steamers and sailers were much under those of recent years. Steamers had 
gross earnings ranging from £300 to £800, while sailers had from £50 to 
£290. 

Only one of the steamers owned in the district proceeded to Ireland to 
prosecute the herring fishing. As fish at that time were scarce in Irish 
waters, the crew did not remain there for any length of time, and their 
earnings were therefore small. 

Of late years the summer herring fishing has been prosecuted from Wick 
by an annually-increasing number of English-owned steam drifters. The 
number at work during the year under review exceeded to a considerable 
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extent that of any former year. In general, these strangers were persevering, 
industrious, and well equipped for the work, and consequently were rewarded 
with a fair amount of success. Some of the English craft were the best 
fished vessels operating from the port. 

It looked at one time as if the year was to pass without any casualty 
involving the loss of life. Unfortunately, however, on 17th December a 
lobster boat belonging to Kirtomy was swamped, and the whole crew of five 
men were drowned. 

Along the coast of Caithness, from East Mey to Wick, eleven fishery 
barometers are provided for the use of the fishermen. They are all in a 
satisfactory condition, and continue to be of service to the fishermen in the 
localities where they are placed. 

The work of extending and improving the harbour of Wick has now been 
in progress for well-nigh three years. It is expected that the part 
of the seheme which embraces the improving and extending of the 
south harbour will be completed by the time the next summer herring fish- 
ing commences. Work in connection with the new outer harbour has, 
however, been somewhat slow, owing to the unfavourable weather that has 
frequently been experienced, and it will therefore be some considerable time 
before it is completed.

Orkney District. 


The quantity and value of fish landed in this district during the year 
under review considerably exceeded the record of any previous year, and, 
compared with the returns for 1909, show the large increase of 166,693 
evits. and £33,284 respectively. This gratifying result was very largely 
due to the successful operations of an increased number of steam drifters, 
belonging chiefly to Moray Firth ports, operating from Stronsay during the 
great summer herring fishing. Of the total quantity and value of white fish 
landed in the district, herrings contributed 86 and 88 per ceat. respectively. 
While the herring fishing in this district is being rapidly developed by 
steam vessels, the number of district fishermen engaged in the industry is 
steadily declining, owing largely to their inability to procure the expensive 
type of modern craft. 

In the means of capture returns a considerable decrease is shown in the 
number and tonnage of boats belonging to the district, due to the older 
herring boats being laid aside, and, in several cases, not being replaced 
Motor power was installed during the year into four additional small boats 
employed in line fishing, two of which were specially built at Stromness for 
this method of propulsion, and there is little doubt but that motor power 
would be more generally applied throughout the district were it not that 
line fishing has not been proving sufficiently remunerative. 

Although as recently as 1901 Stromness was the principal herring-curing 
station in the district, the poor results obtained during recent years have led 
to its total abandonment as a herring-fishing centre, and during the year 
under review no herrings were cured there. 

The great summer herring fishing was prosecuted with considerable 
success from Stronsay, Holm, Burray, and Kirkwall, the results showing an 
increase of 47,059 crans and £32,589 compared with the previous season. 
Seven-eighths of the total catch was landed at Stronsay, which is rapidly 
developing as a herring-curing centre. A commencement was made as early 
as the third week in May, but not until the middle of June were operations 
in full swing. From the latter period until the end of August the fleet at 
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work numbered from 50 to 100 steam drifters, and from 30 to 60 sail. The 
principal fishing grounds were from 30 to 50 miles off, in a south-easterly 
direction, while occasionally good takes were caught from 7 to 10 miles off. 
Up to the middle of June the fish were more or less immature, but for the 
remainder of the season the quality generally was good. Although not 
reaching such a high level as during the previous season, prices were well 
maintained, the extreme range being from 10s. to 30s., and the average 
price per cran for the season being 19s. 10d., against 26s. 3d. during the 
previous season. Steam drifters’ earnings ranged from £700 to £1300, and 
sailers’ from £200 to £750. At Holm, Burray, and Kirkwall respectively 
the landings were all largely in excess of the previous season’s, a result 
which was to a considerable extent due to the congestion frequently experi- 
enced at Stronsay. The earnings of the district crews ranged from £180 to 
£550. 

The Orkney Harbour Commissioners have decided to extend th new 
pier in course of construction at Stronsay by another 100 feet, making the 
total length 570 feet, towards the cost of which the Fishery Board have 
given an additional grant of £1000. 

Considerable difficulty has hitherto been experienced by fishermen and 
fishworkers in obtaining supplies of fresh water at Stronsay, but a scheme 
for providing a supply at both piers is now being proceeded with, and is 
expected to be completed before the advent of another season. The Fish 
Mart erected and opened last season was greatly appreciated by the trade. 
Negotiations are proceeding for the opening of several additional curing 
stations in the district, chiefly at Stronsay. 

Practically all the trawled fish landed in the district was for curing 
purposes, and consisted almost wholly of cod from the Icelandic grounds. 
There was a slight decrease in the quantity landed compared with the 
previous year, but prices were higher by some 30s. per ton for green fish. 
There was a good demand for Faroe wet salted fish, and 26 smacks landed 
a total of 749 tons, which sold at an average price of £13 10s. per ton, 
against 263 tons at an average price of £11 5s. per ton landed during the 
previous year. 

Line fishing is prosecuted by the district fishermen chiefly by means of 
hand lines. Fairly good results were obtained on the west-side grounds 
during the summer months, but on the east-side codling and haddock 
appeared to be scarcer than usual. 

Great-line fishing was prosecuted chiefly from Kirkwall, and attention 
devoted to the capture of halibut during the spring months. The results 
were the best obtained for some years, the catch being practically double 
that of last year, The average price realized for halibut was slightly under 
40s. per cwt. 

During the first two months of the year a number of Moray Firth crews 
operated on the Orkney grounds, and frequently landed their smaller catches 
of herrings at Kirkwall instead of Wick, owing to the closer proximity of 
the former to the fishing grounds. In all, 962 crans were landed, which 
realized an average price of fully 20s. per cran. The herrings were 
practically all kippered by local curers. 

The value of the shell fisheries shows a decrease of £1297, due to the 
‘decline in the lobster catch. The only period of the year in which results 
were successful was during the month of May, but thereafter lobsters 
appeared to be scarcer than usual. By the passing of the Oyster and 
Mussel (Bay of Firth) Fishery Order Act, 1910, it is anticipated that this 
area, which has for many years been of comparatively little value, will, 
under judicious treatment, again become productive in the course of a few 
years. 

During part of November and December dense shoals of sillocks were 
again found in Kirkwall and Stromness harbours, particularly the latter. 
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In all, nearly 700 tons were landed, and, although the average price was only 
at the rate of 1s. 4d. per cran, a number of the Stromness fishermen earned 
from £3 to £4 per man in the course of a week. A novel feature was the 
despatch of 240 tons of these fish by steamer to Aberdeen, where they were 
utilised in the manufacture of fish meal. The remainder was used locally for 
manure purposes, 

In May a fisherman belonging to Portgordon was drowned in Stronsay 
harbour, having accidentally slipped overboard. <A local line fishing boat 
was run down and sunk by a steamer in Kirkwall Bay, but the occupants of 
the boat were fortunately rescued. Considerable damage to lobster creels 
was sustained through stormy weather, but otherwise the loss of fishing gear 
was comparatively small.

Shetland District. 


The returns for 1910 show an increase in quantity of 348,046 cwts., but a 
decrease in value of £43,183, as compared with the figures for 1909. 

Herrings accounted for between 96 and 97 per cent. of the total quantity 
and value. Fully a fifth of the year’s catch of herrings was landed before 
the end of May, while the fish were still immature. The lower prices 
realised for these early herrings tended to reduce the year’s average price per 
crav, which was scarcely 20s. 6d., as compared with 28s. 5d. in 1909. 

In the means of capture a decrease in the number and tonnage of boats 
has again to be recorded. This decrease is confined to the herring fleet. 
After the close of the fishing about a dozen of these boats were sold to 
Norway, where they are to be employed in mackerel fishing. There was an 
increase during the year in the number of second-class boats employed at 
the haddock fishing. Mention was made in last year’s report of two motor 
skiffs that were fitted out at Scalloway for the haddock fishing. These 
proved so satisfactory that other crews invested in motors, and by the end 
of the year six of these boats were working from Scalloway and Burra Isle, 
and one from Lerwick. 

In February and March a small fleet of steam drifters prosecuted the 
herring fishing with marked success, landing a total of nearly 6000 crans, 
which constitutes a record for the district for the winter fishing. The 
average price of these herrings was about 13s. 6d. per cran, and the bulk of 
the catch was cured for the Continental markets. The summer herring 
fishing was commenced early in May at most of the stations, both on the 
East and West Coasts of Shetland. Along the North-West Coast and 
in St. Magnus Bay the fishing was a complete failure in May, and although 
after the bulk of the boats had left further trials were repeatedly made in 
June and July, no herrings were got. 

The fishing was commenced at Baltasound about the middle of May, the 
fishermen, as formerly, generally working under engagements for four weeks, 
with bounties ranging from £5 to £8 for sail boats, and up to £20 for 
steam drifters. Fewer curing stations were, however, open, and the fleet of 
boats was smaller than in 1909. The fishing opened well, the catch for the 
last week of May being over 10,000 crans; but thereafter herrings turned 
gradually scarcer, and as soon as their engagements expired most of the 
crews left for other ports. Although a small fleet of steam drifters and 
local sail boats continued fishing till well into August, there was no subse- 
quent improvement. MHerrings continued scarce on the Balta grounds, and 
fishermen had to go so far to the south and south-east to get them, that they 
found it convenient to land their fish elsewhere. 
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With the decline of the fishing at the North Isles and West-Side stations, 
there has been a steady increase in the curing preparations and capturing 
power at Lerwick, and the past season’s operations were conducted on an un- 
precedentedly large scale. A great part of the curing staff was on the 
ground by the middle of May, and by the end of the month all the stations 
were working at their full strength. Exceptionally fine weather was 
experienced all through the season. The herrings came early to maturity, 
and as the markets were very healthy, prices to fishermen were good, though 
not so high as in 1909. The fishing was very successful in May, June, and 
July at Lerwick and the other stations on the south-east of Shetland, but 
from the first it was apparent that a much smaller proportion of the catch 
than usual was got on the eastern grounds. This was more marked as the 
season advanced, crews that fished on the old grounds 40 to 50 miles east 
from Bressay often returning blank, while those that fished off Fair Isle 
were generally successful. In August the herring shoals appeared to move 
steadily southwards, and this was followed by a steady departure of the 
fleet, until by the end of August practically the whole of the strangers, both 
Scottish and English, had left Lerwick. There was an improvement in the 
fishing in September, and a number of local crews continued working till 
the middle of October, their earnings for the last few weeks being generally 
better than during the height of the season. 

Owing to the fact that steam drifters shifted grounds frequently during 
the season, it is not easy to estimate their earnings during the Shetland 
season. Some earned only from £300 to £400; but these, as a rule, fished 
only for a few weeks. Many, on the other hand, are known to have earned 
over £1200; and several companies’ boats averaged from £1000 to £1100 
for the Shetland season, although they left several weeks earlier than usual. 
With the exception of the North Isles section, the earnings of local fisher- 
men were better than they had been for several years, the average, so far 
as can be learned, being between £300 and £400. A good many crews had 
from £500 to £600, and exceptionally up to £730. 

Two Lerwick fishing vessels were again fitted out for curing at sea, but, as 
formerly, they ran to Lerwick and sold their bigger catches fresh, and only 
cured their smaller lots. Between them they landed almost 700 barrels, 
and with the proceeds of the sales of fresh herrings the crews had a fair season. 
Smaller crews are carried on these vessels than if the whole catches were 
cured. 

The market for cured herrings opened well, and there was a very good 
demand all the season at prices which, though not so good at the beginning, 
where higher at the close of the season than they had been in 1909. As 
a rule, curers sold and shipped their cured herrings promptly. During 
the first half of the season they were deing a profitable enough business, but 
in August, with the falling-off in the catch and the departure of a large part 
of the fleet, prices of fresh herrings were generally higher than the cured 
market warranted. ‘This state of things induced curers to send away their 
staff of workers and remove their surplus stock to the English stations earlier 
than usual. 

Two steamers were again regularly employed carrying roused herrings to 
Hamburg, and occasionally additional vessels were chartered by the firm 
engaged in this business. Curers sent large quantities of their cured 
herrings by these steamers in preference to sending them by the mail boats 
via Leith. The diversion of this trade from Leith induced a Leith shipping 
firm to send two of their steamers to trade direct between Lerwick and 
Hamburg, and curers had thus an admirable service to Hamburg during 
the greater part of the season. 

Owing to the early commencement of the herring fishing, less attention is 
now, given to the great-line fishing than formerly. For a few weeks in 
spring, however, crews that engaged in this fishing did wel] at Lerwick and 
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Whalsay, and at Dunrossness, where a few skiffs worked great-lines all 
through the summer, very satisfactory results were reported. For the 
whole district the landings of great-line fish were about 50 per cent. better 
than in 1909. On the other hand, no local vessels prosecuted the cod 
fishing at Faroe and Iceland, and only one cargo of salted fish was 
imported from Faroe during the year. 

In contrast with the fine summer, the weather in the autumn and winter 
was so stormy that the line fishermen were unable to prosecute the haddock 
fishing with anything like regularity, and the year’s catch for the district 
shows a decrease of almost 25 per cent. as compared with 1909. Most of 
the haddocks were landed at Scalloway and Lerwick in about equal 
proportions. Finding a difficulty in getting curers to enter into engagements 
with them, the fishermen at some of the out-stations are now consigning 
their own fish to market, and hitherto the returns have been generally 
satisfactory. 

Three local drifters went to the English fishing, where their earnings 
averaged about £700. These three boats were employed from seven to 
eight months in Shetland and on the English coast, and their year’s earnings 
averaged £1620. 

With the early close of the fishing here, large stocks of barrels were left 
over, most of which were, however, shipped off to English ports. 

With the exception of a few weeks at the close of the herring fishing, 
when some men were idle, coopers were fully employed at barrel-making 
throughout the season. A new barrel factory—the second in the district— 
will be opened in a few weeks, and will provide employment for a number of 
men. 

Boat-builders were fairly busy, the output for the year consisting, with 
one exception, of second and third-class boats. One new motor skiff was 
built, motor engines were installed in two second-hand boats, and two motor 
skiffs were purchased from other districts, 

There was no loss of life among the local fishermen, but four English 
fishermen were drowned during the herring fishing season. 

The damage to boats and loss of material was very small on the Shetland 
coast, but the drifters that went to the English fishing reported a consider- 
able loss of netting there. 

The fishery barometers in the district are in good order and well attended to.

IlI].—West Coast. 
Stornoway District. 


The produce of the fisheries for the year, excluding shell-fish, amounted to 
308,864 ewts., valued at £92,361, or 80,905 cwts. and £14,331 less than in 
1909. The shortage is accounted for by the winter herring fishing, which 
was the lightest recorded since 1901. The summer herring fishing catch was 
also considerably short of that of the preceding year. None of the local 
boats were at the English or Irish fishings. Eight went to Shetland and 
the East Coast, their success, however, being only moderate. One thousand 
seven hundred hired men, who were engaged in steam and sailing vessels, 
earned an average of £15. Two thousand five hundred women workers 
brought to the island from £8 to £10 each. One thousand five hundred of 
these, who went to England in October, returned with poor results. 

First-class boats are still on the down grade. ‘Two were transferred to 
other ports, and four were removed from the register as being useless. These 
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were replaced by smaller craft, second and third class chiefly. Over all 
there is an increase of 26 as compared with 1909. No steam or motor 
boats are owned in the district. 

One hundred and ten steam and 15 sailing vessels were employed in the 
winter and spring herring fishing. The principal fishing grounds were in 
the Minch and off the Butt. Several good takes were, however, brought in 
from Lochewe, Lochbroom district; from off Lochmaddy, Barra district ; and 
from Loch Dunvegan, Skye district. Untavourable weather which prevailed 
during the principal fishing week of the season was the cause of the partial 
failure of the fishing, for it was proved by some takes that were brought in 
that herrings were in abundance off the Butt, 10 to 15 miles N.W. Steam 
vessels earned an average of £220, while several had from £400 to £450. 
Fifteen sailers averaged £95. The average price per cran was 25s. 6d. 

The early summer fishing, which formerly was the most important, has 
been on the down grade for several years. One of the causes is said to be 
the regular depletion of the usual fishing grounds in the Minch during the 
winter fishing season. One hundred and thirty-six steam and 150 sailing 
boats were employed for a short period only from the 14th May till towards 
the end of the month, by which time nearly all had left for Shetland and 
other ports. Light catches were the rule. The quality, which was poor, 
improved later on when there was only a small fleet, composed chiefly of 
local craft, employed. These continued fishing until towards the end of 
September with fair success. The average price per cran realised was 20s. 3d. 

Four carrying steamers and three sailing vessels brought over from Skye 
district, from October to December, 10,371 crans of herrings roused in 
barrels, and 476 craus from Lochbroom district. These were cured gutted 
for export. 

Although none of the herring fleet was fitted out with mackerel nets, con- 
siderable quantities of mackerel of fair quality were landed in the early part 
of the year, as well as in May and August. They were readily disposed of 
in January and February at 25s. per cran for despatch to the fresh markets. 
Thereafter prices receded to 4s. and 5s. per cran for curing purposes. 
Altogether 926 barrels were cured for export. 

Several steam liners landed occasionally some excellent takes of cod and 
ling during the early part of the year. They were readily disposed of for 
curing and freshing purposes at from 8d. to 2s. 6d. each, according to the 
demand. The catch by local craft at different sections in the district was 
also much better than has been the case for several seasons past. The 
quantity cured dried, as compared with the preceding year’s returns, shows 
an increase of 44 tons. Prices ruled at £21 10s. per ton for cod, £24 for 
ling, and from £12 to £15 for saith. 

Broadbay was the chief centre for haddock fishing, small-line fishing being 
the method employed. The quantity sent to the Southern markets was, 
however, small, the demand for smoked fish being limited. Sending them 
to market in a fresh state did not prove remunerative, the cost of freight 
and carriage being prohibitive. 

The catch of lobsters shows an increase of 15,462, valued at £763, as 
compared with the returns for 1909. The best, as regards both size and 
quality, were taken in the Sound of Harris. Unclassified shell-fish, of 
which whelks formed the major part, also show an increase of 605 ewts., 
valued at £86. Small quantities of cockles and mussels were occasionally 
collected—the former for local use and the latter for bait.

The various branches of the fisheries carried on in the district of Barra 
were attended with varying success during the year under review. The 
returns of fish landed show a falling off in the quantity to the extent of 
25,767 cwts., and in the value of £9807, exclusive of shellfish. This short- 
coming may be accounted for by the partial failure of the early summer 
herring fishing during the months of May and June. 

The means of capture returns show a slight improvement. A number 
of both new and second-hand boats were purchased from East Coast owners 
for herring fishing purposes, several of which are fitted with steam capstans. 
There is a corresponding increase in gear, a number of boats being provided 
for the first time with bush ropes. 

About 20 boats prosecuted the great-line fishing from February to June. 
Ling appeared to be plentiful a few miles off the coast and some fair takes 
were secured, especially during the month of May. There was a keen 
demand for the fish for curing purposes, and the quantity cured shows an 
increase of 777 cwts. Results clearly proved that this branch of the fishing 
industry is capable of development. 

The early summer herring fishing opened at Castlebay and Lochboisdale 
on the recognised date, viz., llth May. The fishing fleet consisted of 82 
steam drifters and 203 sail boats. About 40 of the smaller class of sailers 
made Lochboisdale their headquarters. The” fleet operating was about 90 
eraft short of that of the previous year, and the number of fish-curing firms 
was four less. The fishing during May and June proved a partial failure, 
largely in consequence of the low prices paid for the fish owing to their 
indifferent quality. The fleet operated from Skerryvore, north to Skye, and 
to the west of Barra Head, but with the same meagre results. The stranger 
crews commenced to leave for Shetland and the East Coast ports about the - 
end of May, and by the 20th June the early season had closed. 

The only interesting feature of the fishing industry in 1910 was the success 
of the late herring fishing, which commenced about the middle of July and 
continued until September Steam drifters to the number of 100 and 40 
sail boats returned from the East Coast to participate in this fishing, The 
herrings were of excellent quality, and some heavy takes were landed. The 
fish were caught all over the Minch, but the most prolific grounds lay off 
the island of Canna, and from 10 to 26 miles south from Muldoanich. The 
west side grounds were also tried by a few crews on several occasions, but 
without success. Steam drifters reaped the best of the fishing. Only once 
did the sailers score, and on that occasion prices fell as low as 12s. per cran. 
Weather conditions were unfavourable for sailing boats, and the bulk of the 
sail fleet was often forced to remain ashore, owing to calms and stormy 
weather, while the steam drifters reaped the harvest. 

Prices during the early season ranged from 5s. to 47s. 6d. per cran, with 
an average of 17s. 14d., and during the late season from 12s. to 60s., with 
an average of 30s. It may be stated that the highest price paid this year 
only reached 60s. per cran, in contrast to 80s. and 90s. a few years ago. 

Herring fishing was carried on until the close of the year by the local 
craft, but no quantity of fish was found on the usual grounds. Several 
crows operated in the Skye lochs during November, and in one or two cases 
made substantial earnings. 

Local crews had, on the whole, rather a poor season: an outstanding figure 
is £400, but the average earnings only amounted to £170. 

During the early season the earnings of steam drifters might be stated as 
runing from £100 to £250, and of sailers from £30 to £100. During the 


late season steam drifters earned from £200 to £500, and sailers from £80 
to £280, 
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Mackerel fishing is now of no account in this district. The total quantity 
of mackerel cured was 397 barrels, 77 of which were exported to America, 
the remainder being cured by the fishermen for local consumption. It may 
be stated that 295 crans landed at Castlebay, or practically half the quantity 
landed in the district, had to be disposed of to the manure factory, as no 
other buyers could be found for this class of fish. 

The shellfish branch of the fisheries was actively engaged in during the 
year, and resulted in an improvement to the extent of £1613 in the total 
value, lobsters accounting for £1420 of the increase. 

Unfortunately, one fisherman lost his life by drowning.

Loch Broom District. 


The results of the fishing operations in this district during 1910, so far 
as herrings are concerned, were not at all gratifying to those connected with 
the industry. When compared with the figures for 1909, which was only a 
fairly satisfactory year, herrings show the large decrease of 14,056 crans in 
quantity and £11,934 in value. This decrease is accounted for by the 
failure of the fishings in Lochewe and Loch Broom—a failure which a 
large number of fishermen believe to have been caused by “‘daylight” fishing. 
Whether or not this theory is correct is difficult to say, but credence is lent 
to it by the fact that during the last two seasons the fishing came to an 
abrupt close immediately the practice was commenced. Other kinds of 
white fish, however, show an increase in the total landed of 1087 cwts. and 
£245 in value, but shell-fish exhibit a decline in value of £162. 

The means of capture statistics show an increase of 6 boats, of the value 
of £409. These boats are all of the Loch Fyne type, and were bought and 
transferred from Skye and Loch Fyne districts. Two motor boats were 
added to the register during the year, but only one of them is used to any 
extent in the principal fisheries. The other is used for hand-line fishing 
only. 

There is a slight increase in the area of netting, but the number and 
value of lines and lobster creels used show further reductions. 

Herring fishing was a failure throughout the district. At Ullapool a fleet 
of 30 boats tried the herring fishing in January, but the total catch for 
that period amounted to only 158 crans. Nothing was done at Lochclash, 
and at Lochinver the year’s landings only reached the total of 233 crans. 
The summer herring fishing at Gairloch also proved disappointing, the catch 
from June to September being 148 crans. Towards the end of October, 
however, an improvement set in, when a shoal of herrings was located inside 
Longa Island. A fleet of 50 boats were engaged, and during the few days 
the herring remained on the grounds a total of 690 crans, valued at £622, 
was secured. The herrings were small, but of good quality, and fetched 
from 16s. to 25s. per cran. 

In Lochewe operations were commenced in July, but the fishing never 
showed any sign of becoming successful. A few good takes were got near 
the entrance to the loch, but the shots were generally of a light and dis- 
couraging nature. 

The autumn herring fishing at Ullapool, which at the start gave indica- 
tions of giving good results, proved even more disappointing than that of 
the previous year. A fleet of 180 boats congregated at the port, but the 
fishing lasted only a fortnight. The herrings made their first appearance in 
the vicinity of Priest Island, and gradually worked their way in towards 
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Islemartin, but after two nights’ fishing there the shoal suddenly dis- 
appeared, and no further landings took place. During this short period, 
however, some of the boats did very well, a few of the East Coast boats 
earning from £100 to £220, while some of the Loch Fyne motor skiffs 
earned up to £60 per boat. With the exception of a few skiffs which earned 
from £20 to £50, the local fisherman had a poor season. Owing to the 
searcity of herrings on the English coast, there was a keen demand for 
curing purposes, and prices were good, ranging from 13s. 6d. to 32s. per 
eran, and averaging 22s. 4d. percran. Five steamers employed by Glasgow 
fish merchants bought up a proportion of the catch and took them in a 
fresh state to Glasgow. Apart from this there was no freshing for the 
Southern markets. 

A number of crews took part in the herring fishings at Stornoway in July 
and August, and at Kyle and Loch Snizort in November. At the former 
place practically nothing was done, but between the two latter places those 
crews who went there early earned up to £70 per boat; but a number of 
crews were too long in reaching these places, and did practically nothing. 

Herring-curing was engaged in by 13 firms at Ullapool, 5 at Badachro, 2 
at Aultbea, and 1 at Lochinver, but owing to the small volume of business 
done operations were not profitable. Owing, however, to the high prices 
obtained for the cured article, most of the firms would hold their own. 

Direct exportations consisted of one part-cargo of 1404 barrels to 
Konigsberg. 

The cod and saithe net fishing at Gairloch was quite satisfactory to fisher- 
men. A fleet of 30 boats was engaged, and grossed from £37 to £87 per 
boat, the average being £53 per boat with four of a crew. Stormy weather 
was experienced throughout the greater part of the ten weeks during which 
the fishing lasted, but notwithstanding this the total catch shows an increase 
on that of last year of 187 cwts. in quantity and £55 in value. The greater 
part of the catch was cured dried, and, the fish being of: good size and 
quality, good prices were obtained by curers. Prices paid to fishermen were, 
for cod, 5d. to 1s. 5d. each, averaging 8d. each ; and for saithe, 14d. to 84d. 
each, averaging 4d. each. Owing to the increased competition from other 
centres, and the distance from railway communication, buyers found it 
unprofitable to continue sending fish to the fresh markets, with the result 
that little was done at this branch of the industry. 

Line-fishing was prosecuted by a number of fishermen in each section of 
the district, and the catch by this means exceeds that of the preceding year 
by 222 cwts. in quantity and £13 in value. 

Stormy weather interrupted the operations of those prosecuting the shell 
fisheries, and when this is taken into account the decrease is not large. 
Lobsters show a falling-off of £200 in value, but the value of whelks 
gathered has increased by £66. 

A committee of local gentlemen has been formed for the purpose of carry- 
ing out an extension to the present pier at Ullapool, and it is hoped that 
success may crown their efforts, as the need for improvement in this respect 
has been repeatedly demonstrated by the great congestion created by even a 
fair day’s fishing. 

Fortunately, no lives were lost in connection with the fisheries, and the 
damage to boats and gear was not great. 

The barometers at Ullapool and Badachro are weil looked after, and are 
appreciated by the fishermen of both places.

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Lochcarron and Skye District. 


The results of the district fisheries during the year under review were very 
satisfactory, and show an improvement over the figures for 1910 to the extent 
of 83,700 cwts. in the quantity and £23,216 in the value of fish landed. 
Herrings and mackerel are chiefly accountable fur this result. The other 
branches of the industry, with the exception of shell-fish, were prosecuted 
with average success, and the returns show little variation from those of the 
preceding year. The returns of shell-fish exhibit a decrease in value of £865 
when compared with the figures for 1909, and are slightly below the average 
of the past ten years. 

Owing to the failure of the herring fishing in the Skye lochs during the 
past eight years, the means of capture returns have been steadily shrinking. 
A number of the fishermen desirous of bettering their position emigrated to 
Canada during the year, while others were employed on board steamers and 
vessels sailing from Glasgow. The number of boats has fallen from 708 in 
1901 to 473 in 1910. The area of netting also shows a corresponding 
decrease. It is satisfactory to note, however, that, owing to the improve- 
ment in the herring fishing towards the end of 1910, fishermen are again 
bringing boats into the district. One of those brought in was a new one 
built at Ardrishaig and fitted with a ‘‘ Kelvin” motor engine. There are 
now four motor boats in the district, and it is expected that some of the 
other larger-sized skiffs will have engines fitted in shortly. 

The winter herring fishing, which was really a continuation of the autumn 
herring fishing of 1909, was prosecuted up to the end of January by a fleet 
of about 120 boats, The principal fishing grounds were in Loch Ainort and 
between Raasay and the mainland. During the first fortnight good results 
were obtained by steam drifters, but as the fish did not remain long on the 
ground, these vessels left in order to participate in the Stornoway herring 
fishing. Owing to the stormy condition of the weather, sail-boats were 
seldom able to get to sea. The total for the winter herring fishing was 6180 
crans, valued at £6837. The herrings were principally landed at. 
Kyle-of-Lochalsh, where they were sold by auction at prices ranging from 
17s. to 50s. per cran. 

With the exception of a few crews belonging to Waternish, Portree, and 
Kyleakin, the district fishermen give cod and ling fishing little attention. 
At Waternish it was prosecuted during February and March with a fair 
amount of success when the weather permitted the fishermen to get to sea. 

Small-line fishing was very much neglected, and the fishermen who 
possessed gear suitable for its prosecution employed it chiefly in securing 
bait for their lobster creels, or in supplying fish for consumption in the 
localities where taken. 

The summer herring fishing was commenced early in July by a fleet of 
about 60 boats. The fishermen persevered for about a month on the usual 
fishing grounds, but, as their efforts were attended with little or no success, 
and as there were no indications of herrings being on the grounds, they 
ceased operations, and a number of crews beached their boats for a season 
The results of the fishing were about the poorest on record. 

On the other hand, the mackerel fishing, which commenced about the end 
of August and continued to the end of October, yielded satisfactory results, 
The fleet which participated in the mackerel fishing numbered 35. Of these, 
10 fished from Portree and 25 from Kyle-of-Lochalsh. All belonged to the 
district, and were fitted out with mackerel nets. The most prolific fishing 
grounds were in the waters between Raasay and the mainland, in Scalpa 
Sound, and in Portree Bay, and fish were fairly plentiful in these waters 
throughout the season. Except in the case of one or two crews who con- 
signed their fish to the Southern markets, the fish were sold by auction and 
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generally realized good prices. Prices, however, fluctuated a good deal, 
varying throughout the season from 6s. to 44s. per cran. Notwithstanding 
the fact that there were fewer boats at work than usual, the season’s results 
show an improvement over the figures for 1909 to the extent of 5651 cwts. 
in the quantity and £853 in the value. 

The autumn herring fishing was commenced early in October by a fleet of 
about 40 boats. During the first fortnight the fishing was prosecuted from 
the different lochs in the district, but, except in Loch Dunvegan, which 
yielded good results, the fishing was practically blank. About the middle 
of October, however, a heavy shoal of herrings appeared in Loch Snizort, 
and for several weeks the local crews had a splendid fishing. The report 
that a shoal of herrings was on the ground soon spread, and by the end of 
November about 250 boats had congregated from the different places on the 
coast. For a week or so after their arrival a good fishing was obtained, but 
with such a large fleet of boats operating in shallow waters, and steam 
drifters and herring steamers continually moving about, the shoal was broken 
up and shifted outside the loch into deep waters. The bulk of the catch 
taken in Loch Snizort was bought by carrying steamers and taken to 
Stornoway for curing purposes. About the middle of December herrings 
appeared in Raasay Sound and in Loch Ainort, but as the weather continued 
very stormy during the remainder of the year, the boats were seldom able to 
get to sea. The herrings taken from these waters were landed at Portree 
and Kyle-of-Lochalsh, and were consigned to the Southern markets in a fresh 
state. At the latter place prices ruled high, the average price for December 
being 32s, 3d. per cran. 

Of the 7392 barrels of herrings cured, 2112 barrels were cured on board 
vessels fitted out for the purpose, and the remainder at the various stations 
on shore. Most of the cured herrings were sold in the home markets. 

Of the shell-fish fisheries, lobster fishing is the most important. It is 
prosecuted throughout the year by fishermen belonging to the west of Skye 
and those residing in the vicinity of Portree, and to a greater or less extent 
from nearly all the creeks in the district. During the spring months stormy 
weather greatly interfered with its prosecution, and the catch fell short of 
that of the previous year by 10,461 lobsters, and the value by £396. 

The losses during the year included the lives of two men belonging to 
Waternish, whose boat, while proceeding to the lobster fishing, was struck 
by a squall and foundered about 150 yards from the shore.

Fort-William District. 


The gratifying improvement in the fisheries of this district, noticeable 
during the last few years, was maintained during the year under review ; in 
fact, the quantity landed shows an increase of more than 50 per cent. upon 
the previous year’s total, which was also a record one. As in the preceding 
year, the expansion was largely confined to Mallaig. Oban, however, in 1910, 
showed a distinct improvement. Unfortunately, other creeks show little 
variation and no signs of development. | _Herrings were largely responsible 
for the satisfactory results at Mallaig and Oban. The aggregate total 
increase for the district, excluding shell-fish, when compared with the figures 
for 1909, amounts to 35,456 cwts. in quantity and £13,695 in value. 

Changes of interest in the means of capture returns are confined to the 
deletion of the two small steamers returned last year, and the installation of 
a “ Kelvin” motor into one of the district boats at an approximate cost of £86. 
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For the first time in the history of Mallaig as a fishing port, steamers par- 
ticipated in a winter herring fishing. During January and February a few 
steamers landed nearly 5000 crans at Mallaig, and in some instances made 
quite remarkable earnings for the time employed. The chief fishing grounds 
were off Skerryvore and Heisker lighthouses, while some heavy shots were 
brought from the Irish coast, conspicuous among them being one of 148 
crans, which realised 28s, 6d. per cran, by the “ Rose III.” of Buckie. On 
the first day of February seven steamers landed the high average of 123 
crans. 

Unfortunately, the early summer herring fishing was again rather unpro- 
ductive. The first trials made by a considerable fleet were disappointing, 
and reports of a successful fishing in Shetland soon reduced the fleet to a few 
sail-boats, and thus rendered the ultimate result a foregone conclusion. With 
the somewhat uncertain and irregular fishing ruling on the East Coast, a few 
steamers were again in this district early in August and met with good 
results. During August and September the quantity landed was almost 
equal to that for the summer fishing, while the value was greater, and only 
a few boats participated. | One steamer which elected to work on the West 
Coast in preference to following the rush to England earned almost £1200. 
The average price realised per cran at Mallaig during January and February 
was 2l1s., during May and June 19s., and during August and September 
31s. 3d. 

Two firms were again engaged in kippering at Mallaig, and treated a 
creater quantity than during 1909. 

Curing operations were again confined to Mallaig, and, with the increased 
landings, the number of barrels cured shows a decided advance on the 
previous year’s total. No direct exportations were made, the bulk going 
overland to Leith and Giasgow for transhipment to the Continent and 
America. 

Only one vessel cleared for curing at sea, and secured a fair cargo in the 
Skye district. 

The success of the great-line fishing from Mallaig continued, largely 
helped, no doubt, by the substitution of steamers for sail-boats. A fleet of 
over 30 vessels operated from Mallaig with great-lines, half of which were 
steamers. Notwithstanding the unfavourable nature of the weather, some 
record earnings were obtained. Most of the steamers had remunerative 
seasons, while the sail boats experienced one of the worst for years. Owing 
to the broken weather conditions, prices maintained a good level, and bait 
supplies were generally good and reasonable in price. Except in the inskore 
waters, fish were evidently found as plentiful as ever. Bait bills ran up to 
£56 for the season’s work. Earnings for steamers ranged from £300 to 
£720, the latter being the best total reached in the history of Mallaig. 
Sail-boat earnings were low, and ranged from £100 to £170. Little was 
done at great-line fishing elsewhere in the district. 

Cod-net fishing results were again very moderate, and show a considerable 
reduction at Mallaig. 

The value of the shell fisheries shows a slight advance on the figures for 
last year. The creek of Ulva again shows the best results, 

Owing to the comparative success of the trawlers working from Oban 
during the summer of 1909, the number operating in 1910 was increased. 
For a short time 11 boats were employed. This number proved too great 
for the limited waters, and fish became scarce, resulting in the reduction of 
the vessels employed. The total landings show an increase on those of 1909, 
but individual boats did not do so well as during the previous year. 

During the year the Railway Company decided on another attempt to 
develop Oban as a landing port. With this end in view, a space some 300 
feet by 80 feet was enclosed and laid down in concrete, the intention being 
to utilise it for the curing of herrings. 
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At Mallaig the Railway Company interested there have erected four su - 
stantial offices, fitted with electric light, in a prominent site overlooking the 
harbour and fish-table. These have already been rented by various firms of 
fish salesmen who carry on business at the port. 

The barometer at Mallaig is in good order.

Campbeltown District. 


The district fisheries, particularly the herring fishing, during the year 1910 
were prosecuted with unsatisfactory results. | Herrings show a falling off to 
to the extent of 39,515 cwts. and £13,776 in the quantity and value respec- 
tively as compared with 1909, and white fish also show a decrease in value 
of £441. The partial failure of the summer herring fishing and the scarcity 
of haddocks and whitings during the last four months of the year were 
largely responsible for the deficiency. The total value of shell-fish was 
practically the same as during the previous year. 

In so far as the means of capture were concerned, there was no change 
worthy of note, and the number of crews employed varied only in a com- 
paratively slight degree. A decrease of four boats is recorded in the district 
returns, but the value has gone up considerably, owing to the installation of 
motor engines into a large number of district boats during the past year. 

The majority of the fishermen in the district depend almost wholly on 
the herring fishing, which for some years past has been prosecuted from 
January to December. During the year under review the fishing yielded 
exceptionally poor results in district waters. The winter fishing began 
towards the latter end of January with moderate success, but the herrings 
were generally of poor quality, and consisted chiefly of spent fish throughout 
the winter and spring months. The drift-net fishing was a failure, and the 
number of East Coast crews which engage in it is yearly growing less. 

The summer fishing was most disappointing, and the fleet proceeded to the 
Ayrshire coast early in July, and for four months operations were carried on 
by local crews chiefly outside the limits of the district with varying success. 
Fairly good earnings were made by many of the district crews along the 
Ayrshire coast and along the east side of Arran during the summer months. 
The fishing grounds in district waters extended along both sides of Kil- 
brennan Sound, on the Kintyre side from Cour Bay to Davaar Island, and 
along the Arran shore from Machrie Bay to Brown Head. Good catches 
were occasionally obtained between Pladda and Ailsa Craig, but these fishing 
grounds are exposed and could only be fished during fine weather. During 
the months of January, February, and May the district catch was augmented 
by over 2000 crans of herrings, valued at £1400, landed by steam drifters 
at Campbeltown. The herrings were caught off the north-west of Ireland, 
and consisted chiefly of large spent fish. The cheap coal which can be pro- 
cured is the means of inducing the steam drifters to land occasional catches 
at Campbeltown, but the long distance from the fishing grounds is against 
the development of the port in this connection. Fourteen local crews pro- 
ceeded during the autumn to prosecute the herring fishing at Loch Broom, 
but, with the exception of four crews, they returned home within a few 
weeks without earning expenses. The crews that remained made fairly 
good earnings in the northern lochs, None of the district crews were at 
the Irish fishing during the past year. The fishermen’s earnings in other 
districts partially compensated for the poor results in local waters, but 
their average earnings were considerably less than during the previous year. 


The average price per cran for the year was 17s., as compared with 20s, per 
eran in 1909. 
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The great-line fishing was almost entirely neglected at Campbeltown 
during the year, Several shots were tried during the early spring, but fish 
appeared very scarce, and many of the crews who usually work at the cod 
fishing, after fitting out, preferred to continue at the herring fishing. The 
catch of cod at Campbeltown was therefore considerably less than during the 
previous year. The cod fishing at Gigha, in striking contrast, was the best 
for a considerable number of years past. Fish were more plentiful on the 
inshore grounds, and steam trawlers were not in evideuce to the same extent 
as for some years past. To this fact the fishermen attribute largely the 
success which was obtained. The saithe fishing at the Mull of Kintyre was 
fairly successful, but it only lasted for a very short period. 

Smull-line fishing was less successful than for many years past, both 
haddocks and whitings, particularly the former, being very scarce. For 
several years haddocks have been showing a gradual falling off, and in 1910 
the continued decline has been more marked than usual. During the last 
three months of the year the landings were exceptionally poor. Whitings 
also show a considerable decrease, but not to the same extent as haddocks. 
Practically all the haddocks and whitings landed were sold in the localities 
where they were caught, the average price being about 17s. 9d. per cwt. 

The catch of plaice was also considerably less, the decrease amounting to 
182 cwts. and £157 in the quantity and value respectively as compared with 
the returns for 1909. Lobster fishing was carried on successfully, and the 
results compare favourably with the previous year’s catch. Much depends 
on the weather as to the success or otherwise of this branch of the industry 
in this district, as most of the creeks where lobster fishing is prosecuted are 
greatly exposed, stormy weather causing fishing operations to be suspended 
often for many weeks in succession. 

The greater part of the herrings caught in the district were, as in former 
years, bought at sea and conveyed direct to market, chiefly to Glasgow, by 
the herring carrying steamers. Fish buyers at Campbeltown and Carradale 
had an exceptionally poor year owing to the small quantity of herrings landed. 

More herrings were cured than in 1909, but curing is seldom carried on to 
any extent. An East Coast firm made an attempt to establish a curing station 
at Cempbeltown during the past summer, but the attempt was futile, and it 
is doubtful if it will be repeated. Unfortunately, a worse year could scarcely 
have been selected for the purpose. 

Notwithstanding the backwardness of the fishing, there was a large increase 
in the number of motor engines installed into local craft. At the close of 
1909 the total number of boats prepelled by auxiliary motor power in the 
district was 18, and there are now 40, showing an increase of 22 motor-pro- 
pelled boats during the past 12 months. The ‘‘ Kelvin” motor is most in 
evidence, 35 of the motors being “ Kelvin,” 4 “ Thornycroft,” and 1 “ Barcar.” 
The initial cost of the improved “ Kelvin” is about £74, of the ‘ Thorny- 
croft” £95, and of the “ Barcar” £85. There is no doubt of the immense 
advantage the motor boats have over sailing craft, and a still further exten- 
sion of this mode af propulsion is assured. 

Boat-builders had a poor year, only one fishing boat being built within the 
.imits of the district, and at the close of the year prospects were no better. 

The loss of fishing gear was about normal, and was estimated at slightly 
less than in 1909. 

Unfortunately, two fishermen, one belonging to Campbeltown and one to 
Carradale, lost their lives in connection with the fisheries, both through 
falling overboard. 

All the fishery barometers were examined during the year and were found 
in good order.

The aggregate returns of fish landed in this district during the year under 
review (exclusive of shell fish) amounted to 41,486 ewts., valued at £10,767. 
This exceeds the average for the past five years by 23,318 cwts. and £4506 
respectively, 

The catches, which are to a great extent influenced by the results of 
herring fishing, had during that period, however, proved the lowest for 
half a century, and, compared with the average returns for the years 1900 to 
1904 inclusive, the figures for 1910 reveal a shortage of 37,936 cwts. in 
quantity and £19,808 in value. 

The most. noteworthy feature in connection with the means of capture 
was an increase in the number of boats using mechanical power as a means 
of propulsion, and were the fishermen in a better financial position, this 
method would be generally adopted. During the year, seven boats were 
fitted out with Kelvin parafin motors of 7-9 horse-power at a cost of about 
£64 each. 

The unsuccessful results of the past few years again accounted for a 
decrease in the number of boats on the register, and from the same cause 
there is also a falling off in the number of fishermen belonging to the 
district. The area of netting also shows a shrinkage, but there is little 
change in the length of lines in use. 

Operations at herring fishing commenced about the beginning of May. 
Throughout the season the number of district boats engaged was 124, while 
crews from adjacent districts and seven drift-net crews from the East Coast, 
also frequented Lochfyne for a time. 

During the opening month the weather was unsettled and the catches 
were light ard irregular. With more favourable weather conditions 
prevailing in June, an improvement set in, and as there appeared to be 
extensive shoals of herrings in all parts of the loch, a successful season was 
anticipated. For eight weeks expectations were to a certain extent realised, 
as fair average takes were being landed. For the months of June and July 
the catch amounted to 8472 crans, valued at £7903. By the end of the 
latter month, however, it was apparent that the shoal had moved south, as 
the subsequent landings were of little moment. The total catch from the 
beginning of May until the close of the year was 10,405 crans, valued at 
£9159, and although those figures exhibited a marked improvement on the 
poor returns for the previous year, the results were again disappointing. 

The quality throughout the season was generally poor, and the prices paid 
varied from 4s. to 50s. per cran, the latter being exceptional. The average 
price was 17s. 7d., compared with 22s. 1d. in 1909. 

The motor boats, considering the small catch, were fairly successful, and 
their average earnings would be at least 100 per cent. better than those of 
the sailing boats. 

Curing operations were carried on at Tarbert and Ardrishaig on much the 
same scale as last year. An East Coast curer accounted for fully one-half of 
the quantity gutted. These he shipped to America via Greenock district, 
but as the herrings were soft and oily, this venture did not prove a financial 
success. Resident curers disposed of their herrings in the surrounding 
district at remunerative prices. 

A dense shoal of mackerel appeared in Lochfyne during the month of 
July, and good catches were secured by crews following the herring fishing. 
The total quantity landed exceeded that of the preceding year by 1366 
ewts., while the value was greater by £298. The quality was generally 
good, but the demand was never at any time keen. Prices varied from 2s. 
to 10s. per cwt., the average price being 5s., compared with 5s. 6d. in 1909. 

The whole catch, which was taken by ordinary seine and drift nets, was 
despatched to the markets in a fresh state. 
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Line fishing—never of much importance in this district—received but 
little attention, and the catch, which consisted chiefly of codlings, was under 
thet of the previous year. 

Six crews engaged in cod-net fishing during the spring months, but the 
results, as in the case of line fishing, also exhibited a falling off. 

Towards the end of October a number of crews left for Lochbroom to 
engage in herring fishing. Little success was met with, and after a short 
stay they proceeded to Loch Snizort, where operations were carried on with 
satisfactory results until the close of the year. The average earnings for 
between 40 and 50 crews of four men each would be £140. 

The output of oysters was greater than that of any year since 1902. The 
West Loch Tarbert beds were entirely responsible for the increase, as the 
number taken from Loch Sween was slightly under that of the previous 
year. The catch and value of lobsters show little change. By the end of 
October the pond at Cullipool, Luing, had been stocked with 30,000 
lobsters, and these will be despatched to the various markets throughout 
the winter months. The lobsters were received from Stornoway, Barra, 
Loch Carron and Skye, and Oban districts, as well as from local fishermen. 

The boatbuilding trade was almost at a standstill. Only two boats were 
built during the year, one for use within the limits of the district and the 
other, a motor boat, for an Ivish owner. There is little prospect of any 
improvement in the near future as, so far, only one order has been placed in 
the district. 

The loss of and damage to fishing gear, although greater than in 1909, 
was of little consequence, considering the capital involved. Fortunately, 
there was no loss of life in connection with the district fisheries, nor were 
any boats lost or damaged. 

The barometer at Tarbert is in good order and is regularly attended to.

Rothesay District. 


The total quantity and value of white fish credited to the Rothesay 
district for the year 1910 were 57,012 cwts. and £20,354. These figures 
show an increase of 15,188 cwts. and £4581 over those of the preceding 
year, which was also a successful one. The success which attended herring 
fishing operations during the summer and autumn off the east coast of 
Arran is chiefly responsible for these additions to the returns. The value 
of the shell fisheries shows very little variation from that of the previous 
year. 

The means of capture returns again show decreases in every respect, 
owing to the declining interest which is yearly being evinced in the 
industry by the district fishermen, and it is quite apparent that this 
unfortunate retrogressive movement has not yet reached its lowest point. 
Four district boats were installed with motor power during the past year, 
thus making a total of six auxiliary fishing craft in this district. An 
engineering firm, named the Berguis Launch and Engine Company, of 
Glasgow, has made Hunter’s Quay, in the Holy Loch, their headquarters for 
the purpose of fitting out boats with motor engines of the Kelvin type, an 
engine which appears to be very successful and universally popular among 
Clyde fishermen. During the year under review this firm installed three 
fishing boats with those Kelvin engines, whose average power was 8 h.p. 
and speed about 6 knots. The cost of each engine was £70. 

The herring fishing, upon whose success the prosperity of the industry 
now so much depends, was begun at the usual time, about the first of June, 
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and herrings were shortly after that period located in large shoals in the 
vicinity of the islands of Pladda and the Holy Isle, where during the 
previous three seasons a good fishing had been obtained. Operations were 
regularly and successfully carried on in the waters off the east of Arran by 
a fleet of 230 boats until the middle of October, when stormy weather, 
combined with the “spotty ” nature of the shoals, brought the fishing to a 
close. A number of crews had remunerative earnings at this fishing, 
especially those crews who had motor boats and were engaged at seine-net 
fishing. The drift-net crews had generally a poor season, and there is little 
doubt that this method of fishing for herrings is gradually being abandoned 
by Firth of Clyde fishermen. Of the season’s catch, 13,272 crans, valued at 
£15,489, were caught by seiners, while only 939 crans, valued £1158, were 
caught by drifters. The total quantity of herrings credited to the district 
for the year 1910 was 14,211 crans, valued at £16,647, as against 9988 
crans and £12,064 for the preceding year. The quantity and value of 
herrings purchased at sea by carrying steamers and conveyed to market by 
them in a fresh condition were 12,457 crans and £14,760, representing 
87°79 and 88°66 per cent. respectively of the total catch and value of 
herrings credited to the district. The quality of the herrings was on the 
whole good, and as a keen demand prevailed for the fish, high prices were 
realised by fishermen. The season’s average price per cran was 23s. 5d., as 
compared with 24s. 2d. per cran in 1909. The average earnings of the 
district seine-net crews were £300, while the most successful pair of skiffs 
(eight men) earned £520. The few drift-net crews who were engaged at 
this fishing would not average more than about £85 a crew. No catches of 
any consequence were obtained in any other part of the district waters. 
Mackerel, although small in size, were more abundant in 1910 than they 
usually are, but neither the fishermen nor buyers appeared to be keen either 
on catching or buying these fish. Nearly all the mackerel are caught by 
herring nets in conjunction with the prosecution of the herring fishing. 
The total quantity and value of mackerel landed in this district last year 
were 1293 cwts. and £437, as against 1076 cwts. and £328 in 1909. 

The white-fish fishing of the district, which now chiefly embraces cod, 
seithe, aud conger, was pursued in a somewhat desultory fashion, with 
average results. Practically the whole of the white fish disposed of by 
fishmongers in this district comes from the ports of Aberdeen and Montrose. 
The adjacent waters were once noted for their fine whitings, but owing to 
some unaccountable cause there has been an almost complete absence of 
these fish in the upper reaches of the Clyde in recent years. 

The boatbuilding trade was in an exceptionally dull state throughout the 
year, and the prospects of a revival in this trade are meanwhile not bright. 

Fortunately, there were no casualties to record, and the damage done to 
boats and gear was of a very trifling nature. 

The barometers are in good order, and they are much consulted and 
appreciated by fishermen.

Greenock District. 


There is no improvement to report in the fisheries of this district during 
the year under review, but rather a falling off. Largs, Saltcoats, Irvine, 
and Millport were the principal stations where line fishing was prosecuted 
with anything like regularity, and the catches, which were generally light, 
consisted of haddocks, whitings, saithe, plaice, and flounders, mostly of 
medium size. At Saltcoats some. fair catches of skate and eels were also 
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landed by three local crews working long lines. The fish were, as a rule, 
sent off to English markets by the fishermen themselves, and fair returns 
were obtained. At Irvine some fair catches of plaice and flounders were 
obtained by means of bag-nets during the latter months of the year. The 
hauls varied up to about 6 cwts., and the best day’s fishing was about 20 
ewts. for five boats. Since beam trawling was prohibited in the Firth of 
Clyde, plaice and flounders seem to be getting rather more plentiful. The 
fish were of fair size at the beginning, but gradually smaller fish were caught. 
They were mostly sent to the Glasgow market, where they realised fair prices, 
but a fair proportion was retailed in the locality where they were landed. 

At Troon some mackerel were, as usual, caught by hand-lines. 

Irvine was the only station where herring fishing was followed in the 
summer months, several local and stranger crews working seine and drift’ 
nets there. The catches varied up to about 42 crans. The herrings were 
mostly of medium size, and the bulk of them was sent to the Glasgow 
market. The fishing ground was in Irvine Bay and on the Arran coast. 
The earnings of the crews ranged between £50 and £100. 

At Millport, Saltcoats, and Largs some light catches of herrings were also 
landed, but at the two latter places they were generally of small size and 
poor quality. Some fair catches of herrings were also got off West Kilbride 
and Ardrossan during the middle of August, most of which were purchased 
at sea by buying steamers. The foregoing places were the only stations 
where herring fishing was carried on. Fishermen at some of the stations 
are not so prepared now to follow herring fishing, as their nets are practically 
worn out and are not being replaced. 

At Saltcoats, six fishing skiffs followed lobster fishing along the’ coast and 
met with fair success, the catches ranging up to about 8 dozen per haul of 
the creels, and in one week one crew caught about 24 dozen. The fish, 
which were mostly of a medium size, were sent principally to English 
markets, but a proportion went to Glasgow. This fishing was not so success- 
ful as in the previous year. 

Four steam trawlers and four liners worked from Glasgow during the 
summer months, and fished on various fishing grounds on the West Coast. 
The catches of the liners consisted chiefly of cod, ling, halibut, and skate. 
The value of the highest shot landed by a trawler was £112, while that of 
a liner was about £200. Their fish were all disposed of in the Glasgow 
market. No steam trawlers worked from Troon during the year, and no 
herrings were landed at Glasgow by trawlers from the Irish coast. Three 
drifters landed shots of herrings taken from off Loch Swilly in the month of 
January, which realised from 20s. to 22s. per cran. The highest shot 
amounted to 150 crans. Several cargoes of fresh herrings in boxes were 
brought from Downings Bay to Glasgow by the buying steamers of local 
firms, which were partly sold fresh, partly cured gutted, and partly kippered. 

Quantities of mussels were as usual sent from Greenock and Port-Glasgow 
to various East Coast and other stations for bait purposes. They are fairly 
plentiful on the beds, and mostly of fair size. The quantity and value of 
other kinds of shell-fish taken in the district have been gradually decreasing 
of late years. 

At the fishmarket the supplies of all kinds of smoked, fresh, and dried 
fish were similar to those of previous years, an average of fully 4000 boxes 
passing through the market daily. There were complaints at times regarding 
the small size of much of the fish, Local buying steamers brought many 
cargoes of fresh herrings in boxes from various stations on the West Coast, 
which were disposed of in the market, generally at fair prices. Dry ling 
sold at from 27s. to 3ls., cod, 24s. to 26s., and saithe, 13s. to 15s. per cwt., and 
West Coast cured herrings up to 40s. a barrel. Cured herrings supplied to 
the retail merchants in Glasgow were well cured. 

The exports of cured herrings to the United States numbered several 
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thousand barrels less than in the preceding year, the decrease being due to the 
fact that no herrings were landed at Glasgow by steam trawlers. The greater 
proportion went to New York. There was also a falling off in the exports 
to Ireland, both in cured herrings and dried fish. One hundred and twelve 
thousand three hundred cases of preserved fish were also exported, most of 
which were shipped to New York, while 2085 cases were sent to Australia, 
A good many barrels of cured herrings were brought from Ireland by trading 
steamers and landed at Glasgow for re-shipment, partly to America and 
partly to the Continent via Leith. 

At one of the large cooperages here, herring barrel making, partly 
by machinery, was carried on throughout the year, the object being to supply 
West Coast and Irish stations. There were made at two box factories in 
Glasgow about 19,000 herring-carrying boxes for use by the buying steamers. 

There was a great falling off in the building of steam drifters on the Clyde 
as compared with recent years. 

There are only two small motor boats belonging to the district which engage 
in fishing, but several of these boats landed herrings at Irvine during the 
season. The St. Mungo Steam Fishing Company’s drifter was engaged by 
an East Coast crew of fishermen, and prosecuted fishing at various stations. 

At Irvine a fisherman was fatally injured while endeavouring to push off 
a boat which had got ashore.

Ballantrae District. 


During the year 1910 the various branches of the fishing industry in this 
district were conducted on much the same lines as in former years. The 
monetary results from the white fishings were to a moderate extent in 
favour of the year under review, while the total quantity of white fish landed 
appreciably exceeds the figures for 1909. The total value of all fish landed 
was, however, slightly less than that for the preceding twelve months. 

Practically the only outstanding feature of the year was the increase in 
the number of crews that adopted the motor as an auxiliary means of 
propulsion. Eleven boats had motors installed. This large increase in one 
year is excellent testimony to the popularity of the motor. There was a 
decrease in the number of boats on the register, and accordingly a decrease 
in the number of fishermen employed, but these decreases have not materially 
affected the catching power of the fleet, as the boats that were cancelled 
were mostly of the third class and were used principally in fishing for 
pleasure. 

Again in 1910 some Irish herrings were landed at Stranraer by East 
Coast steam drifters. The quantity was 402 crans, which realised the 
average price of 14s. 7d. per cran. Excluding the Irish herrings, the 
quantity taken during the first quarter of the year was more than double 
that recorded for the preceding year. Most of the catch was got with seine 
‘nets in and near Finnart Bay. The quality was generally good, and a 
moderate demand maintained prices at a fair level, the average price being 
17s. 10d. per cran. There was practically.no attempt made to fish the 
Ballantrae Bank with drift or trammel nets. 

The summer herring fishing was begun with drift and seine nets about the 
middle of May, and was continued with varying success till the middle of 
October, when it entirely failed. For fully a month thereafter no sign of 
herrings could be seen onthe coast. Then about the third week of November 
herrings were discovered near Ayr Bay, and nearly half the season’s catch 
was landed with seine nets during a few nights’ fishing. On the whole, the 
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season was not so good as the season of 1909, for while the quantity landed 
shows an increase, the value shows a considerable shrinkage, due to the 
indifferent quality of the herrings and consequent low prices ruling. The 
fishing ground was the same as in former years, namely, along the Ayrshire 
coast and off the shores of Arran. ‘The season’s average price was 17s. 5d. 
per cran, as against 24s, 5d. in 1909. When the home fishing collapsed in 
October a proportion of the fleet proceeded to Loch Broom, but the venture 
proved unsuccessful, and after a short stay these boats returned home. 

The three East Coast steam liners that were fishing from Stranraer in the 
spring of 1909 returned in 1910. One of these boats did exceptionally well, 
earning fully £500, whilst the other two earned £230 and £220 respectively. 
The best single shot realised £46. The catches consisted chiefly of skate, 
eels, and cod. Occasionally these boats delivered fish outwith this district. 

Cod-net fishing and line fishing was carried on concurrently in the early 
months of the year. The earnings from these sources were not quite so good 
as in the year 1909, but the decreases in the quantity and value were very 
slight. The crews engaged in these fishings suffered more from detention by 
bad weather than any of the other branches of the industry. This was due to 
various causes, namely, the season of the year, the comparatively small and 
open boats employed, and to the difficulty of access to the harbours in stormy 
weather. 

There are trifling decreases in the quantity and value of flat-fish taken by 
beam trawl in the Solway, and the flounder-net fishing also shows slightly 
poorer returns when compared with the records for the preceding year, 

Mackerel were very plentiful, and the quantity caught was about double 
that for the year 1909. The value, however, was relatively much lower. 
From this district there does not appear to be a profitable outlet for this fish. 
When local needs have been supplied there seems to be a difficulty in 
disposing of them to any advantage. 

Oysters show an appreciably smaller output compared with the preceding 
year’s returns. Crabs and unclassified kinds also exhibit slight decreases, 
whilst lobsters and mussels show moderately increased returns. 

Boat-building is almost a thing of the past in this district. Only two small 
craft were built during the year. There were, however, three new boats 
added to the register, which were built in other districts. 

Rarely does a year pass without loss of life having to be recorded, but 
this year was happily an exception to the rule.

SALMON FISHERIES. 


MR. CALDERWOOD’S REPORT. 


FIsHERY BoarD FOR SCOTLAND, 
April 1911. 


I have the honour to submit my Report for the year 1910. My annual 
inspection commenced in the Solway district, and was continued in 
Argyllshire and Banffshire. 


Waite Fish NETs oF THE Sonway. 


I made special reference to this subject in my last Annual Report, but 
there were one or two points concerning which I desired to make more 
careful investigation. I returned in the autumn, after the commencement 
of the annual close time, for the purpose of seeing what netting was 
really carried on. September 17th was a Saturday, and in the evening of 
that day (and therefore in a period covered also by the weekly close time) 
I visited certain nets in Fleet Bay. They were set where salmon nets are 
placed in the open season; they were of the same pattern as salmon nets, 
and were set on the same stakes as are used for the erection of salmon 
nets. I know of nothing about them which did not appertain to salmon 
nets ; but they were called “ white fish nets,” and as such were supposed to 
be exempt from the operation of the Salmon Acts. Outer nets were in 
some cases of small size, but they were of the salmon pattern. The 
‘‘head” or chamber of the net was in each case the head of an ordinary 
fly-net, and was, in fact, more ordinary in this respect than many of the 
legal salmon nets fished in the Solway. I took careful measurements of 
several of the nets. 

I must add that I did not find any salmon in any of the nets I visited, 
and I visited them as the tide left them, and before the fishermen arrived. 
On the following day I inspected other nets of the same kind, situated 
between Ardwall Island and the eastern shore. The passage between the 
island and the land ebbs dry ; two nets are set on the island shore, and a 
single net on the landward shore. The former were again fly-nets, and 
fly-nets of a large size. The single net on the landward shore was not a 
typical fly-net, but was very similar to the pattern of salmon net used at 
Innerwell, near Wigtown. Again I found only white fish in the nets. 

While I was examining the nets, a number of men were spending their 
Sunday dragging a trammel net through the shallow water in the neigh- 
bourhood, an operation which they could do by wading. J saw them land 
two hauls, and found the catch to be plaice alone. A small beam trawl 
net lay on the sand close at hand, The boat in which the men had come 
from a distance was moored at the back of the island, and on finishing their 
fishing the men carried off the beam trawl with them. I mention this 
fishing because it appeared to be an indication of the sort of fishing locally 
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adopted, and also because it was evident that the dragging of the trammel 
net was a far more successful method of catching white fish than the 
setting of the large stake nets misnamed ‘‘ white fish nets.” 


Coop Nets In Wiatown Bay. 


At Creetown the following morning I found all the salmon nets 
removed in conformity with the requirements of the Salmon Acts. 
Desiring also to visit the Innerwell nets and to see the small coop nets set 
out on the wide flats of this region, I managed after some ditticulty to 
accompany two men who were going out to set a coop net. ‘The coop net 
is the same as the “paidle net” of the Nith district, and has been 
successfully proceeded against by the Nith District Fishery Board. 

In Wigtown Bay I found the coop nets and cross arms only about four 
feet high, and with the usual trap and barrel or coop. About seven of 
these nets are now fished in this locality, where the method of fishing is a 
comparatively recent development, since the destruction of a mussel bed 
near Creetown deprived men of shell-fish fishing. I questioned various 
men on the subject, and was informed that these coop nets in this locality 
do not catch very many sea trout, but do catch salmon at times. When 
this happens during the close season, there seems no difficulty in disposing 
of the salmon locally. 

I found only plaice and codling in the nets I examined. 


SPARLING FISHING. 


The sparling net commonly used in this neighbourhood is about 140 to 
150 yards long. The mesh is so small as to catch shrimps, being 42 to 45 
rows to the yard in the bosom, and 45 to 55 rows in the wings. Actual 
measurement of the mesh of a new net showed the mesh to be 3-inch. 

In the estuary of the Cree the practice prevails for those who have 
right of salmon fishing to let the right of sparling fishing. The result is 
that certain authorised men, who are at the same time the lessees of the 
salmon fishing, fish in the tidal waters of the Cree and in the upper part 
of Wigtown Bay, while other men fish as they choose further down the 
estuary beyond the limits of the salmon fishings. 

A local close time for sparlings has existed for some years, and was 
brought about in the interests of the anglers in the river Cree. It 
appears, however, that there is some ambiguity about the dates, more 
especially the opening date. By Ist September, however, all sparling 
fishing is supposed to cease. Nevertheless, at the date of my visit, on 19th 
September, two boats’ crews were actively engaged in netting for sparlings 
at the side of the river channel off Wigtown. Iam informed that this 
fishing is conducted by men other than the salmon lessees, after the 
authorised sparling fishers have ceased operations, and is carried on as 
long as there are sparlings in the estuary, which commonly means till well 
on in October. In the Solway Firth, east of Abbey Head, in Kirkeubright- 
shire, the Bye-law of the Fishery Board for Scotland, dated 12th June 
1902, comes into force. This creates a close time from Ist February to 
lst September inclusive. So early a date of commencement would not 
affect the Cree and Wigtown districts, since sparling fishing does not 
begin there, I believe, till the month of July, 

In the Tay, arising out of a case for interdict against sparling fishers 
tried before Lord Trayner, a jocal close time for this kind of fishing has 
been established from 25th February to 25th September in each year. 
The inethod of fishing is somewhat different in the Tay, boom nets being 
employed from boats anchored in the tideway. .The action by the Tay 
District Fishery Board was largely to protect the salmon smolts descending 
in late spring and early summer. 
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Since sparling fishing does not commence in the Wigtown Bay district 
till July, there is little harm likely to result to the smolts, but from the 
nature of the nets, and the method of the fishing, it is clear that adult 
salmonide, and, no doubt, sea-trout smolts (which hang about estuaries as 
salmon smolts do not do), are almost certain to be caught. 


Past PROPosALS FOR REGULATION. 


Two Commissions have dealt with the difficulties of the fixed nets of 
the Solway. In 1892, Sir Herbert Maxwell's Solway White Fish 
Commission reported, and in 1896 Mr. Stafford Howard’s Commission 
on the Fisheries of the Solway Firth reported. 

The former proposed the formation of a Board with powers to grant, 
and to refuse, licences for such nets as might be approved. - No person was 
to be allowed to fish with paidle nets whe was not provided with a licence, 
and no nets were to be licensed except such as were constructed to fish the 
ebb tide only. Other important recommendations were, that the mesh of 
all nets was to be that usual in salmon nets, viz., 1#-inch from knot to 
knot, or 7-inch round, and that the sparling was to be declared a white 
fish with a special close time. Further, it was strongly recommended that 
the 25th and 26th Sections of the Salmon Fisheries (Scotland) Act, 1868, 
should be applied to the Solway, and that Section 9 of the Solway Act be 
repealed. These last recommendations would have resulted in powers of 
search for illegally-caught fish, and in the removal of the prohibition 
against the capture of salmon ‘or any other fish whatsoever” by persons 
not being the owners of a fishery or those specially authorised by the 
owners. 

Mr. Stafford Howard’s Commission in the main supported the recom- 
mendations above referred to, but since, in the interval between the two 
reports, the Sea Fisheries Regulation (Scotland) Act, 1895, had appeared, 
the position of matters was somewhat changed, since Boards were here 
proposed for all sea fishery districts in Scotland, and on those proposed 
Boards—which have never been formed—there was no provision for 
representation of the salmon fishing interest. While not proposing to do 
away with the paidle nets, Mr. Stafford Howard’s Commission recommended 
“that in the interest of the salmon fisheries they must be placed under 
somewhat stringent regulations, and that it will be necessary, or at least 
desirable, ‘‘ to provide a comparatively rapid and inexpensive means of 
determining any disputes that may arise as to the situations in which they 
are to be allowed.” 

With regard to sparling fishing, this Commission also agreed with that 
of Sir Herbert Maxwell, that the sparling should be regarded for legal 
purposes as a white fish, and that there should be a close time from 1st 
February to Ist August. 

It is undesirable that I deal further with the matter here, since the 
particular points of difficulty are to be inquired into under special 
arrangement, and will be reported upon to the Board. 


THE Sotway DEE. 


On examining the doaches of Tongueland, in the Kirkcudbrightshire 
Dee, I found that since my last visit the big doach had been rebuilt and 
to some extent altered. Now, instead of the whole box having a horizontal 
floor at the same level as the sill, and the water having a fall of nearly 
three feet on its emerging from the cruive box, the natural river bed has 
been exposed, and now forms the floor of the box. This natural bed is 
very uneven and rocky, and, on account of its slope, offers a much better 
chance to ascending fish than the old box-floor. A new sill of iron has 
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been fitted, and at the left side the drop of water over the sill is not more 
than about six inches. The greatest flow of water goes to the right side, 
however, and here the drop is about two feet. 

None of the doaches is now fished, but, except during dead low water 
and in the weekly close time, the hecks are kept in place. A crane has 
now been erected at the big doach for the purpose of lifting out the heck 
during high levels of river when the pressure on the bars is great. 

The net and coble shots below the doaches are :—The Linn shot, the 
Draught shot, and Hell’s Hole. The Draught shot is considered the 
best. Hell’s Hole is now fished only in high water. 

Five shots with net and coble, are, I regret to say, fished in the upper 
river, the best shot being at Bridge of Dee. 

Six yairs are still fished in the estuary. Two of them are set to fish the 
ebb tide, but they are said to be rather profitless, except at times when fish 
cannot ascend the river owing to low water level. 

In the best interests of this river, and in order that the stock of fish 
may have a chance to increase, it is most unfortunate that the offer made 
by Captain Hope, of St. Mary’s Isle, when he took over all the net fishings, 
was not accepted by the upper proprietors or by any syndicate who would 
take up the regulation of the river. Had the offer been accepted, the 
doaches and the sweep nets would now have been done away with. Under 
present conditions the river is certainly overfished. Pike in the upper 
waters also need attention. 


River Baa, Iste or MULL. 


The stream which flows from Loch Baa, in Mull, had probably at one 
time a much shorter course than now. By the great accumulation of 
aluvium, and the action of the sea at the head of Loch na Keal, the mouth 
of the stream has been forced more and more to the extreme north of the 
loch end, so that it now flows for the greater part of its course parallel to 
the sea beach. The total length is about two miles. 

The water level of Loch Baa is given as 41 feet above the sea, so that 
the gradient of t’1e stream is very easy. 

At the time of my visit, in July, the river was dead low, and on walking 
down to the mouth, and along the sea beach, great numbers of salmon and 
sea trout were to be seen jumping in the salt water. Under those 
conditions, experience elsewhere has shown that if it is possible to send 
down an artificial flood, the waiting fish will at once begin to ascend the 
river. It isin the smaller rivers especially that such artificial floods are 
most beneficial, and with such views suggested to my mind, I proceeded to 
examine the outlet of the loch as well as the nature of the ground at the 
head of the loch. The outlet of Loch Baa I found peculiarly well adapted 
for the construction of a retaining wall. There isa natural constriction 
where a partial wall of unlimed stones already stands. To arrange matters 
so that a head of two or three feet could be let down at will would not be 
very difficult or expensive, and I ventured to point out the benefits to the 
two proprietors whose lands meet in the mediwm filwm at this point, and 
who are both largely interested in the angling of the loch. At the head 
of Loch Baa I found a glen with a very marshy floor through which the 
head stream, coming down from very steep hills, finds its way in many 
uncertain windings, breaking up into several small mouths at the head of 
the loch. Except in times of flood, spawning fish will find it well-nigh im- 
possible to ascend this stream from the loch, and a concentration of the 
water into one channel would be of great benefit; but if the level of Loch 
Baa were raised, as suggested, this stream would be largely flooded, except 
when the head of water had been run off. Such flooding would in itself 
answer the purpose of allowing the fish up from the loch.

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In my visits to very many remote parts of Scotland, I think I have not 
seen a better place for the construction of an impounding dam than at the 
outlet of Loch Baa, or a place where better facilities exist for the creation 
of artificial floods. 


Norti Esk. 


It will be within the recollection of the Board that in the Salmon 
Fisheries (Scotland) Act, 1868, and by Section 12 of that Act, the water- 
course or mill-lade of Kinnaber is excepted from the operation of the 
Bye-laws attached to the Act. From time to time, also, it has been 
pointed out that in the Section in question a clerical error existed, in that 
in providing for a free space at the intake of the lade, the word “less” 
has been used instead of the word “ more,” the clause thus reading that “a 
space of not less than eighteen inches between the bottom of the sluice and 
the sillor bed . . . ” be allowed. 

Last year a Provisional Order was promoted to consolidate the powers 
of the Provost, Magistrates, and Councillors of the Burgh of Montrose 
with respect to their existing waterworks, to authorise them to provide an 
additional water supply, and to construct and maintain new waterworks, 
and for other purposes. 

Works of considerable magnitude were proposed for the storage and 
supply of the additional water to Montrose, and at the same time certain 
works were proposed which were of cistinct interest in connection with the 
salmon fisheries of the district. 

It was proposed to repeal Section 12 of the Act already referred to, to 
place a heck at the intake of the Kinnaber lade, to place a gauge near the 
mouth of the lade so that not more than the previous amount of water 
could pass down the lade, to place a heck at the outfall of the lade, and 
to close the sluice at the intake from seven o’clock on Saturday evening till 
six o’clock on Monday morning. These operations were, in my opinion, 
likely to be beneficial to the North Esk as a salmon river. 

In connection with the fourth proposal—that to place a heck at the 
outfall of the lade-—some discussion arose at the inquiry as to what con- 
stituted the outfall of the lade. It has been clear for a great many years 
that the point at which the water from the lade joined the river was a long 
way down stream from the point where the course of the lade joined the 
course of the river, and where a heck has long existed. The junction of 
the lade and river water is just above the netting pool called the Fluke 
Hole, and, owing probably to the silting up of the river channel, a long 
spit or neck of land has formed, so that the lade water is now carried 
through the road bridge called the Lower North Water Bridge, and about a 
quarter of a mile lower down stream to the point of junction with the main 
flow of the river. A good lead for fish ascending the North Esk is offered 
by this water which comes from the lade, and fish freely do ascend it till 
they reach a small circular pool called the “ Laddie’s Hole” just below the 
heck. Here the salmon are, as it were, ina trap, and here for many years 
they have been netted. In the interests of the salmon, it was held that 
the heck should be placed at the point where the lade water joins the river 
water, or, conversely, if the lower channel was now to be regarded as a 
part of the river, the channel should be directly connected with the river 
so that fish could continue their ascent. An arrangement of this sort was 
agreed to by the Commissioners appointed to inquire into the matter in 
Edinburgh, but ultimately it was decided to depart from this point. While 
greatly regretting this decision, I have pleasure in reporting that the other 
points were agreed to, and that, therefore, Section 12 is now repealed, 
heck is provided for at the intake of the lade, and suitable arrangements 
made for the regulation of the water flow. 
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Don. 


On 28th September I visited the Don and examined once more the 
Mugiemoss and Stoneywood dam dykes. In connection with the agree- 
ment between parties in the district, arrangements are now well 
advanced for the erection of salmon passes at each of the obstructions 
named, and for the securing of sufficient water flow in the river at all times. 
The negotiations have been prolonged, but it now seems very probable that 
the salmon fisheries of this district will greatly increase in value owing to 
the much more satisfactory distribution of fish. 


DEVERON. 


[ am glad to be able to report that a very considerable improvement in 
the stock of spring fish in this river has been noticed in the present fishing 
season (1911). 

I cannot give full details, but I am informed that up to the middle of 
April about 170 fish were taken on the rod, although one or two important 
stretches were not fished, The spring fish seem to have been specially 
numerous in the upper reaches of the river, many having been taken in 
localities where they were not looked for so early. There is, however, 
nothing to check the ascent of early fish in the Deveron. 

This most satisfactory state of affairs is, I have no doubt, the result of 
the action of the proprietors in buying off the nets at the mouth of the 
river, and in the Bay of Banff near to the river. 

The transaction took place in 1907, and this is, therefore, the first year 
in which any spring fish, the progeny of 1907 spawn, could have existed. 
A proportion of larger spring fish may be confidently looked for next year. 

The proprietors in the district have kindly agreed to supply me annually 
with a confidential return as to the number of fish caught, and this return 
is arranged to show a separation between spring and summer and autumn 
fish. As time goes on the returns will become valuable as showing the 
rate and extent of the recovery from a long period of over-netting. 

At Turriff, on 29th September, I made an inspection of a weir thrown 
across Turriff Burn a short distance above its junction with the main river. 
The burn is a rather important spawning tributary, where, owing to this 
welr, 5 feet 10 inches high, fish are almost entirely prevented from 
ascending. 

I was met by Mr, Douglas Abercromby, representing the Committee of 
the District Board appointed to deal with the matter, and by Mr. Duncan, 
architect, Turriff, who had prepared a plan of a pass. After certain 
measurements had been taken, I advised the erection of two subsidiary 
dykes, the first 4 feet high and the second 24 feet high. I understand 
that those suggestions are likely to be given effect to. The water power 
taken from the river is carried to a meal and saw mill. 


AYR. 


This district also shows a marked improvement in its stock of salmon. 
Since 1900 no fixed nets have been in use on the coast of the district, and 
for a very considerable period previous to that date all fresh-water netting 
has been discontinued. Owing to the proximity of the mouths of the 
rivers Ayr and Doon, it is more than likely that the Doon fixed nets took 
considerable toll of Ayr fish, but the Doon nets were also removed some 
two or three years ago—an arrangement which, unfortunately, is not 
likely to continue except in part. 

The stock of fish in the Ayr has in the interval so increased that a 
revaluation of the fishings has been carried out. From time to time it has 
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been reported to me that the number of breeding fish seen in the 
upper waters is very greatly increased, and in connection with the dis- 
tribution of those fish, most of the dam dykes in the river have now been 
provided with passes. The dyke most lacking in this respect is that at 
Ballochmyle. 

In April I received a letter from Mr. Oswald of Auchincruive, the 
Chairman of the Board, in which he reports that several clean fish have 
been ascending the lowest dyke. This is a most hopeful sign. No clean 
fish have been seen earlier than May for many years. 


Doon. 


As already reported, practically all nets, both fresh-water and sea, were 
removed from this district as in the neighbouring district of Ayr. This 
arrangement was secured by the action of a syndicate of proprietors 
procuring a lease of all netting for a period of five years. At first the 
syndicate sub-let the sea fishings, but for the last two or three years all 
nets, whether in the mouth of the river or in the sea, have been removed. 
The cost of this arrangement has, however, been excessive, and this spring 
the proprietors and tenants had a joint meeting to consider the matter, 
and decided to let certain of the sea fishings. They thereafter accepted an 
offer for a lease of the sea fishings for six years, subject to the condition 
that no nets be placed between Greenan Castle on the south, and a line due 
west of the bandstand on the Low Green, Ayr. This represents an 
extension of the estuary to, I suppose, about three-quarters of a mile on 
each side of the river mouth. 


SPEY. 


The removal of nets in this district seems also to have produced the 
most satisfactory results. The returns in rod fishing alone, as far up as 
Grantown, have very greatly increased, and it now behoves those owing 
rights in the upper waters to give more attention to their pools. To the 
general welfare of the river in the distribution of breeding stock over the 
splendid upper spawning grounds, the benefit must be very great indeed. 

In this district I also inspected a small weir—that of Balvenie, on the 
Fiddich, near Dufftown. Owing to the action of floods, the weir had been 
in great part carried away, and Mr. Findlay of Aberlour, the owner of the | 
structure, had been requested by the District Board to renew it. I made 
certain suggestions as to the best way to repair it, and to insert a suitable 
pass, but, from various considerations, it may be possible for Mr. Findlay to 
remove it altogether, and negotiations concerning this are now in 
progress. 


Forru. 


With regard to dam dykes and passes, | may also mention the case of 
the Airthrey Dyke and Pass on Allan Water. The Forth District Fishery 
Board, at considerable expense, had a pass erected at this obstruction 
about two years ago. It has proved quite unsatisfactory, and various 
proposals have been considered for the improving or removing of it. 1 
referred to the dyke and pass in my paper on “ Salmon Passes” in last 
Annual Report (Appendix I., p.11.) I have had considerable correspondence - 
regarding this pass. The mouth of it was originally placed too far from 
the weir, and too much above the level of the river. Arrangements are 
now made for the alteration of the structure in a way which I hope may 
allow of better results. 
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ADD. 


A water fall in the upper reaches of this river was inspected by me in 
July. The fall is about 5 feet 6 inches high, and takes the form of a 
steep chute with a gradient of roughly 1 in 34. There is also a lower fall 
about 5 feet in height. A considerable stretch of spawning ground in the 
upper waters is cut off by the fall, and Colonel Malcolm of Poltalloch has, 
since my visit, carried out suggestions which I ventured to make as to the 
best means for allowing fish to negotiate the ascent. 


A Sautmon Hatrcuinag EXPERIMENT IN ALASKA. 


A interesting example of a salmon-cultural experiment under apparently 
most favourable conditions is to be found in the attempt of a resident of 
Alaska, Mr. Callbreath by name, to increase from hundreds to thousands 
the production of fish in a certain rocky stream.* The stream selected 
for the experiment is at the head of the M‘Henry Inlet, on Etolin Island, 
in south-east Alaska. It is small, about one-half mile in length, and, hike 
most of the streams in this region, flows over a rocky and bouldery bed 
between heavily- wooded shelving banks. At its head is a small lake, 42 
feet above high water. The stream was considered to have a run of from 
3000 to 5000 red salmon, a number too small to attract the fishermen, who 
rarely visited it. In 1892 a hatchery was built on the stream about 
200 yards from the mouth. In the spring of 1893, however, it was 
removed to the lake, the first locality having been found unsuitable. 
From the very beginning it was decided to exclude all but the most 
‘desirable species from the lake. 

To accomplish this, dams were built across the stream, with racks below 
them, at a point about 100 yards from salt water, where an inlet divides 
the stream into two parts. 

The dam and fence on the western side of the inlet allowed nothing to 
pass. The fence on the eastern side had a trap opening, admitting the 
fish to the foot of the dam. 

Here the red and coho salmon were lifted by dip nets to the pool above, 
from which point they could ascend quickly to the lake. Nothing could 
enter the lake which was not passed over the dam by hand. In addition 
to keeping out the hump-back and dog salmon and all trout, the lake was 
carefully fished, and all enemies of the salmon that could be caught were 
removed. 

Under these exceptionally favourable conditions the work was carried 
on from 1892 until the spring of 1906, a period of 17 years. The following 
statements show the number of red salmon passed over the dam each 
season :—

1 am indebted to Mr. Marsh, the Alaska Salmon Agent, for the figures 
showing the numbers of fry. At the same time he informed me that 
there is no definite evidence to show that any fishing operations in the 
neighbourhood intercepted the run of fish to the river, and thus vitiated 
the results of Mr. Callbreath’s operations. 

The numbers of fry dealt with are considerably greater than the product 
of any salmon hatchery in our country, yet it will be noticed that the 
return of red salmon to the river during 17 years of special effort to secure 
only this species shows no very great encouragement, or argument in 
favour of artificial methods of this kind. 


Reports FRoM District FisHERY BOARDS. 


I have received reports from 31 District Boards, which list includes all 
the districts on the East Coast except the Beauly, and the Helmsdale and 
Brora in Sutherland. On the West Coast, the small districts of Sutherland 
and Ross, and those also in Inverness-shire, where no Boards have ever 
been formed, do not have the machinery for answering the questions 
addressed to the larger and more important areas. 

With regard to the take of fish, an approximate estimate of the number 
is given from several districts, but in the great majority of cases the Clerks 
and Superintendents of Boards are unable to procure any figures from the 
tacksmen and others. This condition only legislation can obviate. 

With regard to rentals of districts as a gauge of condition, I may say 
that the total for the 31 districts concerning which I have reports is 
£121,373. This figure is practically the same as the corresponding figure 
for last year. Taking the price per pound for salmon at the low average 
of ls. 6d., the weight of salmon sent to market last season: represents a 
sum of practically £314,000. 

The reports from District Fishery Boards, in as condensed a form as 
possible, form Appendix O.

Octoher, 1910, two Cromarty fishermen were tried in the Sheriff Court 
at Tain on a charge of fishing for sea trout in the Cromarty Firth, to the 
east of the town of Cromarty. A conviction was obtained, and each 
respondent fined the sum of £2, including expenses, or 21 days’ im- 
prisonment. The fines were paid.
